to  have  warui,  dry  sleeping-  quarters  willi 
abnndtuce  of  suuli>>bt  during  a  good 
Khare  ot  the  day,  especially  lioin  lo  a.ni 
lo  ?  p.  ni.  This  ig  paiticniarlv  the  case 
in  the  winter.  The  little  fellows  jirow 
and  thrive  when  given  plenty  of  sun 
light  aud  the  dam  ih  properly  fed  and 
cnre«l  for.  A  wet.  damp,  sunless  hog 
house  is  a  z'ery  poor  thiny  even  iu  the 
t)est  Riniimer  weather,  and  in  the  winter 
season  it  is  not  fit  even  for  a  "rHzor-split- 
lei*"  to  make  it  his  htadqtiartirs.  No 
up-to-date  breeder  would  think  of  put- 
ting his  hoKs  in  such  n  domicile.  It  is 
the  "Rip  Van  Winkle's"  that  handle 
their  ewine  in  that  wav. 

Breeders,  the  very  best  breeders,  make 
mistakes;  I  should  .say  they  do,  all  breed- 
ers mike  mistakes,  hut  one  ini|>ortant 
point  is  do  we  pr<»fit  by  our  mistakes? 
Kvery  bree  ler  should  profit  by  mistakes 
made — they  should  open  our  eyes  so  that 
we  might  net  ruu  headlong  iuto  the 
same  error. 

It  is  a  mistake  for  a  farmer  to  keep 
"scrub"  stock*  one  of  the  very  worst 
mistake^.  It  is  a  sad  mistake  for  a 
breeder  who  has  a  fine  herd  of  choice 
brood  sows  to  buy  a  boar  that  is  a  "poor 
individual,"  a  "Cheap  John"  hog. 

Another  mistake  young  bree<leis  make 
and  sometimes  older  ones  are  led  into 
also,  is  that  of  buying  fancy-priced  stock 
expecting  to  build  up  their  reputation 
upon  the  honors  some  other  breeder  or 
breeders  have  won.  Buy  the  very  best 
individuals  you  can  get  without  running 
into  fancy  prices.  Hut  few  breeders 
make  money  out  of  $<5ooo  hc^  If  you 
don't  believe  it  try  it. 

Some  breeders  get  let  down  when  they 
are  least  expecting  it — and  from  tny  ex- 
perience it  seems  that  iheie  are  numer- 
ous ways  of  bree«lers  getting  let  down. 
The  breeder  who  jumps  at  conclusions 
invariably  gels  let  tlowii.  and  sometimes 
with  a  thud  that  is  anything  but  pleas- 
ant. 

In  breeding  fine  stock  there  is  nothitig 
like  being  doubly  srre  \ou  are  right. 
The  old  adagCi  "Be  sure  you're  right, 
then  go  aheatl,"  is  iipp!ical»le  lo  every 
breeder  of  fine  stock  in  this  day  and  age 
of  the  worUl. 

If  all  breeilers  couhl  but  apply  the 
(folden  Rule  to  their  dealings  with 
brother  bfee<lers  there  would  be  less  let- 
ting down.  Try  doing  unto  others  us 
you  would  have  them  do  unto  yon.  It 
will  work  successfully  eveiy  time.

Watching  the  Hogs. 
The   successful    swine    raiser    alwavs 
watclies  carefully  the  condition  of  tte 
bowels  of  hi.s  hogs,  both    fattening   uii.l 
breeding,  and  as  the    farrowing    season 
approaches  care  with  tlie  latter  becomes 
<loubly  important.     If  the  brood  sow    is 
fed  a  vuiiety  of  food  of  the  proper  sort 
for  the  mouth   or  six  weeks   preceding 
farrowing  time    the   dilliculties    in    the 
farrowing  pen  will  be  very   few  and    the 
inortality  among   the   young   pigs  very 
light.     It  is  aljsolutely  'e8s»Mitial  that  the 
digestive  apparatus  of  the  farrowing  sow 
be  in  perfect  condition,    botli    for    her 
own  sake  and  the  sake  of  her  pigs.    She 
must  not  only  have  food  that  will  avert 
costiveness,   but  also  food   rich  in   the 
muscle  making  constituents.    The  habit 
of  eating  the  young  pigs  is,  we  are  satis- 
fied, largely  due  to  a   Tack    of    what    is 
called  protein  in   the  food.     Protein   is 
what  makes  muscle  and   bone    and    red 
meat.     The  sow  carrying  a   litter  abso- 
lutely   must    have    i't    to    develop    the 
young  pigs  up    to    furrowing    time.     If 
she  cannot  tind  enough    protein  in   her 
food   ^he    must    «lraw    upvui    her    own 
system  for  it-    The  result   is   that  the 
systeim  of  the  sow  is    impoverished    bv 
the  time  the  pigs  are  farrowetl    and  she 
turns    upon     them     ravenously.     Oats, 
bruu,  shorts,  or  food  of  similar  character 
should  form  a  liberal  part  of  the    brood 
sow's  ration  from  now  on.

For  Growing  Pigs. 

Kxpcriments  which    have   lieer.    made 
ill  the  past  have  shown  that  the    best    ra- 
tion which  can  be  fed  to  growing    pigs  is 
plenty    of  .skim    milk,  together    with    a 
gram     ration     composed    of     one-third 
shorts,    or    ground    peas    or    oats,    and 
the     balance   cornmeal,   with    room    for 
plenty  of  exerci.se  ami  a    tlover  pasture 
lo  feed  on.     The  skim  milk  and  clover  is 
not  always  to  be   hail,  but    there    is    no 
reason  why  the    corn    ration    cannot    be 
supplement  a\    with    some    one    of    the 
three    grains    above    mentioned,  and  no 
man  can  afford  to  raise   hogs    if   he  con- 
fines them  to  a  pen.    In  the  experiments, 
ami  by  careful  observation    by    breeders,  | 
that  the  corn-fed  hog  is    not    a    healthy,  | 
vigorous    animal.       That    he     is    much  ; 
likely  to  be  troubled  with    worms,    chol- j 
era  or  swine    plague,  ami    that  the  per- 
centage of  loss    is    much    greater    than 


among  hogs  fed  on  a  variety,  which  sup- 


Increase  the  Bone. 
Henry  Cochran,  l.enox,  la.,   uski  In 
reference  to  experiments  made  iu  feed- 
ing bone  meiil  at  the  experiment  station 
and  how  much  of  it  is  it  .safe  to  feed  pigs 
weighing  luu  pounds  and  whether  it  will 
iiicrea.se  the  size  of  the    bone    and    the 
general    thrift  of  the    pigs  getting  the 
bone  meal,     lii  reply,  will  say    that   the 
experiments  very  riearly  show  thedirect 
effect  on    producing    bone    by    feevliug 
bone  meal  and  of  depriving   animals  of 
that  or  any  substance  iu  the  feed    that 
would  aid  in  making  bone.     We  do  not 
believe  that  it  would  pay  anv  farmer  to 
buy  bone  nieul  to  fee<l  to  their  animals. 
TJH'ie  are  substitutes  on  the    farm    that 
will  tiike  the  place  aud  answer  the   pur- 
pose of  bone    meal.     Feed    them    wood 
aslies    or    cob    ashes    or    charred  coba. 
This  is  HoUH'thiug  tliat  can    be  supplied 
by  every  farmer  without  an    outlay    of 
!n«»iiey  aiul  it  will  furnish  all    the  neces- 
sary elements  that  go   into  strengthen- 
ing and  forming  the  lM>ne.     It  is  not  so 
nniih  a  large  bone  as  a  strong  bone  that 
is  neede«l,  in  fact,     some    of    the    large 
bones  do  not  show   tlie  strength  ot    the 
smaller  tiinty  bones,  as   was   proven  in 
the  experiments.     The  feeding  of  ashes 
and  charred  cobs  or  wooil  is  a  benefit  to 
the  hogs  thrift.     It  enables  them  to   get 
more  out  of  their  foo<l  eaten  by   helping 
the  functions  of  the  stomach  in  assimila- 
tiou  of  the  fooils  eaten.     The  experience 
of  farmers  on  this  line  would  be  welcome 
in  these  columns.    The  question   itself

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Breeders   Mistakes. 

We  are  all  liable  to  make  mistakes, 
and  it  is  much  quicker  noticed  in  others 
th:in  in  ourselves.  1  will  mention  :i  few 
that  1  discoveretl  in  others  lately,  the 
mention  of  which  may  beuelit  some 
breetiern  who  wish  to  dispose  of  their 
•took  by  private  sale  and  mail  orders, 
for  such  unstakes  ^thake  the  confidence 
of  the  public,  so  they  are  timid  about 
placing  their  orders.  I  ^as  in  nee<l  of 
two  or  three  sows  bretl  to  place  in  my 
herd  this  winter  so  1  correspon<it'd  with 
several  prominent  breeders  and  visited 
several  herds  before  I  made 
selections.  I  had  made  np  my 
mind  to  order  a  certain  sow  «f  a 
prominent  bree<ler,  but  before  I  mailetl 
sai»l  orders  I  >rot  a  letter  from  a  breeder 
to  come  at  once  to  see  his  herd  as  he 
thought  he  had  what  I  wanted.  1  went 
and  selected  two,  and  there  1  saw  a  pi^' 
just  received  from  the  breeder  above 
mentioneil  that  was  so  deformed  that 
it  was  not  worth  the  express  as  a  breeil- 
er,  and  that  settled  my  mind  not  to 
onler  the  sow  of  him,  two  cases  I  saw 
where  breeders  hail  bou^dit  Kilts  bred 
and  fed,  sent  later  and  counting  back 
from  time  to  farrow  each  had  been  bred 
at  13  week  old.  People  don't  believe 
such  stuff  as  that  as  a  rule  an«l  it  hurts 
the  reputation  of  a  breeder  to  do  it.  In 
one  case  the  breeder  .sold  the  gilt  breed 
as  accident, but  in  the  oth.  r  case  breeiler 
sold  gilt  as  open.  Neither  purchaser  be- 
lieve the  pedigrees  correct  as  to  ilate  of 
farrow  or  ago  of  breeding.  1  have  had 
stock  from  three  different  breeders  that 
I  can  not  recoumiend  to  others  as 
straight-forward  honest  men  because 
they  failed  to  do  as  agreed  upon.  If  a 
breeder  corrects  a  mistake  then  all  is 
made  right,  but  if  he  does  not.  then  it 
stands  against  him  and  may  cost  hint 
many  times  what  he  gained  "bv  making 
said  mistake,  (if  we  may  be  allowtnl  to 
term  it  a  mistake).  If  ""honesty  is  the 
best  of  policy,"  it  surely  is  in  the  busi- 
ness of  breeding  and  selling  .if  hogs  as 
much  as  anything  else.  Kverv  cus- 
tomer has  a  right  to  an  honest  descrip- 
tion of  the  animal  he  proposes  to  buy, 
as  to  size,  age,  weight,  general  appear- 
ance and  correct  and  honest  pedigree, 
promptly  delivered  at  time  of  sale. 
Better  lose  a>ale  by  a  truthful  descrip- 
tion to  the  animal  than  make  sale  by 
omitting  all  defects

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A  Good  Farm  Hog. 

The  American  stockman  has  developed 
no  distin<'t  breed  of  hogs  Although  we 
have  breeiis  called  American,  they  have 
been  developed  from  foundation  stock 
brought  over  from  Europe.  The  nearest 
to  an  Aujerican  hog  is  the  Cheshire, 
which  was  probably  i)ro('iJced  by  cross- 
ing Herkshnes,  Yorkshires,  Suffolks  and 
Essex.  The  breed  was  tirst  recognized 
in  ISot)  and  has  certain  qualities  which 
make  it  adapted  to  farm  conditions  in 
the  Tnited  States.  While  not  unusually 
large,  thev  attain  a  good  size,  often 
reaching  olK)  to  (KHJ  lbs.  During  recent 
years  they  have  been  bre»l  more  for 
beauty  of  form  and  quality  than  for 
size,  and  <;onseqnently  the  Cheshires  of 
toilay  are  smaller  than  those  of  4U  years 
ago. ' 

The  one  gooil  quality  that  the  Che- 
shire admirer  «'lainis  above  all  others  for 
his  breed  is  early  maturity.  In  this  re- 
spe<tt  they  surpass  all  other  breeds. 
Many  instances  are  known  of  pigs  dress- 
ing 4(X)  lbs.  when  nine  months  old.  For 
pork  purposes  no  pig  should  be  kept 
iMore  than  nine  months,  concequently 
the  Cheshire  pro<lu<"e8  a  larger  animal  at 
this  age  than  any  other  breeds  an<l  is 
more  pnditable.  Another  claim  is  that 
the  llesli  is  exce})tionally  solid  ainl  tirm 
in  texture  an«l  of  very  tine  grain.  It 
has  a  larger  proportion  of  lean  meat 
than  anv  other  breed,  which  of  course 
is  very  (fesiruble.  If  the  feeder  wants 
fat  pork,  all  he  has  to  do  is  to  keep  the 
Cheshire  a  little  longer.  The  fat  meat  is 
also  noteil  for  compactness  as  well  as 
the  lean.  Buyers  are  not  often  able  to 
guess  the  weight  of  Cheshires, because  of 
this  quality.  They  are  usually  much 
heavier  than  their  size  indicates.

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The  Pig  Crate. 

We  have  been  making  pig  crates  for 
the  last  few  <lays.  I  always  like  to  have 
56  to  HM)  on  hand,  .mo  at  a  busy  time  it 
is  an  easy  matter  to  crate  up  a  pig  and 
send  it. 

Almost  every  breeder  has  a  different 
way  of  making  crates,  but  I  am  going 
to  tell  you  my  way  and  would  like  to 
hear  from  others  through  the  columns 
of  this  paper. 

In  the  first  place  we  should  make 
them  as  light  as  possible.  No  man 
wishes  to  pay  express  on  a  lot  of  lum- 
ber not  actually  necessary  to  hold  the 
pig.  I  remember  not  many  vears  ago  I 
got  a  pig  from  a  breezier  a'ntf  the  crate 
was  heavier  than  the  pig.  The  pig 
weiglietl  about  70  pounds  and  the  crate 
was  made  of  inch  ^'reen  elm  lumber, and 
as  the  pis:  came  (|uitea  tlistance  1  didn't 
like  it.  I  could  have  got  lumber  cheap- 
er at  home.  Another  mistake  made  bv 
niany  is  making  crates  too  small.      The 

Rig  is  crampetl  and  frequently  hair  rub- 
ed  oir,  aiitl  it  takes  the  pig  quite  a 
spell  to  get  over  it,  if  ever.  Another 
mistake  is  in  making  crates  too  larf^e. 
A  pig  will  turn  around  in  them  and 
make  a  great  deal  more  fuss  and  worry 
than  it  crate  was  a  tit. 

.\nothing  thing  is  having  a  crate  look 
reasonably  well,  although  I  would 
rather  have  a  good  pig  in  a  poor  crate 
than  a  gtioti  crate  ami  a  poor  pig.  For 
a  i)ig  S  weeks  old  weighing  'M^  to  40 
ptiunds  we  use  a  crate  10  inches  wide, 
'M\  inches  long  ami  14  inches  high.  A 
pig  from  '1\  to  8    months  old,   crate  S2 


inches  long,  12  inches  wide  and  18 
inches  high.  Such  pigs  usuallv  weigh 
from  «H>  to  SO  pouutLs.  For  u  pig  from 
3j  to  4  months  ohi  a  crate  HO  inches 
long,  i:{  inches  wide  and  20  inches  high. 
This  will  hold  the  average  pig  about  4 
months  old,  weighing  80  to  IW)  lbs. 

A  crate  for  a  0  months  old  pig  made 
in  this  way  should  not  weigh  over  26  to 
30  pounds. 

We  use  1-2  inch   pine,  well    seasoned. 


antl  irenerally  buy  it  a  year  aheatl  so  as 
to  be  thon»uu'lily  tiry,  antl  if  we  have 
the  lumber  on  hand  bad  days  when  the 
b«-ys  can't  wt»rk  we  can  make  pig  crates. 
I  always  cut  lumber  myself  and  after 
it  is  cut  it  takes  but  a  very  shtirt  time 
to  nail  crate  up. 

For  crates  ai»ove  mentionetl  we  use 
slats  4  inches  wide  except  for  the  larire 
pigs,  when  we  use  a  wider  slat  in  the 
middle.  Three  slats  used  in  this  way 
is  plenty  for  siiles.  The  atlvance  iii 
lumber  antl  nail.s  is  iroing  to  make  a 
crate  cost  mt»re,  but  make  good  crates, 
the  cost  sh»»  \i\  be  a  secomlary  consider- 
ation. A  trou;;h  should  alwavs  be 
jirovidetl  in  frtint    of   crate    if  pig  has 


much  of  a  journey  to  make,  so  he  can 
have  feed  and  water.  A  pig  will  suffer 
much  more  for  wator  than  feed  so  it 
should  be  water-tight  or  nearly  so. 

In  shipping  a  pair  of  p'igs  manv 
breeders  make  a  dt)uble  crate  I  use<i 
to,  but  not  of  late.  They  don't  do  as 
well.  They  run  about  and  crowd,  and 
very  frequently  in  selecting  pivrs  not 
related  they  are  taken  from  different 
lots  and  they  generally  bite  and  worry 
each  other. 

We  genenilly  class  pigs  of  different 
strains  in  different  lots  or  pastures,  and 
I  have  ft»und  that  two  pigb  condned  in 
a  box  when  not  used  to  running  togeth- 
er will  harass  each  other  some.  If  in  a 
bijr  yanl  they  quickly  get  acquainted. 

The  double  crate  I'have  discardetl  for 
sevenU  years.  We  generally  ship  about 
one-half  of  our  pigs  out  when  under  3 
months  oltl  on  orders  booke<l  through 
the  winter,  autl  these  crates  we  make 
very  light.  A  small  amount  of  betltling 
should  always  be  put  iu  a  crate.  The 
pig  will  take  uiiich  more  comfort  on  his 
jtMirney.  .Ias.  Fisher,  ,Ir.

The  Fanner's  Boar  and   How  to  Manage  Him 

It  h  frequently  mhl    that   the  ImJl   is 
hHJfthe.lair>   herd.     U  iih  etjuul   truth- 
fulness it  can  he  t^aid    that    the   hoar    is 
half  the  swine  herd,  says  the  Miihiu^'an 
Farmer.     We  may  select  a  sow,  and  she 
awiy     prove   to  be    a    disappointment. 
Often  it  is  so  when  a    fanner  Hrst  begins 
to  jro  in  for    a  system    of  hneding  antl 
selection,  not  knowing?  the    heredity    of 
former  ancestors.     Von  must  have  goo<l 
stock  to  be«rin  with.   I'nless  vou  have  a 
good  .sow  there   will    always  "be  trouble. 
The  evil  rasnlts  ofan    inferior   boar   can 
be  seen  in  the  first  litter,    and    at   once 
this  class  of  animal  should  be  j:ot  rid  of. 
Much  of  the  success  of  a  boar   depends, 
in  addition   to    his   breeding,    upon    the 
feed  and  care  that    have  been   given    to 
him  while  young. 

The  great  bulk  of  dairy  farmers,    how- 
ever, are  not  so  situated  as  to  be  able  to 
nmke  a  personal  seiecti(»nfrom  the  herds 
of  good    bret*ilers.      In   manv  instances! 
this  is    perhap.s    a    good     ihiiiu'.    as    the 
number  of  pure-lired  pigs  of  great  beautv  I 
and  form  lead  farmers   astrav    from    in- 1 
teUigent  selection,  and  in  the  end    it    is' 
best  to  leave  the  clmice  to  the   integritv 
of  the  bree«ler.     I  have  a:wavs  found    ft  I 
a  good  plan  to  wait  until  about  the   end  ' 
of  the  autumn  before  juuchnsiug,  as  it  is 
not  advisable  to  have   a  boar  very  louir 
before  you  intend   to    use  him.     'Kverv 
pig  breeder  should  know  the  points  of  a 
good  pig.  or  at  all  events  have   an   ideal 
which  he  will  l)e  aiming  at.     The   marks 
of  different  breeding  are  alwavs   plainly 
visible.     Watch  for   a    narrow    back,    a 
drop  behind  the  shoulders,  a  short  girth 
around  the  heart,  walking  on    the    dew- 
cJaws,  or  needlessly    long,    ci»ar.se,    bonv 
legs,  large,  long,  coarse    head    and    ears, 
narrow  over  shoulders  and    loin,    tucked 
Up  ham  and  flank;  in    fact,   anv    indica- 
tion   of    an     unpnifilable    f«'ed'er.      The 
buver  should  know  exactly  what    t\v    re- 
quire!*, and  write  to  the  breeder  of   pure 
pigs,  stating  the  objettionable   an.l   the 
desire<i   points      Me    will    .st-t-    that    y<.u 
un<lerstand  v.. ur  business,  an<l   this  will 
i^use  him  to  lake  a  pride  in  his   reimta- 
tion    and  till  y.»ur  order  to    the    best    of 
his  ability  with  a  type  of  boar  that  for  a 
series  of  years  will  lead  to  a  stead  v    im- 
provement.     Do  not  have  an  ideafcolor. 
anti  .sacritice  everythinir    else   for   color 
Kemember  that  the  sluuuhter  man  era^s 
color  and  spots.     It  is  a  good   bacon  pig 
he  asks   for,    an*l     not   a    fancv  colored 
aniinal.       Never   c».ntine    yourself   to    a 
particular  color    when   ordering  a  boar. 
So  Jong  as  he    is  not  just    the    opposite 
color  from  that  whii-h  purity  of  tvpe  de- 
mands, you  are  all  right. 

Where  shall  we  keep  this  boar",'  i- often 
a  perpleximr  »|Uestion  to  dairv    farmers.  , 
If  pig  bree<ling  is  to  be   carried   on    at  a  ' 
profit,  this  is  at|uestion  that  has  got    to 
be  dealt  with.     As  au  iuir.ortant    indus- 
try on  a  farm,  it  should    be    established 
on   a    proper    basis.       There    are    many 
different  ways   to    manage    tlie   boar.     I 
have  tried  aD<l  seen  many  wavs.and  have 
long  since  arrived  at  theeoiu'liiHioii  that 
it  is  safest. and  entiiiis  the  least  work  and 
vexation,  to  have  a  permaneut    vard    or 
small  paddock  for  the  boar.     The  fence, 
of  course,  must  be  pig- proof.       For    pn.- 
tection  from  the  weather,  ere.-t  a  >hanty 
like  pen,  eight  feet  by  ei-ht,    and    high 
enough    to    permit    of    entranee    when 
cleaning  it.     In  order    to  guard  against 
waste  of  food,  there  should  be  a  feeding 
floor,  at  least  ten   feet    in    length,    and

wide  enough  to  permit  of  the  boar 
standing  on  it  in  front  <if  his  trough.  It 
IS  best  to  have  the  feeding  trough  and 
llo(U  at  one  corner  of  the  yard,  si>  as  to 
be  more  secure  from  lieing  r<»oted  up.  If 
natural  drainage  can  be  secured  all  the 
l»etler,  but  if  not,  means  must  be  pro- 
vided to  keep  the  yard  healthy  and 
clean.  If  one  or  tw(»  tr«'es  are  growing 
in  the  yard, to  give  shade  in  sumnier.this 
will  be  a  great  advantage.'  Tigs  likecom- 
t'ort,  ainl  unles^s  it  is  providetl  tlo  not 
thrive  well. 

By  haying  the  boar  confined  to  his 
inclosure,  a  farmer  will  never  be  dis- 
appointed in  having  some  sows  in  pig 
when  not  wanted,  as  is  often  the  case 
when  the  boar  is  permittetl  to  run  at 
large,  and,  perhaps,  travel  of  his  own 
free  will  from  farm  to  farm,  for  miles 
around.  In  a  pen  lu-  is  not  teamed  and 
fretted  by  S(»w8.  which  is  detrimental  to 
his  development. 

The  boar  should  have  full  rations  of 
fo»)d  calculated  in  itsmiture  togrow  and 
develop  him,  ytt  not  tof.ttenhim.  As 
long  as  the  sea.son  will  permit,  he  should 
never  suffer  f(»r  want  of  green  an<l  succu- 
lent food.  It  always  adds  materiallv  to 
his  growth  and  health.  Neither  should 
he  ever  know  his  want  of  a  regular 
supply  of  s:dt.aslH>s.or  charc(»al.  Kverv- 
thiUL',  in  fact,  that  will  add  to  his  com- 
fort, vigor,  growth    and    health    will   be 
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bunrh  ■  or  bony 
eDUffvmrnia.

Selection,  food  and  care  are  more 
powerful  in  developing  poMible  charac- 
teriHtics  than  most  of  us,  perhaps,  real- 
ize. Our  own  manajjement  must  go 
han«l  in  hand  with  the  improvement  of 
the  herd.  lu  conclu.sion.  above  all, 
farmers  should  not  forget  to  keep  the 
hour  thoroughly  untler  subjection,  be- 
cause, if  he  proves*  worthy  sire,  he,  too, 
like  the  sow,  will  adti  improvement  to 
the  herd,  tUttt  too  often  fuilsiu  immature 
breeding. 

Recollect;  also,  that  the  service  of  the 
boar  must  l>e  restricted.  It  is  often  the 
excessive  service  of  the  boar  that  shows 
its  detrimental  eflects  in  the  offspring, 
no  matter  how  well  he  is  bred  or  care<l 
for. 

Some  Swine  That's. 

That  this  has  been  an  off  year  for  the 
hog  in  Canada,  while  at  the  same  iinie 
nogs  are  higher  in  the  United  States 
than  they  have  been  for  many  years. 

That  the  absence  of  the  principle  ol 
ro  operation  in  the  swine  indnstrv  of  the 
Dominion  is  the  chief  rea.son  why  the 
hog  market  is  in  such  a  demoralized  con- 
tlition  this  year. 

That  markets  are  of  more  importance 
than  products. 

1  hat  the  by-products  of  a  dairy  cow, 
fed  to  well-bred  pigs  should  net  ^7  to  |io 
a  year. 

That  there  is  practically  no  provision 
for  the  complete  utilization  of  our  dairy 
pr»>ducts. 

That  in  order  to  make  hog  raising  a 
success  large  central  cooperative  pork 
packing  houses  are  absolutely  indispeu- 
sable. 

That  the  Fetleral  government  shonld 
aid  the  fanners  in  starting  and  operating 
central  packing  houses  as  now  tlone  in 
Denmark. 

That  the  farmers  of  .America  are  under 
great  obligations  to  the  hog. 

That  what  the  hog  has  done  for  the 
owner  in  the  past  he  will  do  so  again  if 
he  only  receives  fair  play. 

That  heavy  aged  hogs  are  not  wanleil 
in  Britain. 

That  a  weight  of  2f)0  llis.  is  about  the 
heaviest  weight  required  to  produce  ba- 
con for  the  British  markets. 

That  the  interests  of  the  modern  mar- 
ket and  the  prcxluce  are  identical. 

Thai  when  a  hog  attains  the  weight  of 
200  lbs.  he  should  be  killed,  for  the  next 
loo  lbs.  put  on  that  hog  will  cost  almost 
as  much  as  tiie  first  200.

"The  nose  of  the  hog  is  an  imlex  of 
the  hog's  nsitnre  ami  comlition.  its 
sjuipe  and  texture  show  that  it  is  de- 
signed for  rooting  and  ft»r  overturning 
things,  and  this  is  "the  nature  of  the 
brute"  to  perfection.  The  eoiitlition  of 
the  nniinal  is  in  many  ways  shown  in 
the  inise.  In  the  healthy  liog  the  noi<e 
is  moist,  cool, ami  pink  in  color.  To  the 
toneb  it  is  elastic.  In  di.sease  it  changes 
in  appearanee,  becimiinu  pallid  or 
purplisli.  dry.  hog  and  rigid,  «»r  else 
flabby.  Many  an  experienced  breeder 
can  tell  at  at  <jianee  the  general  condition 
of  a  hog  lit»ni  the  condition  of  its  nose. 
When  swine  grow  listless,  and  do  less 
nu/zli4ig  than  usual,  and  seem  to  be 
dozing  or  sleeping  more  than  usual, 
inspect  their  noses,  and  yon  iire  likely 
tt>  find  in  them  the  indications  of  lever 
and  other  troubles. 


The  yield  from  an  acre  of  squashes   is 
very  large  whon  a  good  crop  can    t)e   ob- 
tained.    Theo«iore     Louis,     the    veteran 
hog-raiser  of  Wisconsin,   has    grown    in 
many  instancf  8  not  less  than    forty    loads 
per  acre.     The  variety  which    he   prefers 
is  the  Boston    I'avorite;     but    any    good 
yielding  kind  will  answert    the    rinti    of 
whick  is  not    hard.     Squashes    may    be 
kept  a  long    time    where    there 
necessity  for  keeping    them,    as, 
stance,  in  seasons   wlien    the    yield   may 
have  lieen  such    as    to    give    a   surplus. 
They  may  be  kept  on  into  the  winter  by 
storing  them  in  any  frost-proof  and   well- 
ventilaied  cellar,  but  generally  there  will 
not  be  cellar  room  available  for  so    bulky 
a  food.     As  soon  as  the   seasr)n    of   frost 
arrives  the    sijuashes    may    be    kept    by 
piling  them  up  in  a  sheltered    place  and 
covering  them  tleeply  with   straw,   or,    if 
thought  best,  they  may    fi'st   be   covered 
with  straw  and  then  with  coarse  manure. 
Pumpkins  may,  of  course,    be    grown   in 
the  same  way  as  squashes,  but  the  pump- 
kin is  a  hardier  vine,  and  in  consetpience 
can  take  care  of  itself  where    the  squash 
wouM  fail.     Because  of  this  it  has  become 
an  establishetl  practice  togrow  pumpkins 
along  with  another  crop,  and  more  com- 
monly with  a  crop  of  cora.

Pasture  is  the  key  by  which  the  doo*" 
to  success  has  been  opened  t  (thousands 
of  swine-iaisers,  writes  John  Scott,  of 
Story  county.  Iowa;  yet  even  in  this  day 
of  grace  and  progress  there  are  tens  of 
thousands,  especially  on  prairie  farms 
who  do  not  realize  the  economy  of 
pastures  for  hogs,  nor  do  they    know   the 

importance  of    having  hog    pastures    of 
sutficienl    extent   and    variety     for   their 
herds.     Perhaps    a    principal    cause    for 
this  condition  is  found  in  the  former  cost 
of  fencing    for    swine.     This    has    been 
largely  overcome  within  a  few    years    by 
improvements  in  the  forms  and  reducing 
the  cost  of  suitable  fences,  and  can  hartl- 
ly  be  Saiil  now  to  be  an    obstacle    to    the 
inttrlligent  l)ree<ler  of   hogs.      Pastures  of 
blue  grass  and  clover  neetl    not    be    dis 
cusse<l,  except  to  urge    that    they    be    of 
sufficient    extent.     A    mere    "hog    lot." 
eaien  down  and  trampled  out    by    being 
overslocketl,  is  not  even  an   excuse    for  a 
piisture.     A    sufhcieni     range    of    blue- 
grass  or  clover,  in  the    proper   season,   is 
of  great  value.     One    of     my      standard 
pastures  is  rye.     In  a  «ea.son    when    corn 
was  scarce  an- 1    high    in    price,    my    rye 
pasture  was    well     worm    {^50    per    acre. 
While  this  was  an  exceptional  protit,  as  a 
siandanl  pasture  it  never  fails  lo  pay.     It 
is  an  advantage,  thai  llie  herd  will  tlo  the 
harvesting;  also,  thai  there  is  small    ex- 
pense for  seed    and    culture.     Oats    is    a 
uiakeshift,    and     may    be     had    on  short 
notice.      l-"or  many  years  I    have    profit- 
ably pasluretl  hogs  on  ihe  Red  Brazilian 
and     I'rench     While     artichoke.     Tliey 
luriiish  more  food   to  the  acre,  are  more 
contlucive  lo  IuhUIi,  require    less  lat>ori 
are  m  season  at  the  perud     when  other 
pastures  I'ail.      are     belter     calculaled  lo 
put  the    br«)od     sow     in     coiulition     for 
bringing  and    rearing  a  numerous     and 
hcallhy  progeny,   aiui     in     many     ways 
have  given  me  the  best  proht     of     any 
hog  pasture  with  which  1  have  had  ex- 
perience.

Much  has  heen  said  ami  written  about 
the  comparative  merits  of  younjj;  and 
old  sows  for  l»ree<|inii  purposes.  1  tried 
to  breed  up  my  herd  iu  this  manner:  If 
I  had  forty  brood   sows  and  desirtnl    to 

retain  the  same  number  for  the  next 
year's  breedin;r.  I  would  carefully  watch 
eai-h  sow  with  her  litter,  as  a  mother, 
nur.se  and  suckler,  ami  just  before  the 
pi^s  Were  weaned  1  would  di.scard  the  2t> 
80WS  which  had  raised  mi-  the  L'O  poor- 
est litters.  .No  matter  how  line  a  show 
animal  a  sow  mijzht  be,  if  she  rai.sed  a 
pocr  lit ter  she  had  to  go.  unless  I  spe- 
ciaily  desired  her  for  the  show  ring,  mu\ 
then  she  is  pretty  sure  to  j^et  me  into 
trouble,  as  I  must  explain  why  her  pigs 
are  nut  with  her, or, if  ou  exhibition, wliy 
they  nn  no  better.  Am  m  matter  cif 
polii-y  as  well  as  finance,  it  were  better 
lo  dispose  of  her,  paying  no  attention 
to  age. 

The  sow  that  raises  the  best  litter  of 
pigs,  I  retain,  no  matter  if  she  is  live  or 
tt'U  vi'ars  old;  so  long  as  she  raises  mv 
Itest  brood  sows  and  1  will  not  di.scard 
her  for  a  gn-en.  untried  one.  Now  to 
rcplact' the  JO  sows  1  have  discarded 
and  turn<'d  into  pork,  1  would  take  2t> 
sow  pigs  from  the  best  sow.  being  eare- 
ful  to  selict  them  from  litters  of  six  to 
ten  and  all  of  the  pigs  in  the  litter  good  ■ 
ones.  If  a  sow  had  eight  or  ten  pigs  and 
only  one  or  two  of  the  litter  good.  1 
would  not  select  breeders  from  such  a 
littei.althouirh  that  one  or  tw«»  udght  be 
aiiioiiir  the  verv  best  specimens  in  the 
whole  herd,     urange.ludd  Farmer.

A  writer  in  the  "Indiana  Farmer"  pro- 
tests against  breed  imx  sows  two  young, 
lie  says  many  breeil  at  »ix  t»»  eight 
months  old  when  the  sow  weighs  L'iKi  to 
*J.">t) pounds,  while  they  should  wait  until 
she  was  14  months  old  and  weighs  UMI 
pounds.  If  we  had  a  sow  that  weighed 
L'.'KI  pounds  at  si.\  iiioiiths  old  "»0o poiin<ls 
at  14  months,  uc  never  woiilil  breed 
her  at  all.  We  »houl«l  think  she  had 
not  been  fe<1  as  a  litc«'<ling  sow  ^houll| 
have  bei'ii  and  shouUl  <onsiiler  herspoil- 
e«l  for  that  purp»»se.  If  she  weiglu-d 
*J(M»  I  ounds  at  eiiilit  months  oM  we 
should  think  her  too  fat  to  be  in  best 
condition  bir  breeding  unhss  she  was 
v«'rv  large  srametl,  but  might  risk  it. 

If  she  were  bred  at  eight  inonthis  old, 
and  again  when  she  was  14  months  ohl, 
we  should  expect  a  belter  litter  fnuii  her 
at  sci'ond  breeding  than  we  shouUI  from 
a  lirst  breeding  at  the  same  ixisv,  ami 
should  e.xpect  her  to  be  a  more  proliiic 
breeder  than  she  would  he  if  not  bred 
for  six  months  longer.

The  Chanceful  Breeder. 

There  are  alwayw  i*ome  breeders  who 
are  fearful  apparently  that  we  are  (?oinK 
too  far  away  from  the  scrub,  so  that  in 
fonse»)ueiice  of  this  departure  their  ho>;s 
are  laeking  in  vitality.  Thev  give  one 
a  tiretl  feelinp  beeause  of  their  iueessant 
talk  about  Poland-Chinas  beiuj;  inibred 
and  not  havinj:  the  constitution  «*r  vi^ror 
of  a  few  years  ago.  To  their  mi  ml  the 
vitality  of  the  razor  back  is  the  one 
thing  neetlful.  Thev  do  not  seem  to 
take  iuto  consideration  that  the  breeil 
has  improved  from  re«|uiring  18  months 
to  mature  or  reach  the  pork  market  so 
that  it  takes  onlv  <»  to  8  mouths,  mak- 
iiijj  a  gain  iu  astumulation  of  25  per  cent 
from  corn  and  other  fee<l  given  to  them 
which  does  not  show  a  les.sening  of 
vitality  or  of  vital  forces.  Tlie  improve- 
iiifiit  has  come  from  line  breeding, 
which  is  to  a  limite*!  extent  inbreetling. 

You  will  timl  that  these  breetlers  who 
aie  aiwayrs  crying  "inbred"'  are  always 
chaiioiiig  breeds,  never  accomplishing; 
anything  themselves.  They  will  be  this 
year  Poland-China, next  year  a  cross  Ik»- 
Iwecii  ibis  and  sotne  older  bned,  the 
next  perhaps  l>nror  .lerseys  and  then 
Purkshires,  uiving  everythiin;  a  trial. 
Tlicy  are  unsucce.s^^ful  with  all  because 
lliey  do  not  understand  the  correct  jtriu- 
liples  of  breediuif  aiul  feeding  It  taken 
brains  to  be  succt-ssful.  and  they  should 
be  mixeil  with  your  business.  We  be 
lieve  that  ail  of  the  prominent  breeds

Bree«Ier8  of  tine  ho^s  have  not  l)een 
able  to  till  their  onlers.  the  <h  inainl  fur 
brood  sows  hasnever  been  greater, 1  have 
had  to  return  «|nit('  a  numlMi  of  orders 
untille<l.  We  think  that  the  supply  of 
hogs,  take  the  c«>untry  at  large,  is  short, 
and  our  opinion  is  that  hogs  will  hrinj;; 
paying  pru;es  for  i^me  time  to  come. 
We  think  the  present  is  a  gooil  time  for 
breeders  of  pedigree*!  hoirs  to  take  good 
care  of  the  little  porker's  that  are  coni- 
ing  into  the  world  during'  the  month  of 
April  and  Mav,  especially  wouhl  1  urge 
.  all  Chester  Wfiite  bree«lers  to  try  and  lie 
abb  to  supply  the  demand  for  Chestcrs 
which  is  growing  every  year. 

While  there  has  been  a  great  many 
losses  of  early  spring  pigs  reported  by 
farmers,  vet  we  are  inclineil  to  believe 
from  what  we  cam  learn  from  Chester 
White  breeders  that  niost  brcislfrs  are 
havint^  reasonable  good  suci-cHs  with  the 
early  litters,  by  the  time  the  May  issue 
comes  out  we  will  probal)ly  have  more 
light  on  this  matter. 

If  you  have  a  nice  grass  lot  put  a  ring 
in  the  old  .sows  nose  and  turn  her  and 
that  nice  litter  of  pigs  in  and  see  them 
grow,  with  grass  and  plenty  of  good 
rich  feed  they  will  grow  almost  as  fust  as 
bad  wet-«ls.  It  will  make  them  ilevelop 
boneand  muscle.  The  proof  of  the  pud- 
ding is  the  eating,  try  it  and  see  for 
yourself. 

At  farrowing  time  be  sure  to  put  water 
where  the  sow  can  iret  all  she  may  want 
the  first  twentv-four   hours,    after  that 

f;radually  give  her  a  little  thin  sh^p  and 
innt  fee<l  for  ten  days  or  two  weeks. 
After  pigs  are  one  week  old  gradually 
increase  feet  I. 

New  bree«lers  are  to  apt  to  think  th  at 
all  they  ne«Hl  is  for  some  old  and  »«ur- 
ceesful  breeder  \o  tell  them  just  how  to 
raise  prize  winners  and  they  can  pro- 
duce them  almost  every  time. experience 
does  not  prove  this  to  be  the  facts  in 
case.

Select  the  l)est  fandli(>s  from  good  re- 
liable breeders,  use    cure,    uud    exercise 


your  thinking  cap  a  little  more  and  nine 
times  out  of  ten  yuu  will  raise  some  ex- 
cellent hogs,  even  if  von  do  not  succeed 
in  raising  prize  winners  every  time. 

1  know  of  some  breeders  who  are  will- 
ing to  save  5M».(KJ  on  a  boar  to  head  their 
herd  and  bv  so  doing  probably  loose 
several  hunJretl,  the  jutlicions  use  of 
money  when  it  comes  to  buying  the 
boar  or  the  bull  should  not  l)e  overb>ok- 
ed.  l>o  not  sum  wild  and  buy  $.'>.0(M> 
boars  and  bulls  and  yet  on  the  <»ther 
hand  buy  good  stock  and  be  willingto 
pay  a  fair  price  for  such  stock.

raw.  But  their  greatest  value  is  as 
food  for  hogs,  for  vitili/.ed  thus  one  is 
savedlthe  labor  of  harvesting  and  even 
that  of  feei ling  is  avoidetl.  The  hogs 
will  root  up  a»:d  lay  bare  more  than 
they  will  eat,  so  one  can  turn  in  the 
c«dts,  calves  auil  sheep,  which  will 
all  greeililv  eat  what  It  om  the  sur- 
face. 

.\rtichokes  are  the  cheapest  hog  food 
that  can  be  raised,  and  were  brood  sows 
can  have  free  access  to  them  they  and 
their  pigs  always  do  well.  Hog  raising 
is  an  uidiill  business,  unless  the  farmer 
provides  clover,  blueirra.ss  and  arti- 
chokes for  feetling,    and    in    this  way 

build  up  strong  healthy  franu's  at  a 
nondnal  cost.  As  with  the  parsnip 
freezing  an«l  thawing  uuiny  times  only 
im[>n)ves  the  artit'h«>kes.  so  it  is  not 
nece.ssary  to  diu'  them  for  spring  ft'tnl- 
ing.  Two  w»»eks  alter  tin-  blossoms 
fall  hogs  mav  be  turned  into  the 
tield. 

On  gooil  land  they  will  vieM  from  4(Nt 
to  1,(HK)  bushels  per  aiTe.  Mid,  worn- 
out  land  will  benuule  rich  by  allowing 
artichokes  to  gr«»w  on  it.  They  are 
as  easily  destroye«l  as  any  other  weed. 
I'low  under  when  they  have  attained 
the  height  of  eight  or  ten  inches,  and 
all  will  tie  dead.  Plant  anytime  from 
Octolwr  till  .\pril,  in  rows  '  three  feet 
apart  and  IS  toL'tMnches  apart  in  ilrill 
two  or  three  inches  deep.  Cultivate  as 
ifi'orn.  Cut  the  tul>ers  as  are  Irish 
potatoes. — Kund  World.

Now  in  the  lirst  place  we  never  weau 
pit's  .ike  most  people  .lo.  Si»  we  supi>ose 
this  will  treat  of  them  from  farrowing 
until  full  grown  or  dead.  Hut  we  will 
try  an.i  slop   beh»re    we  have    killed    the 

pig. 

To  begin   with  we  don't  want   our  sows 
as  fat  as  most    breeders  keep   sows    that 
they  want  to   raise  first-class    pigs    from. 
After  twenty-two  years  of   breeding    and 
raising  pigs  we  must  say  plainlv  that  tiie 
way  most  hog  men  talk  alxml  their    sows 
not  being  too   fat  at     larrowiiig    time    is 
onlv  a  fad.       U   is   because    A..    H.   cS:  C 
keep  their  sows  so  that  we  all    do  it.        I 
nnist  sav  that  a  great  many  of  the  largest 
and  strongest  litters  1  h^ive  seen   at    birth 
were  from  sows  that   were    ihin    lu    tlesli  i 
and  that  had  a   chance    lo    look    out  for  I 
themselves  in  the  way  «»!  exercise,    got   a  i 
pinch    of  gra.ss.  a  taste    of    corn,    fo(hler,  j 
clover,  hav,  etc.,  before    farrowing    time,  j 
Hut  we  dreeders  all  make    this    mistake.

ime  I  have  become  impressed    with    the 
fact  that  all  of  us  can  improve  our  melhu<l 
of  caring  for    the  sow    .ind    litter.     If   I 
hint  of  .some  of  tliin>;s  that  you    are   do 
iiiK  which  should  not  be  done,    or   thing.s 
that  you  should  «lo  w.iicli  you  are  not  <lo-  ; 
iiiK.  and  succeed  in  getting  you    to   feed  j 
and  care  for  the  sow  and  pigs  the  IkjsI  we  ' 
know,  then  this  paper  will  not  have  been  ' 
in  vain- 

First:  I  will  hpeak  of  how  the  sow 
should  lie  CH rod  for  from  the  lime  of 
.service  until  pi^s  are  farrowed  .\t  the 
time  the  sow  is  bred,  she  should  be  in  a 
thriving  condition,  not  fat'neither  .shouhl 
she  h«'  |Mjor.  just  in  good  condition,  and 
when  known  to  he  safe  in  pig  she  s..ouhl 
he  kept  in  as  near  the  same  order  up  to 
fai  rowing  time  as  she  was  the  day  served. 
-And  I  would  not  feed  her  too  much  corn, 
lo  keep  lip  that  order,  in  fact  very  little, 
as  toomnch  corn  causes  too  much  heat 
and  will  make  the  .sow  very  feverish  at 
f  rrt»wing  time,  ami  more  ihan  likely 
your  corn  fed  s<iw  will  have  milk  fever 
wnen  pigs  ar  about  twenty-four  hours 
old,  and  then  starve  the  p  gs  t'»  <1ealh. 
The  best  fee<l  I  have  tried  for  sows  in 
pig  during  the  winter  tnoniliH  is  oats  and 
ship  siuflf,  euualin  bulk,  mixetl  and  fetl  i 
dry  in  troughs,  and   when    the    ground  is 

rozen  I  wouhl  adtl  a  .small  hainlful  of  oil 


meal  for  each  sow,  mixed  in  with  the 
oats  and  ship  stufif  and  fed^in  thej  morn- 
ing with  a  little  corn  at  night.  A  few 
days  befor*'  time  for  sow  to  farrow  she 
shouM  bt  put  by  herstlf  where  she  will 
have  a  good  warm  hou^e  to  farrow  in, 
ami  should  be  fed  sparingly  on  ship 
stuff  made  in  a  thick  mash,  and  no  corn 
at  all. 

When  she  (arrows  she  should  not  be 
fed  anything  for  twenty-four  hours  after, 
but  slnmld  have  water,  then  she  can  be 
fed,  say  not  over  a  quart  of  this  ship 
stuflT  made  in  a  thick  mash  and  fed  norn- 
ing  ami  evening  Gradually  increase  the 
feed  until  you  get  up  to  a  galloi  or  more 
by  the  time  the  pigs  are  two  we  :ks  old. 
A  sow  suckling  pigs  should  never  be  fetl 
all  she  can  eat.  When  the  pigs  are  four 
or  five  days  old  they  should  be  taught  to 
f<illow  the  sow  out  so  they  will  get  exer- 
cise ami  not  become  too  fat.  When  the 
pigs  are  about  two  weeks  old  you  can 
safely  give  the  sow  an  ear  or  two  of  corn 
each  day  in  connection  with  the  ship 
sturt'and  increa.se  the  c^rii  as  her  needs 
require.  When  the  pigs  are  four  or  f^ve 
weeks  old  they  should  have  a  trough  in  a 
pe"  where  they  can  go  in  from  the  sovs 
a-  d  be  fed  ground  oais  aiul  corn;  Oats 
ami  coin  .should  be  n  ixed  in  about  equal 
parts  and  ground  together  very  fine.  I 
ahould  lvi.u\  this  until  pigs  gel  old  enough 
lo  crack  corn  auil  chew  it  fine  emtugh  to 
be  easily  digested.  When  the  weaii.er 
gets  \armer  yoti  can  mix  the  grouml  oats 
ami  corn  with  the  ship  stuff  in  a  thick 
slop  and  give  them  .some  in  the  pen  by 
themselves. 

Now  we  have  pigs  along    where    it    is 
time  lo   develop  bone    an<l     franiet    and 


many  a  fine  pi|r  has  been  mined  when  he 
is  about  four  months  old  by  his  owners 
wanting  him  to  look  better  than  any 
other  breeder's  pig.  Pigs  should  l)e  fed 
very  carefully  until  six  months  old  and 
never  l>e  crowded.  They  should  be  fed 
for  growth  and  not  for  fat.  Pigs  that 
are  made  fat  while  youug  never  «levclop 
into  fine  hog*-,  in  fact  pigs  never  should 
l>e  fed  all  they  can  eat  before  they  are 
six  months  old,  and  I  have  my  doubts  if 
at  any  lime  in  iheir  life,  that  is  those  in- 
tended for  breerlers. 

Now,  in  conclusion,  I  will  say,  that 
sow  and  pigs  shoultl  liave  the  run  of  a 
grass  lot,  and  when  the  pigs  are  about 
three  months  old  they  should  have  the 
run  of  a  larger  pasture,  for  exercise  i« 
very  essential  to  thedevelopme-  t  of  bone 
and  musle  and  will  help  them  lo  digest 
what  they  eat  an<l  give  them  good  appe- 
tites  to  begin  with.  The  pigs  should  be 
kept  clean  from  lice  as  Aell  as  from  mud 
and  other  filth.  The  cleaner  we  keep 
our  pigs,  anl  the  cleaner  we  keep  their 
leediiig  and  sleeping  places  the  better 
they  will  do.  Some  may  say:  '*Why  not 
add  a  little  niiU  to  the  ship  stuff  for  the 
pigs?''       1  r.ever  feed  what  I  haven't  got. 

.Ashes  and  salt  should  at  all  times  be 
accessible,  and  once  or  twice  a  week 
charcoal  should  be  lil)erally  supplied.  It 
absorbs  an«l  neutrahzes  the  acids  of  the 
stomach,  ami  carries  off  offensive  collec- 
tions in  the  stomach  and  bowels.  Its 
value  is  not  sufficiently  appreciate*!  by 
l)reeders  ;  it  is  better  than  the  patent 
r.oslrums,  or  the  mixture  of  antimony, 
sulphur  antl  coppKrras  with  the  salt  and 
ashes.     Don't  neglect  the  charcoal.

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■"        Caring  for  the  Sow  and  Her  PIgi. 

The  following  paper  was  reatl  by  Mi. 
Ed.  Kleever  at  the  receul  meeting  of  the 
Illinois  Swine  Breeders'  Association  : 

Thirty  years  as  a  breetler  of  Polaiul 
Chilli^  swine  has  afforded  good  opportun- 
ities for  the  study  of  some  pha»«  s,  at 
least,  of  swine  breeding.  Durinji;  this 
ime  I  have  become  impressed  with  the 
fact  that  all  of  us  can  improve  our  method 
of  caring  for  the  sow  ..nd  Utter.  If  I 
hint  of  some  of  things  that  you  are  do 
iiiK  which  should  not  be  done,  or  things 
that  you  s^'ould  do  w.iich  you  are  not  do- 
ing,  and  succeed  in  getting  you  to  feed 
and  care  for  the  sow  and  pigs  the  l)e.>i  we 
know,  then  this  paper  will  not  have  been 
in  vain. 

First:  I  will  bpeak  of  how  the  SOW 
should  lie  careil  for  from  the  time  of 
service  until  pigs  are  farrowed  \i  ihe 
lime  the  sow  is  bred,  she  should  be  in  a 
ihriving  ctjiiditioii,  not  fat'neither  should 
she  be  jMjor,  just  in  good  condition,  and 
when  known  to  be  safe  in  pig  she  s..ould 
be  kepi  in  &<  near  the  same  order  up  to 
farrovring  lime  as  she  was  iheday  scrvetl. 
.An<l  I  w«>uld  not  feed  her  loo  much  corn. 
So  keep  np  that  onler.  in  fact  very  Utile, 
as  toouineh  corn  causes  loo  much  heal 
and  will  make  the  sow  very  feverish  at 
f  rrowing  lime,  ami  more  ihaii  likely 
your  corn  fed  sow  will  have  milk  fever 
wiieu  pigs  ar  about  twentv-four  hours 
old.  and  ihen  starve  the  ]>  >^s  f^  death. 
The  best  feed  I  have  tried  for  sows  in 
pig  during  the  winter  nionibs  is  oais  ami 
ship  stuff,  euual  in  bulk,  mixetl  an<l  fed 
rlry  iu  troughs,  and  when  ihe  ground  is 
rozen  1  would  add  a  .^niall  handful  of  oil 


meal  for  each  sow,  mixed  in  with  the 
oats  and  ship  stu£f  and  fedjn  thet  morn- 
ing with  a  liitle  com  ai  night.  A  few 
days  before  time  for  sow  to  farrow  she 
,  should  bt  pui  by  hersclf  where  she  will 
i  have  a  >;ood  warm  houe  to  farrow  in, 
and  should  be  fed  sparingly  on  ship 
stuff  made  in  a  thick  mash,  and  no  corn 
at  hII. 

When  she  farrows  sbe  should  not  be 
fed  anything  for  twenty-four  hours  after, 
but  should  have  water,  then  she  can  be 
fed,  say  noi  over  a  quart  of  this  ship 
stufT  made  in  a  thick  mash  and  fed  norn- 
j  ing  and  evening  Gradually  increase  the 
j  feed  uiiiil  you  gel  up  to  a  galloi  or  more 
\  by  the  time  the  pigs  are  two  we  .-ks  old. 
A  sow  suckling  pigs  should  never  be  fed 
j  all  she  can  eat.  When  the  pigs  are  four 
'  <»r  live  days  oUl  they  should  be  taught  to 
follfiw  the  sow  out  so  they  will  gel  exer- 
cise and  not  become  t(x>  fat.  When  the 
pigs  are  ab oul  two  weeks  old  you  can 
safely  give  ihe  sow  an  ear  or  two  of  corn 
eacti  day  in  connection  with  the  ship 
HlutV  and  increase  the  c^rn  as  her  needs 
recpiire.  When  the  pigs  are  four  or  five 
weeks  old  they  should  have  a  trough  in  a 
j>e»'  where  they  can  go  in  from  the  sow 
a-  d  l>e  fed  ground  oais  and  corn;  Oats 
and  corn  should  be  iiixed  in  at)out  equal 
parts  and  )4round  together  very  fine.  I 
ahould  feed  ihis  until  pigs  get  (jld enough 
to  crack  corn  ami  chew  il  fine  enough  to 
be  easily  ligested.  When  the  weaii.er 
gels  sarnier  yon  can  mix  the  ground  oats 
ami  corn  with  the  ship  slufT  in  a  thick 
slop  aiicl  give  them  some  in  the  pen  by 
themselves. 

Now    we  have  pigs  along    where    il    is 
time  to  tlnvelop  bone    and    frame*    and 


many  a  fine  pig  has  been  ruined  when  he 
is  abiout  four  months  oUl  by  his  owners 
wanting  him  to  I(X)k  better  than  any 
other  breeder's  pig.  Pigs  should  be  fed 
very  carefully  until  six  months  ohl  and- 
never  f)e  crowded.  They  should  be  fed 
for  growth  and  not  for  fat.  Pigs  that 
are  made  fat  while  young  uever  develop 
into  fine  hog*",  in  fact  pigs  never  should 
be  fed  all  they  can  eat  before  they  are 
six  months  old,  and  I  have  my  doubts  if 
at  any  lime  in  their  life,  that  is  those  in> 
tended  for  breeders. 

Now,  in  conclusion,  I  will  say,  that 
HOW  and  pigs  should  liave  the  run  of  a 
grass  lot,  and  when  the  pigs  are  about 
three  months  old  they  should  have  the 
run  of  a  larger  pasture,  for  exercise  i« 
very  essential  to  thedevelopme*  I  of  bone 
and  niusle  and  will  help  them  to  digest 
what  they  eat  and  give  theiM  good  appe- 
tites lo  begin  with.  The  pigs  should  l>e 
kept  clean  from  lice  as  acII  as  from  mud 
and  other  filth.  The  cleaner  we  keep 
our  pigs,  an.l  the  cleaner  we  keep  their 
feeding  antl  sleeping  places  the  better 
they  will  do.  Some  may  ^■ay:  '*\Vhy  not 
add  a  little  mil*:  lo  the  ship  stuff  for  the 
pigs?"'       I  never  feed  what  I  haven't  got.

Ashes  and  salt  should  at  all  times  be 
accessible,  and  once  or  twice  a  week 
charcoal  should  be  lilierally  supplied  II 
absorbs  antl  neutrahzes  the  acids  of  the 
stomach,  and  carries  off  offensive  collec- 
tions in  the  stomach  aiul  bowels.  Its 
value  is  not  sufficiently  appreciate*!  by 
breeders  ;  il  is  l)etter  than  the  patent 
f.oKlrunis.  or  the  mixture  f»f  aiiiimony. 
sulphur  ami  copperas  with  the  salt  an»l 
ashes.     Don't  neglect  the  charcoal.

riie  foregoing  are  questions  asked  of 
"Wallace's  Farmer,"  whicti  replies  as 
f«)llows: 

The  rape  might  be  sown  as  soon  as  the 
ground  is  tit  to  work,  at  the  rate  of  three 
pouinis  per  acre  and  harrowed  in, provid- 
ed the  rye  is  drilled.  However,  if  our 
«orrespoiident  has  fdeiity  of  h<»g  piisture 
we  believe  we  w<»uld  let  the  rye  stand 
and  take  a  crop,  and  immediately  after 
harvest  would  plow,  disk  it  thoroughly, 
and  sow  the  rape  at  the  rate  of  three 
pounds  of  see«l  to  the  acre.  C>r  he 
ini;:ht  take  it  into  the  hog  pasture,  let 
the  hogs  eat  it  down,  then  plow,  and 
.sow  about  the  tirst  of  .Inly.  Which  of 
these  methods  he  should  choose  will  de- 
pend on  circumstances  t»f  which  we  are 
Hot  advised.  If  In-  has  plenty  <»f  hog 
pasture  without  it  he  may  as  well  lake 
that  erofi  of  r«e.  If  lie  has  not  he 
can  inclose  it  with  his  hog  pasture  and 
pasture  the  i  ye  in  addition.  What  the 
liog«  do  not  eat  before  they  will  finish 
up  ax  soon  as  it  is  in  the  doujili  stage. 
Tlie  only  <d)jt'ction  to  delaying  the  sow- 
•'f  ing  of  tiie  rape  until  after  the  rye  is  re- 
:*ll  moved  in  some  way,  would  be  the  un- 
i-ertalnty  of  having  suHicient  I'oiHture 
to  secure  a  stand.  After  the  rape  is 
i  sown  it  can  l)e  turned  on  in  fmir  or  five 
w«'«'ks,  say  when  it  is  eight  or  ten  in<*hes 
hiudi,  or  earlier  if  circumstuuc«is  demand 
it. 


ttofs  With  Worms  and  Lice. 

Tlie  best  worm  medicine  I  have  been 
able  lo  find  is  santonin  and  calomel, equal 
par.s.  Give  a  leaspoonful  to  five  hogs. 
The  proper  way  tt)  teed  it  is  lo  mix  it 
well  wilh  cooke<1  or  well  .soaked  feed 
and  give  it  to  the  hf^gs  after  they  have 
had  nothing  lo  eat  for  at  least  eighteen 
hours,  so  thai  Ihey  will  he  hungry.  If 
ihe  hogs  ■  re  not  used  to  catMig  s'oppy 
fooil,  get  them  used  to  it  by  giving  ihem 
•six  or  eight  feeds  of  i I  previous  lo  feed- 
ing the  medicine  After  giving  the 
medicine  <lo  not  feed  anything  else  until 
afler  six  hours.  If  these  directions  are 
f«..|lowed  it  wil  get  the  worms.  I  never 
ha<l  any  suci'e.ss  wilh  turpentine  for 
worms,  bill  I  think  it  is  a  good  remedy 
fi>r  a  cough.  I  think  kerosene  is  better. 
I  feed  it  ai  the  rate  of  about  a  pint  to 
eighty  hogs,  every  three  or  four  days. 
I'or  lice  I  use  a  small  sprayiiiy-can  filled 
wilh  kero.sene,  hihI  afler  the  hogs  gel  to 
eating,  sprinkle  them;  Ibey  soon  rub  it 
all  over  one  anotlier.  Two  soakings  like 
this  will  free  them   from    bee.

Que  hundre<l  and   fifty    Iio^'h   avera^iu^ 

over  H(K)  pounds,  ln'injr  fe« I    a  few    vt-ars 

ago,    were  making  a  gain  of  tw(»  poundn 

a  day  each  on    14    pounds   «»f  ear  corn, 

watered  before  fee«iinj^.     Winbing  to  test 

the  matter,  I  permitte«l  thom  to   return 

to  the  yard  after  feiMling,   givinir  tbeni 

what  water  they  wishetl,   then   allowing 

them  to  go  to  the  hog    bonne.      At   the 

end    of     the    month    tbey    were   again 

weigbetl  showing  a  gain  of  only  one 
pound  and  a  «|Uairter  viu'\\  day.  The 
weather  and  olber  cirfunistani-fH  wer«' 
equally  as  favorable  for  ft't-ding  tlu- 
seeond  month  as  tin*  lirsl.and  nocliangi- 
had  been  made  in  tlie  amonnit  or  qual- 
ity of  feed.  The  following  niuntli.  with 
a  return  to  the  system  dI  watering  be 
fore  feeding,  showing  againof  a  fraetioii 
over  two  pounds  tlaily. 

Not  s:itisUed  with  one  i^nt  1  have 
made  numerous  others  with  invariably 
the  same  result,  and  to  my  mind  this  i^ 
DO  longer  a  mooted  question  but  an  es- 
tablished faet.  A«-eess  to  walei  while 
feeding,  although  by  test  made  <lid  n»>t 
show  so  mueh  loss,  still  tlie  ;r:iin  was 
less  than  when  watering  ex»lusively  be- 
fore fee<ling. 

A  bushel  of  forn  for  each  live  hogs, 
<laily,  is  the  average  amount  fed,  or  II 
pounds  of  ear  corn  eaeli  when  tniee 
brought  to  full  fei'd  Care  must  b*- taken 
not  to  overfeed  ;just  enough  and  no  m«»re 
If  they  do  not  appear  satisfied  i'vvl  a  lit- 
tle more  next  time  and  if  it  is  left  reduce 
the  allowance.  Oni'ea  week.  <iats  are 
substituted  for  corn,  and,  when  plenty, 
a  few  busketfuls  of  raw  potatoes  are  t>c- 
casionallv  s<*attered  ov«t  the  lloor  an<l 
eaten  with  avi«lity.  Salt  and  sift«'d 
wood  ashes  are  kept  in  a  trough  ac- 
cessible at  all  limes.  The  average 
wttghtat  time  of  conlining  sav,  Novem 
ber  1st,  is  usually  abuut  1^(N)  pounds- 
The  Hrst  two  months,  if  everything'  i^ 
favorable,  will  show  a  gain  of  i»ver  two 
pounds  daily,  the  Ihini  month  some- 
what else  and  the  fourth  month  the 
amount  of  corn  fed  will  have  to  be  re- 
duced, and  the  gain  will  be  corresptmd- 
ingly  decrea.sed.  An  average  gain  for 
the  entire  time  of  two  pounds  daily  is 
very  satisfactory.  Sixteen  weeks  is  the 
limit  to  which  such  fee«ling  should  ex 
tend;  beyond  that  ther<- is  no  prolit. 

Regular  shippers,  unaccnstomed  to 
handling  hogs  of  this  t|uality,  will  not 
usually  pay  what  tiny  are  worth  iind  it 
is  more  satisfactory  Uu  the  owner  to 
ship  them  himself.  In  I'bii-ago  buyers 
for  eastern  houses  are  eager  pin«'has«»rs 
of  this  clast  of  bogs  and  generally  out- 
bid the  packers.  It  is  appearent  that 
this  is  no  haphazard  method  of  feeding

keep  in  a  healthy  con«iition  there  should 
be  a  certain  proportion  between  the 
concentrated  ftiod  and  the  coarse  food. 
This  proportion,  I  think,  should  be 
about  half  as  many  pounds  of  the  grain 
food  as  tin-  coarse  foo<l;  that  is,  if  a  cow 
will  eat  lb  poun«ls  a  davof  grain  and  Lt) 
pounds  of  fodder,  that  will  be  all  right; 
if  she  will  eat  ir>  pounds  of  grain  and  at 
the  same  time  takelU)  pounds  of  fo<lder, 
there  will  be  no  danger  of  overfee«ling, 
btd  if,  by  increasing  the  grain  from  10 
pounds  a  <lav  to  l"»  pounds,  she  drops 
o(f  on  eating  fodder  «lown  to  lb  or  15 
pounds  a  day,  then  there  is  danger.  In 
calculating  these  proportitms,  if  ensilage 
is  fed,  it  shouUi  be  divided  by  three  to 
rtnluce  it  to  dry  fodder. — (.'.  V.  Cioodrich.

is  how  I  doit.     I    wante<l   a    brood    sow 
that  would  have  large  iitters   antl    was  a 
good  suckler.     1  went  to  a  bree<ler  that 
hail  a  sow  or  two  that    had    nice    large 
litters,  and  1  knew  their  dams  were  very 
prolific.     The  litter  1    bought    from   was 
not  as  nice  as  some   of    the  others    that 
were  in  the  pen  that   only    had    two    or 
three  to  light  with  over   their    treat,   in- 
stead of  eight  or  ten.     1    wanted    a    pig 
that  my  neighbors  woul<l    not   laugh    at 
when  1  got  home,  and  those  little  dump- 
lings of  the  small   litters    kept   tempting 
me.     I  liati  (|uite    a    controversy    with 
myself,  but  tiiially  resisted    temptation, 
and  bought  one    from    the    large    litter 
ami  1  have  always  been  glad    of    it,    for 
she  never  had  less  than  ten  pigs  at  a  lit- 
ter,    ^'es,  ten  at  a    litter,    and   she    is  a 
I'oland-China    too.     She    is     very   dee|», 
back  a  little  arched. heavy  jowls, straight 
side  lines,  but  under  line  curved.     Short 
legs,  hams  very  large  and  well  down    on 
hocks.     The  boar  that  <loes  me  the  most 
good  conies  from  a  family    that    is    very 
prolitic.     A  good  broad  back,  very  <leep, 
and  a  glossy  coat.     Also  a   large  sheath 
that  runs  back  well.     This  always  shows 
good  fet'iling  i|ualities;  he  gets\'ven  lit- 
ters of  pigs  when  mate.l  with  the  above 
type  of  sows.     The  sleek,  glossy    coated 
fellows  are  always  culled  out  tirst:     Since

s<iws  my  customers  are  always    plea.sed. 
There  is  nothing  that  gra titles  the  farmer 
so  much  as  to  have  his  sows  have    large 
litters,  and   they     to    be    good     feeders. 
When  he  uieets  you  he   feels   gooil    ancj 
tells  y»)u  his  hogs  averaged    L'tK)   lbs.    at 
six  and  seven  months  old.     I  think, too, 
some  of  ns  try  to  become  a  large  bre.  der 
toi)  last,  and  ke.  p  too    many    hogs    for 
our  (eed  an<l  room,     it  pav.s    better    to 
keep  less  and  keep  them  well  as  v«)U  uet 
better  prices  for  them.     1  dont  t"liink  it 
pays  to  feed  in  tlu'  mud,  as   vou   always 
lose  more  than  you  think  for;    not    only 
fet^l,  but  hogs  as  well.     Some  time  ayo  "| 
visited  a  man  that     whs    feediiii:    about 
lilty  head  of  hog^,  aial  caring    for    them 
pniperly.      I le  had  irood  ptus    for    them 
and      proper      phices     for     feed  in-.      His 
hogs  looked  thrift  \    and    ueie     liealtliv. 
I[e,  shortly  after  1  was  there,   sold    ovi  r 
5»7(K)  worth  of  hog-.      Mis    m  i._'lil»"i     \nfi\ 
across  the    pike    had    -event  \ -si,\    hea<i 
and  lost  •*eveiity-two  head  with  rli.),.,:,.

their  breeding  so  we  may  all  see  whai 
blood  he  has.  We  then  know  where  to 
go  when  we  want  to  buy.  It  is  not 
always  the  great  show  hog  that  deserves 
patronage  and  his  progeny  added  to  our 
herd.  Many  breeders  wli<»  have  extra 
good  hogs  will  not  lit  them  for  a  show 
for  various  reasons.  They,  acconline 
to  some  parties'  ideas,  must  keep  still 
about  their  hogs.  Take  a  trip  among 
breeders,  auii  you  will  lind  tliat  there 
are  many  better,  much  better  hogs,  that 
never  see  the  show  ring,  than  some  of 
those  that  take  big  money  at  fairs. 


Creameries  have  often  l)een  a  failure 
l»ecause  started  with  too  great  a  dead 
weight  in  the  cost  of  tht'  outlit,  and  be 
ftire  there  was  a  guarantee  of  the  pat- 
ronage of  a  sutlicient  number  of  cows. 
In  the  past  the  building  of  these  was 
boonie*!  by  the  agi-nts.  who  palmed  olf 
the  outtits  at  their  own  tignres.  Cream- 
eries are  all  right,  but  they  must  be 
built  economically  from  tlie  gruuud  up. 
— Fiehl  ami  Farm.

It  is  saitl  that  the  1  Mi  roc -.Jersey  swine 
are  liked  in  si>utliern  countries  on  ac- 
count of  their  abilitv  to  withstand 
heat.

Successful  Pig-Growing. 

I'erhapK  in  no  other  ileparliiieiit  of 
farm  inauHj^enieiil  is  there  so  uiuch  niis- 
inana>{eiiicnt  as  in  the  care  of  live  sl»>ck. 
Tlie  trouble  of  many  is  that  they  Ibllow 
in  old  ruts,  feechnj^  what  they  may  have, 
never  studyinj^  the  tjiiestion  of  balanced 
rations,  or  the  atiaptability  of  food  to  the

fed,  and  they  ai)pear  never  to  have 
thought  that  roots  au«l  bran  mi;^ht  be 
better  food  for  a  j^rowinj^  or  a  pregnant 
animal  than  is  corn.  I  have  had  an  ex- 
cellent opj>ortunity  to  study  this  (juestion 
in  my  iu>tiiule  work  for  many  ^ears 
past,  and  to  observe  the  practice  of 
farmers,  aiul  I  am  foroeil  to  the  conclu- 
sion tliat  but  few  farmers  understand  the 
feedin}{  and  care  of  live  stock  so  as  ti 
get  the  best  returns  from  the  food  given. 

As  hojjs  are  kept  on  neaily  every  farm, 
1  will  devtite  this  pa}»cr  to  pig-feetliug. 
I  have  been  ii/ipressed  bv  discussion  at 
the  insUtules,  and  by  inspeCUtl^  the  pigs 
on  scores  of    tarms. 

Good  pig  pork,  for  some  years  past, 
has  conimimled  t«)p  prices  in  the  market 
and  when.i  pig  will  weigh  2tKj  puun<ls  it 
t8  r^Mty  to  sell,  and  ordinarily  ^.  give 
more  profit  that  it  ever  will  after.  With 
gtXKl  stin-k.  where  a  butter  dairy  is  kept 
so  that  milk  is  plenty  to  feed,  this  weight 
has  been  made  at  four  and  a  half  months 
old,  and  J  li.iVe  made  II  without  milk  at 
six  months.  To  do  this  required  good 
slock  ami  iiittllii;eni  care.  The  pigs 
>h«»nld  be  from  mature  mothers  and 
>ouiig  sows.  .Mature  nuuhers  not  only 
prtMluce  pigs  of  greater  vitality,  but  iliey 
are  much  belter  suckleis  than  young 
ones,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  u.se 
of  a  young  sire  teiuls  to  early  maturity 
in  the  oilspriiig.  The  young  pigs  must 
be  lauglil  to  eat  as  early  a.s  possible,  cer 
taiiilv  by  the  time  they  are  four  weeks 
old.  f<»r  there  should  l»e  no  (dieck  in  the 
i^rowlh  when  weaned.  Until  four  months 
old.  corn  should  form  a  Very  small  part 
of  the  ratitiii,  and  while  the  foo«l  should 
be  alinndant  ihere  shouM  be  no  allcinpt 
l«i  fuiten  ihem  until  alter  four  mouths 
oUI.  I  have  found  bran  and  oil-cake

I  value  jmtatoes 
and  e\eii  a  pei'k  a  day,  which  can  be 
rooked  111  a  }.ot  <iti  the  cook-stove,  will 
flavor  a  barrel  ot  sloji  sc»  that  the  pigs 
will  eat  it  much  lietler  than  if  the  pola- 
i<Hs  sstr.'  (»mitted  irom  the  ration.     They 


for,  while  a  slight  fermentation  is  an 
advantage  to  the  slop,  it  loses  much  of 
its  value  if  it  becomes  acid,  and  i(  ne- 
glected loo  long  actually  l>ecomes  un 
wlndesome  It  is  quite  common  on 
farms  to  fill  a  barrel  lialf  full  of  dish- 
water, throw  a  little  bran  or  meal  into  it, 
and  not  empty  it  from  one  week  to  anoth- 
er, until  it  finally  becomes  as  sour  as 
vinegar.  I  empty  my  slop  barrel  once  a 
dav  all  through  the  hot  weather. 

When  pigs  are  kept  until  fall  it  is  pro- 
fitable to  feetl  them  apples  au<l  other 
waste  fruit;  and  when  a  supply  of  pump- 
kins can  be  had,  you  can  make  a  larger 
gain,  with  half  the  usual  (pianlity  of 
corn,  if  you  will  fee»l  all  the  pumpkins 
they  ^ ill  eat

Hog  Cholera. 

l''or  generations  hog  cholera  has  rav- 
iged  herds  of  swine  in  America,  an«l  for 
many  ye^^rs  the  disea.se  has  been  care- 
fully studied  by  the  best  aulhori  ies  on 
animals'  diseases  an<l  thus  far  no  cer- 
tain remedy,  based  oi?  extended  trial  for 
a  term  of  years,  has  been  brought  out. 
The  cause  of  the  disease  is  understood, 
but  a  fairly  certain  melhol  of  preven- 
tion or  cure  i  not  as  yet  demonstrated. 
Notwithstanding  this  fact  numerous 
men  calling  Lhemselves  doctors,  many 
of  whom  are  cjuacks,  art  constantly 
loisling  oil  the  farmers  at  exorbitant 
prices,  what  they  clai*!;  to  be  sure  cures 
for  cholera.  Hnormous  su  i  s  <*(  money 
have  been  pa  d  in  the  aggregate  by  farm 
ers  for  .so-called  cholera  remedies  that 
cost  a  mere  trifle  to    the  niauufacturets. 

C  .S.  IMumbsays  that  ihe  Indiana  Kx 
periment  Station  will  endor.se  no  hog 
cliole  a  remeily  now  on  the  market, 
riie  most  that  can  be  recommended  is 
absolute  cleanliness  about  the  pig  yards 
aial  hAi',  and  the  liberal  U8e  of  disii: fec- 
ial Is-X    K-   harnier. 

The  fanners  of  Kansas  slumld  turn 
everything  into  milk  that  they  sell  to 
aii\b«idy  outside  of  the  state'for  that 
purptise  Butter  ami  clu-ese  can  be 
made  cheaper  here  than  they  can 
fill  ther  east  The  freight  on  dry  pro- 
ducts is  very  I  tu-h  less  than  on  the 
feed  that  mak<s  tmin.  The  skill 
pos.se.s.sed  bp  the  people  of  the  east  who 
make  your  corn  and  bran  and  slmrts 
and  oilcake  and  other  things  into 
butter  and  «•hee^e  vustn  you  tt>o  much. 
It  may  be  true  that  they  med  your  fetsl 
stuHs  to  make  their  soils  fertile,  but  von 
neeil  them  for  the  same  purpose.  The 
man  who  grows  grain  to  sell  i>  a  soil 
robber,  who  \\'\\\  redui-e  the  best  acre  on 
the  continent  to  poverty;  the  fanner 
w  bo  keeps  cows  a:M!  consumes  his  <rrops 
on  his  laniiean  keep  up  the  fertility  ot 
wastern  prairies,  and  I  do  ;iot  know'  of 
any  other  way  by  which  thai  can  be 
done  so  certainly  The  products  of  the 
cou  sold  from  tin-  farm  do  it  lesM  injury 
than  any  other  kiinls  of  pnidints, 
especially  butter.  \V«'  have  seen  west- 
ern farms  steadily  improved  for  :!8 
years,  where  the  cow  was  the  centre  of 
the  farm  system  and  nothing  was  stihl 
bill  meats  and  dairy  products.— I'rof.

1  beiiev  ■  the  condition  of  t<0WH  at 
farro\ying  time  is  more  essential  than 
care  of  pigs.  If  the  sow  is  in  right 
condition  tdie  will  have  little  trouble 
in  farrowing,  and  if  one  couunences 
right  the  work  is  half  done.  l>roo«l 
sows,  agetl  sows  can  not  be  winter«.'d 
with  gilts.  Hither  of  them  shouhl  be 
i'eil  shorts  .slop.  Kvery  liay  the  water 
slnmld  be  warmed  to  mix  with  the 
feed  in  winter,  (iilts  should  be  fed 
full  feed  of  shoi  Is  slop  up  to  the  time 
of  farrowing.  If  it  is  a  col«!  winter 
fee«l  some  corn  each  day;  wTien  sow 
commences  to  make  her  bed  feeii  all 
slu"  w  ill  eat  until  she  lies  dow  n.  She 
will  be  more  i|uiet  and  inucli  lunger 
than  she  will  if  hungry.  Stft^  wl^ 
sow  wlu-n  farrowing.  Break  the  tet^th 
as  soon  us  all  have  been  farrowed  ;  this 
leglect  has  cost  me  hundretls  of  pigs. 
lMa«e  water  w  here  sow  can  get  it.  l*ee<l 
hill  slop  in  twenty-four  hours  and  limit 
ays.  ai'c«»riiing  to  j'on<li- 
and     number    of    pigs    in 


teed  for  ten 
tion  of    sow 
litter. 

Move  every  litti-r  out  ol  be<l  at 
twenty  four  liouis  old  whether  the 
wether  IS  warm  or  cold,  and  see  that 
they  move  out  ea»di  <lay.  Fat  pigs  are 
Worthless,  riace  a  small  trough  near 
pen;  when  pi-^'s  are  one  month  old  give 
milk  an<l  shelled  corn.  I'igs  will  eat  ut 
live  to  six  weeks  «»ld.  Then  move  the 
s«)w  to  the  pasture,  leaving  pigs  in  their 
own  (|uart«-rs;  at  two  months  old  separ- 
ate ina'es  from  teiiiales,  then  place  all 
in  lot  at  same  lime  to  prevent  lighting 
Commence  with  milk  and  shorts  twice  a 
•  lay  and  dry  <orn.  Kee«l  together  In 
grass  lot.  the  more  range  the  lietter.  If 
the  summer  is  very  dry  and  grass  fails, 
soak  the  corn  twelve  hours.  Feed 
fresh  feed.— T.  .1.  llarrb,  iu  American 
Swineherd.

Ueineinbei  that  constipation 
advance  ag«'iit  of  iliiee  foiirlbs 
hog  ailments  It  \s  the  beginning  of 
going  wrong  It  is  the  cause  of  im»st  of 
the  tnmbles.  If  the  lioirs  are  larefnlly 
wat«'lied  it  can  be  n-irnlated  with  food 
alone,  if  not  Kpsom  salts  are  a  cheap 
remedy  I  »ry  pa.stures  and  dry  food 
will  often  caus«- it,  or  loo  little  water  in 
hoi  wi-alher  They  should  havi-  all  the 
pine  water  that  they  can  <lrink  during 
the  summer  seascni.  Constipation  lies 
across  the  track  t)r  growth,  tlevelopment 
and  heallh.  See  that  it  does  not  In- 
come an  obstruct  icni  .\  little  care  will 
prevent,  it  in  most  instances. —American 
Swineherd.

{)er  jaw  back  of  the  tusks,  snub  him  to 
a  post  ami  he  will  sieaililv  pull  back. 
Step  upby  the  siile  of  the  hog  and  \  on 
will  be  bUrpri.s«'d  to  see  how  eas\  and 
smooth  vou  c  .11  trim  them  olT  I  have 
never  found  an\  thing  to  beat  this  method. 

Whoever  would  rai->e  hogs  witlDUt  dis 
ease  (and  this  is  neces^arv  to  obtain  the 
highest  profit)  must  gel  rid  of  the  notion 
that  the  hog  is  naturally  a  filthy  JinimHl, 
that  filth  is  less  <listasteful  and  liiihealth 
ful  to  him  than  to  the  sleer  or  horse,  and 
that  It  is  impossible  becaiise  of  ihe  na- 
ture of  the  animal  to  surround  the  hog 
with  sanitary  coiulilioiis.  l''illh  is  a  pro- 
lific source  of  disease  among  all  animals, 
and  because  the  hog  is  bionghi  int<»  c  'ii- 
taci  with  the  most  tilth  there  is  the 
most  disease  among  swine,  I'ihh  opposes 
the  health  and  tlnift  of  swine  jusi  as 
it  op)>oses  the  health  of  horses  or  man. 
The  first  step  in  growing  hogs  without 
diseases  is  to  keep  tilth  away  fr-mi  ihein. 
to  give  them  clean  foo<l,  clean  drink, 
clean  (piaiters. 

'•The  summer  feeding  of  pigs  is  an  iin- 
p<>rtant  matter  under  present  ccUilitions. 
Doubtless  pasture  is  the  niosl  healthful 
Hn<l  profitable  basis  for  feeiling.  but  as 
time  is  an  element  lo  lie  consideied,  it  is 
advi.sable  to  feed  grain  wilh  it  to  insb 
on  the  growth  as  fast  as  ptMJ>ible.  I'll  re 
is  everything  in  go«Kl  clovei  pas'ure 
needed  for  the  sustenan..e  of  the  pigs 
but  we  want  something  more  than  this, 
for  the  most  growth  made  in  the  least 
time  is  the  indispensable  re<|uiremnt  lor 
profit,  but  whole  grain  is  imt  a  desirable 
food.  A  considerable  portion  ol  it  i-. 
to  l>e  had  it  will  pay  more  valuta  tM  food 
for  pigs  on  pas'ure  than  when  used  in 
any  i»ther  wa\ .  ami  with  this  some  iiii\i  d 
till- ly  grou- d  meal  ot  i-  i  n  .oid  Innk- 
wheal  will  produce  iinne  growth  ol  a 
perlViiU  healllilnl  char..cler  ih an  aii\ 
other  kind  «»f  gt.iin  food  lo  be  had."

A  few  years  a^o  a  youn^  man  of  whom 
T.  B.  Terry  writes  iu  "PrHclical  laruier," 
named  Forest  Henry,  Itouy^ht  a  laff^e 
farm  in  Southern  Minnesota.  He  went 
in  debt  heavily,  ami  even  his  fiieiids 
hadn't  much  hope  of  his  ever  uettiii)- out. 
But  he  had  paid  up,  and  is  making 
money  freely  ami  quite  easily  now.  It 
has  been  done  partly  liy  raising  corn  and 
pigs.  Mr.  Henry  is  a  bright  lurtii,  able 
to  think  for  himself  and  with  courage 
enongh  to  put  his  ideas  into  practice 
withoiit  regard  to  what  others  sav.  He 
says  his  father  could  fatten  li*>gs  nicely, 
but  he  was  not  a  succes*:  at  raisiiijt;  pigs. 
They  di*»<l  or  l!ie  ol.l  ones  laid  on  them, 
or  ate  them  up.  Hut  when  a  hoy  he 
noticed  that  one  neikfhbor  was  g«M>d  at 
raising  pigs,  but  a  failure  when  it  came 
to  fatten  I  g,  ami  it  often  occurt'il  to  him 
that  if  his  father  an<l  the  neighbor  could 
go  into  partneiship,  ihe  neighbor  to  raise 
the  pigs  ami  Ins  father  to  fatten  them, 
that  thev  w«»uld  get  along  nicely.  UVll, 
the  old  folks  never  went  into  partnership, 
but  he  and  the  neighbor's  girl  did.  ami 
now  thev  are  able  to  raise  pigs  «uccess 
fully, aiKl  grow  them  and  fatten  ihem.too. 
all  oil  one  farm.  That  you  may  rea-l 
w  th  more  interest,  let  me  tell  you  that 
Mr.  Henry  has  not  lo^t  •  single  hog  bv 
disea.se  in  i7  years.  He  manages  so  as 
toinH  have  any  lu)g  cholera,  although 
they  have  it  all  around  him.  Two  years 
ago,  he  says  there  were  not  twenty  hogs 
lelt  alive  in  their  neighborhood  off  of 
his  farm.  He  kuows  enough  to  so  raise 
pigs  ami  keep  them  that  ilisease  will  not 
get  hoM  of   them.       lie    laised    lofi  pigs 


last  year  from  i5  brtKxl  sows.  They 
were  i'olaml-China  stixrk.  The  pigs 
were  s«»ld  whei:  they  were  about  270  days 
old.  Thev  averaged  7,0:)  pounds  apiece, 
lacking  i(ii)  poun.ls  on  th  .•  lot.  Thev 
sold  for  f  1,100. ;?o.  It  took  the  proiluc  s 
of  6  acres  of  land  only  to  rii.se  ami 
fatten  these  pigs.  No  hard  time^  is  that 
surely-  .Mr.  Henrv  is  now  on  the  In- 
stitute force  of  the  state,  and  what  li»-  has 
tlone  is  vouched  lor  by  neighbors  who 
known  all  the  facts. 

This  line  of  business  has  one  great 
ailvaiitage  for  voiiiig  men  just  siariing, 
ami  for  those  w^o  are  in  debt  heavily: 
It  takes  no  more  to  start  liian  it  d<» -s  to 
buv  one  gtaxl  sire  for  the  dairy  of  beef 
business,  leaving  out  the  cows.  Hut  it 
tie  cupitul  IS  noces-ia'^v.  I^ven  now  you 
see  all  the  stock  Mr.  Henry  had  to  .start 
the  seastiii  Wiili  to  bring  him  in  f  1,410 
a  sire  ami  10  S')ws.

Vou  cannot  ..ree«l  from  young, 
partly  grown  animals,  and  inbreed,  and 
feed  almost  eotirelv  on  coin,  ami  keep 
and  feed  hogs  in  fillhv  cpiarters,  with  ml 
sooner  or  Uter  piying  a  penalty.  You 
will  wenken  the  coiisii'utioiis  so  the  ani- 
mals will  go  under  before  «lisease  as 
the  dew  dries  awa\  in  the  sunshine.  ^*r.

sows  in  winter  on  lover  hay  cut  early, 
oals  wheat,  bran,  shorts  and  roots.  This 
is  good  material  to  make  gr.iwth  in  the 
little  pius,  lajth  before  and  after  farrow- 
ing. .After  the  pigs  get  to  be  five  or  six 
weeks  old  the  sow  iieids  some  corn  to 
prevent  her  gelt  ng  too  poor.  The  fend- 
ing floor  lor  the  logs  is  out  in  the  suu> 
shine,  with  a  hii^b.  tight  board  fence 
ar  iiiid  it  to  furnish  protection  from  the 
wiml.  It  is  imptirtant  that  this  floor  l>e 
in  the  sunshine,  as  the  light  of  the  sun 
is  death  to  disease  germs.  The  feeding 
floor  is  made  of  timber  and  planks.  He 
says  a  double  board  Moor  would  l>e  l»el- 
ter,  and  ^  robablv  a  Ibxjr  made  of  I*o  t- 
laml  cement  ami  gravel,  rather  rough  on 
suiface,  would  be  best  of  all.

Ab  brood  sowh  urt*  8elecle<l  for  the 
purposes  of  motherhood,  it  ig  essential 
that  those  chosen  should  We  iimtherly, 
and  the  swine  grower  shoiiM  want  all 
the  nssuranri'  he  can  |M>.ssil>ly  He<^nre 
upon  this  point.  So  lon^' as  his  fh.iiit. 
is  made  from  ><ows  that  have  previ.uisly 
lM»rne  litters  in  his  herd,  it  is  his  own 
fault  if  he  does  not  make  a  jioo<l  i*h»»ice. 
for  he  can  know  the  sows  that  hrin^ 
him  lar>?e  litters  and  that  nilse  them 
after  they  get  them.  He  tan  know 
those  they  nurse  well  ami  havt-  viiroroiis 
thrifty  hogs.  Tlu's*-  s(»ws  In-  should  al- 
ways keep,  uml  of  the  older  sows  he 
should  m'V«'r  keep  any  other  kind.  The 
<|uestion  is  somt'tiim's  asked  how  long  a 
brood  sow  should  he  kept.  The  ijiies- 
tion  eannot  be  answere<|  in  years.  She 
should  not  be  kept  lunger  than  to  raisr 
her  lirst  litter  if  she  is  a  poor  mother. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  she  is  a  pnililic 
iow,  a  good  mitlverund  a  eareful  mother 
to  large  litters  of  thrifty  pigs,  hhe  .'Uioiild 
l»e  ket»t  Just  as  long  asshe  rontiniies  to 
pnwl nee  Miuh  litters.

Pasture  Crop  (or  Swine. 
As  see<l  time  is  upon  us  <io    not  fail  to 
sow  several  acres  of  pasture  crops  for  the 
pigs.     Do  not   depend   on    clover   unless 
you  have  a  jjood  alfalfa  patch.    Common 
red  clover   is   not    the   l>est  pasture  crop 
even  when  it  j»rows  luxuriantly.     Where 
alfalfa  can  l»e  ^rown    n^ithin^^   excels  it, 
but  as  it  does    not  grow  well  everywhere 
swine  raisers    must    depend    on  annuals. 
An  acre  of  gootl  pasture   crop    is  ecpiiva 
lent  in  food  value  to  two    tons  mill  fee«l. 
If  ground  grain    an<l    mill    feed  cost  you 
li>2o  a  ton,  as  it  does  with    few  exceptions 
delivered  at    your   farm,  you    can    easily 
figure    the    money    value    of    a  pasture 
crop.     The  crops  1  am  about    to   suggest 
ami    urge   swine    raisers    t<i    grow    tins 
spring  will  easily  be  worih  on  fertile  l.md 
anywhere  north  of  the  forty  second  par 
allHl  fully  ;t4o  an    acre.     The    number  i.f 
acres  to  be   placed    under   pasture   en  ps 
mu.st  relatively  be    in    proprriion    to  the 
ferlilifcv  of  the  land.    On  good  land  three 
litters  (iwenly  five  pign)  to   two  acres  of 
pa.sture    crops  will    be  about    right.

rhe  best  pasture  crop  for  swtne  is  made 
by   sowing   at    interva  s    pea,,    oats  and 
velche'-  ami  rape.     If  the  average  reader 
keeps  three  brood   sows,  all    to  farrow  in 
spring,  he  will    lay  out  two  acres,  contig- 
uous to  the  barn,  one   acre  to  be  devoted 
to  peas,  oals   and  vetches,  and    the  cither 
acre  lo    rape;  stnv    the   first    acre    in   two 
terms,  one  half  lo  he  mowii  earlv  and  the 
other  hair  some  weeks  later.

Whatever    the 
good    fanner    receive-    over     that    may 
fairly  be  conntcil    as    profit.     The    poor 
farmer,  and  by  that  we   mean    the   man 
who  does  not   keep    the   right   kiml    of 
hogssmd    do«'s    not    pro|)erly    can'    for 
j  them,  will  need  to    receive  coiisitlerably 
I  over  that  amount  before  he  can  begin  t«» 
talk  ai'ont  profits.      We  make    this  esti 
mate,  of  course,  on    i-orn    and    oa(»    at 
ab(nit  present  prices  or  below. 

"Under  these  circumstances  the  price 
of  hi>gs  will  depend  largely  on    the  price 
of  corn  and  the  freed  Mil    of    hogs    from 
the  nivagisof .lisease.     When  a    partial 
failure  in  tli«'  corn  «*rop  occurs   and    ilo* 
pricM-rnns  up  to    fVom    thirty     to    fort  v 
cents  on  the  farm,  the    immediate  ellec-t 
is  to  «-rowd  the  hog  stock  of  ilu>  eonntrv 
on  tin' market  and    .lepiess    tlu>    piict- 
When  a  large  portion  of   the   hog   stock 
is  wiped  oll'by    cholera,    the  immediate 
efhct  at  the  bi-ginning  of  thf  dise.im'  is 
H  crowd  ti{  bogs  «in  tin-  markt-t    and    de- 
[•re.ss  the  price,  the  alter-ellict  of  which 
is  to    eiiham-e    tin*   price    bv    creiling  a 
scan-ity   in    the    supply.     I  nder    these 
conditions  fanners  will    go   on    growing 
hoL's  until  they  fall  a  little    below    three 
(•eiits  a  pound,  when  they  will  conclude 
that  then-  is  no  money  in   it   and    lean 
over  to  some  other    department   of  the 
farm.     When  h,.irs  -.'o  to  about  fivi'c<iits 
on  the  farm,  every  brood  sow  that   is  at 
nil  lit  will  br  init  to  use,   and   in    u    vear 
the  number  is    so    uenerally    incniis»HJ 
that  a  fall  in   pric«'    is    im-vi'table.     It  is 
not  safe,  thenfore.  to    figure    on     high- 
price<l  hogs  f(n-  any  considerable  lenglji 
of  tinu',  nor  is  it  wise  to  go   out     of     tin- 
business  wln'U    hogs    an-    low.    for    tlie 
reiisoii  that  it  may  be    saf«'ly    estimated 
that  enough  will  go  out  of  the    business 
to  in«*rease  the    price    in    ;i    reasonably 
short  sp.Mce  of  time.      The  man  who  nsi-s 
only  only    well  bred    hogs,    keeps    right 
along  raising  KMi  hogs   a     vi'ar    on    the 
farm,  and  takes  good  care   of    them,    is 
not  likely  to  have  till' sheritrs    r^    flag 
stuck  on  liis  front  gat«.

I  have  nmintuine<l  that  environment, 
training  nnd   fooil   had    uiiuh,    perhaps 
all,    to   do    with   }?ivin};    oharaeteristicH 
or  (|nalitie8   to  any   hreed.        IHHerfnt 
bree<ls  of  even    ihe   same    type  are   the 
result   of   tlillerent  forees   or.     pirhaps 
more  correetly,   of    very   siiuihir   forces 
actinj?  nmler  dillerent  eondition.s.    This 
perhaps  explains  why  it  is  not  ^jenerallv 
at! viaa hie,  judging  from  the  results,    to 
iross  two  pure  hreeils  of   the  one    typf, 
resulting  from  dillerent  causes,  they   do 
not  niek  (to  use  a    hret-dfrs  term),   and 
thus  aneestral  or  original  eharacteristirs 
may  become  tiominant.     It  is  as  though 
we  were  bringing   together   two   strong 
forces  representing    the  useful  «|ualitie8 
t'lat    have    been     engrafted    upon    the 
breeds.     The  angle  at  which    the   forces 
strike  will  determine  the   resultant     the 
otl*spring.     When  we  remember  that    in- 
bree<iiug,    the   ollspnng   represenis  tin* 
force**  uniteil  divideil    by    two.    it    is  at 
once  apparent    that  even    a    slight    di- 
vergence in  two  strong  forces  may   give 
us  an  animal   inferior   to   either  iif   the 
parents,    and    a   great   liivergencc   imiv 
neutrali/.e   all   the  engrafted     tjualities; 
thus  the  animal  reverts  to  original  type. 
Ikiii't  mix  breetls.thechancesareauainst 
•ueh   a    practice  resulting   in   any    per- 
manent improvement,   and  at  tin-  best 
the   results   are   far     from    satisfaitorv 
Still  more  stnlngly  would  I   impress    the 
folly  of  Uhing  a    cmss-lireil   §kfm  on    the 
hertl.     If  crossing    tends   to    neiitridi/.e 
the    engrafted     or    especially     valuable 
characteristics  in  the   ollspring,    to   use 
an  animal  that  is  the    result    of    such    a 
Uietlu»d  of  bree«ling  on   common    stork 
in  to  invite ilisaster.      A   cro.ss-bred    an 
hnal  that  is  the  result  of  such    a    meth- 
od of  breeding  on   common    stock   is   to 
invite  disaster.     .A  cros^-bred    :inimal   is 
very  little,  if  any,  better  than  the  scrub 
in  improving  live  stock. 

.judging    trtau    the    practices,    many 
farmers    s(>em    it    think    that    a    half- 
breeil  male    is    as    good    for  improving 
their  st04-k  as  a  pure  bred.     This   is  not 
the  case,   for  several    reasons.      When 
we  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that    the    male 
represents  half    the    herd,    to    use   jiiiy- 
thing  else  than  the  l>est    pure-bred    niii- 
mal    procurable    means     much     slower 
improvement.     To  use  a  half  bred    nude 
shows  that  the  user   has    some  faith    in 
the  pure  bred  blood,  but  his  method    of 
using  it  would  tend  to  desttoy  what    lit 
tie  faith  he  had;    systeiuat ic   and    rapiii 
improvement     is      not      possible    from 
this  method  of  bleeding.        We    call    the 
olfspring  of  a    pure    bred     male    and    a 
cuminonbred  femaU>   a    half  bred,    oi    a 
graile,  because  we    are  workiiiL'    up   to 
ward    the   purebred    standard.      If    we 
cross   the    female    ollspring    again    and 
the  next  generation  yet  again    with    the 
pure  bre<l,    ue   have   three    lourths  and 
seven-eights-t)red  animals,  nr   nhat    are 
calleil  high  grades      The    t«'riii    is   simi- 
lar \o  what    we   use    in    speakiiit:    <»f  a 
hill— the  grade  of  the  land      If   now    we 
Would  take    the    half  bred    animal,    it    a 
male,  and  mate  with  the  common    stock 
we  gel  a    low    grade,    theoretically   only 
one-t^uarter  pure-bred   going   down    nt)t 
up    hill.

The    verv 
great  value  pos.sessed  by    the   pure  bred 
is  that  its  tones   are   known,   ami    may 
be  depened  upon    to    work    almost    al- 
ways in   one   direction.      The  half-bred 
animal,  being   half  a    scrub,    may   have 
his  forces,  his    tendencies    to    impruve, 
or   engraft    valuable    and    useful   i|nali- 
ties  so  changed  as  tt)    render    the   direc- 
tion  of    their    action    uncertain.       The 
results  of    hreeding    sm-h    animalt  can 
not  be  depended  upon  with  any   detiree 
of  reliance.

Tt  Is  probiible  that    buccms    in    pifr* 
brefdiut;  liioged  tu  a  ^reat  extent  upuD 
tbe  «|uality  uf  the  how,  aud  it  i«  uuf  of 
the  etuieutialH   that  ahe  be   well   grown 
and    Hymmetrical,    uaya    the    "London 
Farmer  and  Stock  Breeder."  She  should 
be  kept  in  goo<l  condition,   bnt   aot  be 
unduly  fat.  and    should    be    fuUy  nine 
months  old  before  she  is    allowed  to  go 
with  the  boar.     Of  course,   very   young 
sows  frequently  bear   nice    farrows   of 
pigs,  and    the   youngsters   get  on   veil, 
but  it  is  at  the  cost  of  much  deiwiora- 
tion  iu  the  gualitv  of  the  f ow.     There  is 
also  reasou  to  believe   that   the   farrows 
sabsequently  pro«iuced  by   her  are  not 
of  such  quality  »h  from   howh  that  were 
more  luature  L>efore  they  were  put    with 
the  boar. 

The  aim  of  the  bree<ler  should  be  to 
increase  the  stamina  of  his  sows  by 
every  means  in  his  power.  To  this  end 
he  should  feed  them  well  upon  flesh- 
forming  foods,  and  allow  them  to  take 
exercise  iu  the  open.  They  should  be 
kept  as  near  as  may  l>e  fed  st  regular 
intervals  If  this  be  done,  most  satis- 
factory results  will  be  obtained. 

It  is  also  advinable  to  get  young  sows 
as  tame  as  possible,  and  wifH  kind 
treatment  they  soon  become  extreme* 
ly  sociable,  liking  to  have  their  back 
scratched,  and  coming  to  the  man  vlio 
attends  to  them  whenever  he  makes 
his  appearance.  Thir>  ic  a  gr^at  ad- 
vantage, as  they  can  be  attend  to  at 
farrowing  time  without  ditficultv.

Hogs  on  the  Dairy  Farm. 
I  have  found  iu  my  experience  that 
hogs  ^»o  naturally  with  dairying,  and 
that  it  pays  to  keep  them  on  the  dairy 
farm'even  iffor  no  other "purpiBe"  than 
to  dispose  of  the  skim  milk  profitably. 
Few  dairy'farmers  can  find  a  market  foj 
all  their  dairy  products,  and  the  wastt 
sometimes  is  large,  writes  W.K.Edward.- 
in  the  Ploughman.^  If  this  wasie  can 
be  converted  i  ito  something"  protitabit 
no  matter  how  small,  it  mav  turn  ai 
otherwise  losing  business  into  a  paying 
one.  We  cannot  do  better  in  the  pres 
entconditionsuf  dairying  than  to  tind 
some  market  for  all  the  by-products  of 
the  farm,  and  if  we    succeed    in    doing 

this  I  am  sure  there  will  be  a  living  adil 
something  more  found  in  dairying. 
HoKs  go  with  the  dairy  for  severalreas- 
ons.  There  is  tirst  the  need  of  plenty 
of  milk  to  raise  hogs  successfully ,  and  if 
we  had  to  buy  this  we  would  hardly 
tigure  out  much  profit.  The  swill  barrel 
need  not  be  the  old-fashione<i  sour  mix- 
ture that  was  enough  to  make  any  hog 
sick,  but  it  can  be  composed  of  sweet 
skim  milk  that  when  fe<l  with  a  little 
grain  makes  the  very  best  fattening 
ration  for  hogs.  Then  the  young  pigs 
must  be  raised  on  sweet  milk  and  wean- 
ed gradually  from  their  mother  with  the 
greatest  care.  Itisonly  on  the  dairy 
that  one  actually  finds  milk  iu  sufficient 
quantitie>  to  be  extravagant  with  is  iu 
feeding  pigs.  This  extravagance  is 
really  economy  when  we  consider  on 
how  many  dairy  farms  the  same  amount 
of  skim  milk  is  actually  wastetl. 

Not  only  this,  but  the  hogs  require 
good  pasture  to  day  as  well  as  the  cows, 
and  when  yo;i  raise  grass  and  clover  for 
one  you  have  an  excelleit  food  for  the 
i  ther.  The  »  ogs  that  are  reared  when 
young  on  good  sweet  milk,  turne<l  out 
in  the  clover  field  insuminerany  topped 
ott'with  Corn,  make  the  ideal  creatures 
for  the  market.  We  need  the  corn  for 
dairy  cows,  loo,  and  one  class  of  farm 
animals  eat  what  the  others  do  not  like 
.so  well.  The  cows  will  eat  the  young 
cornstalks  in  winter,  while  the  hogs 
would  turn  away  from  them.  Hut  the 
corn  forms  the  ideal  food  for  fatteniuL' 
the  hogs.  In  this  way  the  two  animals 
fit  together  and  make  excellent  ones 
for  the  dairy  farm.  Since  I  have  been 
increasing  mv  herd  of  swine  1  have  be- 
come more  lonviiued  than  ever  that 
hogs  are  actually  necessarv  to  the  suc- 
cessful developniient  of  a  dairy,  ami  the 
man  who  does  without  them  is  losing 
money  that  he  otherwise  mi^ht  make. 
Because  your  dairy  is  paying  now,  it 
does  not  follow  that  it  would  not  pay 
even  more  if  von  had  hogs  on  the  farm. 
It  certainly  wUl  prove  a  goou  experience 
to  try  it. 


Raising  Hogs  Cheaply. 
I  will  give  you  a  few  items  on  the 
feed  question  on  the  business  and  grow* 
ing  pigs  profitably.  My  idea  of  raising 
bogs  is' to  grow  them  as  cheap  as  you 
can,  so'as  to  get  all  the  gain  with  as  lit- 
tle ^cost  as  possible.  I  know  some 
breeders  that  feed    to    their    hogs  that 

which  costs  more  than  the  hogs  are 
worth  or  will  bring  after  feeding  them. 
For  economy  and  profit  you  cannot  af- 
ord  to  buy  everything  you  hear  of. 
Vou  must  use  good  judgment  iu  the 
iind  of  feed  you  use.  You  must  know 
10 w  and  when  to  feed  for  the  best  gains 
iU  pigs  and  hogs.  Every  hog  raiser 
should  prepare  a  pasture  for  bis  hogs 
and  a  good  one,  not  just  one  or  two 
acres  for  fifty  or  more  hogs  to  run  on 
all  season  Get  a  good  large  pasture 
and  plenty  of  range,  and  it  is  a  great 
profit  with  little  cost,  ami  it  will  not 
pay  to  keep  hoiss  in  dry  lots  the  year 
round.  They  will  not  make  you  much 
money  after  you  count  up  the  cost  of 
the  feeil.  Brood  sows  should  be  on 
grass  alone  in  the  summer  after  their 
pigs  are  weaned.  This  is  the  way  I 
treat  my  sows  and  it  accounts  in  part 
forthetjood  litters  in  the  spring.  The 
feed  that  we  use  we  raise  •)n  our  farm, 
and  it  is  mostly  corn  and  oats.  This  is 
w  hat  we  give  to  our  pigs  and  hogs,  and 
to  our  sows  we  give  brau  and  short"* 
while  they  are  suckling  pigs  and  they 
do  well  on  this  kind  of  feed.  With  this 
fetd  you  can  develop  bone,  muscle  and 
growth.  After  the  pig  is  weanetl  we 
give  him  corn  and  oats  ground  together, 
oue- third  outs  and  two-thirds  corn,  with 
a  uiixture  of  shorts  and  bran  in  about 
equal  parts,  with  plenty  of  grass.  This 
causes  the  best  development  and 
growth.  1  do  not  l>elieve  it  is  necessary 
to  buy  carloads  of  linseed  meal,  hoiiiiny 
hearts  or  much  prepared  foods  of  ditfer- 
eut  kinds  to  make  one's  pigs  grow  if  you 
are  onto  vour  business  as  a  feeder.  As 
a  successful  raiser  of  bogs  you  must  use 
jmlgment  in  raising  your  own  feetl  and 
preparing  it  so  that  you  will  cet  the 
best  results.     This    gives    the   greatest 

f>rofit  and  that  is  what  we  are  looaing 
or. — Cor.  American  Swineherd. 


No  grower  of  swine  should  think  of 
being  without  a  plentiftd  supply  of  pas- 
ture all  the  season  of  growth.  An 
abundance  of  suitable  pasture  will  tend 
much  to  cheapen  the  cost  of  producing 
pork.  Every  swine  grower  knows  that 
success  in  pork  proiluction  is  best  pro- 
moted by  having  an  abundance  of  good 
pasture.  The  hoars  thrive  best  and 
make  pork  cheapest  on  grass  and  clov- 
er, for,  by  nature,  the  |f%s>feed  on  grass 
as  well  as  grains,  and  Bot  on  grass  ex- 
clusivelr  at  any  season.  Clover  should 
be  manage<i  so  that  pigs  will  nuways 
hftf  e  it  young  and    tender.

SucceMful  Swine  Raiting. 

The  first  item  of  importaace  is  to  have 
good  pigs  to  start  with.  You  cannot 
make  a  fine  hoR  out  of  a  scrubby  pig. 
Once  a  scrub  always  a  scrub.  Blooded 
hogs  are  a  paying  stock  on  any  farm.  It 
may  cost  a  little  more  to  get  into  pure- 
blo.ded  stock,  but  the  greater  return 
will  certainly  ju-tify  the  outlay.  Choose 
the  breed  you  wish  to  raise  and  stick  to 
it.  If  you  are  raising  fine  Poland- 
Chinas,  they  are  the  hogs  for  you.  If 
'  ou  h»»ve  pure  Durocs  you  certiTinly  have 
1 1  '  u  >  ai  H  cuoui't  afford  to  change 
If  fkm  h«vc  ^.io«l  hogs  kerp  iht?m  g«iod. 
But  the  bfS'  ^  itd  of  a  pig  will  become 
stunted  wiih  negWci  or  abuse.  Treat 
the  motht-r  well  and  keep  her  in  a  condi- 
tion to  furnish  an  abundance  of  milk. 
Care  must  ^.e  taken  in  selecting  the 
mothersof  the  pigs  that  are  to  bring  in 
the  best  prices  Study  each  individual, 
and  when  you  find  one  that  raises  a  large, 
even  litter  of  pigs,  keep  her.  Dqii'i 
count  her  age  She  will  let  you  know 
when  it  is  no  longer  profitable  to  keep 
her. 

One  of  the  greatest  mistakes  a  man 
can  make  is  to  expect  young  sows  to 
furnish  him  the  material  lor  profitable 
swine  breeding.  Immature  animals 
rarely  rear  as  strong  pigs  and  the  litters 
are  never  so  largt  or  even.  The  mother 
should  be  well  fed  and  housed.  She 
should  be  given  goo<l,  dry  quarters  and 
fresh,  pure  water.  Treat  the  mother 
right  and  she  will  look  after  the  pigs 
uatil  a  week  or  so  before  weaning,  al- 
though it  is  well  to  begin  early  to  en- 
courage them  toeut.  so  that  the  weaning 
will  not  be  a  sudden  change  in  their  diet. 
This  the  critic d  stage  of  the  pig's  life. 

Strong,  healthy  pigs  will  not  need  cod- 
dling. All  a  pig  ever  needs,  if  he  is  a 
healthy  pig,  is  plain,  common-sense 
treatment.  Give  him  a  chance  to  exer- 
cise, with  a  variety  of  feed  that  will 
furnish  something  near  a  balanced  ra 
tion,  though  he  will  flourish  upon  feed 
that  misses  this  by  a  number  of  per  cent 
on  the  different  items  Constant  ntten- 
tion  is  the  most  iniportjtnl  requirement 
to  keep  pigs  growing. 

Attention  to  details  is  the  secret  of 
success  in  more  ways  than  Mwine  raising, 
but  nowhere  can  it  be  more  truthfully 
applied.  Nor  are  these  details  obscure 
or  Cc>mplicated.  Anyone  can  rai«e  hogs 
and  make  it  pay.  With  healthy  pigs  to 
turn  into  the  fattening  pens  the  problem 
is  indeed  a  simple  one.  Keep  them  :ii 
good  appetite  by  proper  feed  with  an 
abundance  of  fattening  properties  in 
their  rations  and  it  will  be  but  a  short 
time  until  you  have  a  marketable  ani- 
mal. Deduct  the  amount  of  food  he  has 
consumed  estimate  the  cost  of  produc- 
ing, penning,  Housing  and  pasturing 
him,  and  vou  will  titnl  you  have  a  neat 
little  profit  which  will  encourage  you  to 
renewed  effort"?.  You  will  recognize 
that  you  are  on  the  right  track,  and 
you  will  §ee  wherein  you  oau  improve 
your  methods  and  where  there  are  many 
weak  points. 

One  sea.son  of  fine  hogs  does  not 
make  a  successful  swine  raiser,  nor  make 
a  man  wealthy.  It  is  the  ability  to  do 
a  thing  once  well  done  over  again  that 
makes  the  bank  account  grow  and  lifts 
the  mortgage.  Don't  try  to  raise  hogs 
on  a  larger  scale  than  you  have  accom- 
modations. An  inferior  animal  will  eat 
np  all  the  profit  before  ready  for  market. 


and  a  hog  not  properly  cared  for  is  al- 
ways an  inferior  animal.  Treat  your 
hogs  in  a  common  sense  manner,  and  if 
there  is  anything  in  them  they  will  re- 
spond to  your  benefit. — ^Journal  of  A^  ri- 
culture.

Do  hogs  need   exercise?  is  asked  by  a 
correspondent.     Yes,  at  most    periods  of 
their  lives  they  do,  although  the  tendeu- 
cy  of  modern    breeding    has    all    been  in 
the  direction  of  early  fattening  and  mak- 
I  ing  the  largest  gains  on  the  smiillest  po6- 
sible  amount  of  feed.     The    sucking  pig 
needs  exercise ,or  plethora  and  an  attack 
of  thumps  may  be  expected.      The  time 
when  thumps  are  rao->t  complained  of  is 
when  after   farrowing    time,  there  is  bad 
\veather  that    keeps    the   litter   and  dam 
confined  to  the   pen,    where   the  former 
suck  and  sleep  and  have   no   work  to  do 
to  keep  them  healthy.     In  good  weather, 
with  room  enough  to   run    about    out  of 
di*ors,  the    litter    always    gets    exerci»e 
enough  and  rarely    has    thumps,     firow- 
ing    pigs    ueeil    some  exerci.se    loo,  but 
they  can  be  relied   on    to  take    all    they 
need  if  given  room  enough  and  the  wea- 
ther is  not    too    unfa.orable.       Breeding 
stock  should  always  have  plenty  of  exer- 
cise or    they    will    become   shy   breeders 
and  the  pi^'s  they  have  will  not  be  vigor- 
ous and  they  may    even    become   sterile. 
When  hogs  get  their  growth  and  are  put 
ill  the    yard     for    fattening    is    the  time 
when  they  need  exercise  least.      For  the 
short  time  that  renwiins    before   market- 
ing they    can   Ixjlh    safely    and    advanta- 
geously   be  kept    as   quiet   as   possible. 
The  time  is  too  brief  for    them    to  suffer 
injury  for  want  of  exercise,  and  the  feed 
will  have  a  quicker  eflecl    if  they  do  not 
run  it  off.     The  answer   to   the  question 
should    therefore    l)e   that   hogs   do  need 
exercire,  but  no  particular  pains  need  be 
taken  to  see  that    they  get   it,    except  in 
the  case  of  young  p-gs    in    bad    weather, 
or  in  that  of  breeding  stock  that  has  been 
fattened  for  the  show    ring.     The  latter, 
when  they  reach  home  after   the  shows, 
need   reducing,  not    by    cutting    off  feed 
s<.  much  as  by  exercise  and  in  doing  this 
driving    them    around  the   yard    with    a 
buiigy  whip  for  a  while  eacli  day  is  often 
resorted  to.

Rushing  the  Pigs. 

A  farmer  writes  us  from  Iowa  stating 
that  he  has  a  fine  lot  of  shoats  that  wil 
weigh  UK)  pounds  and  he  is  anxious  to 
feed  them  early  for  the  market,  and  de- 
sires to  know  the  safety  in  using  grow- 
ing corn,  as  he  has  on  band  no  old  corn. 
It  is  his  desire  to  rusii  them,  so  as  to 
get  them  to  the  market  before  the  bulk 
of  the  hogs  start,  believing  that  he  wil) 
get  H  better  price  than  will  be  given 
later,  when  the  general  movement  of  the 
ly^K)  crop  is  under  way. 

Anbwkk.- (ireat  care  Hliould  be  exer- 
cised in  feeding  greeu  corn  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  rush  the  hogs  for  the  mar- 
ket. It  will  require  a  great  deal  of 
vigilai  ce  to  safely  fee<l  green  corn  heav- 
ily, li  is  the  cause  of  much  of  the  de- 
rangemeui  of  the  Htomacb,  followed  by 
(lisease  of  various  character.  A  feeder 
said  not  loug  ago  that  he  would  prefer 
paying  VA\  cents  a  bushel  for  old  corn 
to  feed  his  pigs  sooner  than  croud  them 
with  new  corn-  We  advise  our  friend 
to  use  care  and  great  caution  in  feeding 
this  kind  of  a  ration.  It  sliouM  be  com- 
menced with  very  little  ami  gradually 
increastni  to  a  regular  fee<l  if  used. 


Time  to  Sell  Hogs. 

An  Illinois  farmer  asks  which  is  the 
most  profitable  season  in  which  to  sell 
pork  hogs  as  a  gerenial  thing,  says  the 
"Jersey  Hustler."  It  is  best  to  sell  in 
the  .June  market  or  in  necember.'This  is 
a  ditticult  question  to  answer  satisfacto- 
rily to  the  farmers.  Some  farmers  have 
said  always  to  xell  when  your  hogs  are 
ready.  For,  after  they  have  gotten  fully 
fatteneil  it  is  a  waste  of  feed  to  continue 
feeding,  expectim:  better  markets.  An 
Ohio  farmer  some  time  ago  exhibited  a 
line  of  figures  running  back  a  number  of 
years  and  showed  that  September  early 
in  the  month  had  furnished  the  be.st 
prices  at  which  to  market  hours.  His 
reasoning  for  thi*»  was  that  earlv  in  that 
month  the  great  packing  institutions 
were  preparing  for  winter  market,  and 
were  not  averse  to  having  the  prices  at 
their  l>est  figures  because  there  were  few 
hoes  ready  for  market,  and  they  would 
contract  sales  based  on  the  pri»e><  that 
would  be  filled  later  with  cbeafier  hojrs. 
The  new  crop  ol  corn  had  not  yet  gone 
into  the  hogs  of  the  season  that  wouKI 
commence  coming  in  October  and  dnr- 
the  winter,  that  whenever  every Ixuly 
else  was  ready  to  sell  and  the  hog's  were 
pushin.'  to  market  the  price  would  be 
weighe<l  tlo^^n.  and  the  party  who  was 
ready  to  sell  when  fewer  were  going  to 
market  would  receive  the  best  price*. 
However,  as  we  stated  previously,  this 
matter  of  marketing  has  to  l)e  regulated 
consiilerably  by  the  (Hindition  of  each 
feeder  1  he  man  who, with  his  stuff,  i-* 
trying  to  find  a  market,  nine  times  out 
of  ten  is  a  loser  tberebv. 


One  advantage  in  improving  the  hogs 
on  the  farm  by  breeding  is  that  they  in- 
crease so  rapidly  and  mature  in  so  short 
a  time  that  it  is  cumparativelv  ea.sy  to 
correct  any  mistakes  that  have  been 
made.

Some  Breeding  Points. 

Do  not  wait  until  breeding  time  be- 
fore making  the  selection  of  your  ani- 
mals. Too  many  pentons  put  off  until 
the  last  moment  before  corresponding 
with  breeders  and  making  their  pur- 
chases. Secure  the  boar  early  and  get 
him  accustomed  to  his  new  home.  You 
should  breed  so  as  to  have  the  pigs  far- 
rowed as  near  together,  so  that  they 
will  be  an  even  lot.  They  grow  better 
and  sell  belter  when  they  are  all  about 
the  same  size.  Feed  your  sows  for 
growth  and  not  for  fat,  but  have  them  in 
good  ilesh  at  forrowing  time.  See  that 
they  take  plenty  -if  exercise  and  leed 
them  liberally  on  sloppy  feed,  roots,  mill 
food  and  oats,  but  very  little  corn.  Shorts 
is  one  of  the  best  feeds  thai  can  be  given 
to  pigs  for  growth.  Do  not  have  the 
feed  so  rich  as  she  nears  farrowing  time. 
but  feed  her  liberally  with  a  bran  slop 
mixeil  rather  thin.  After  farrowing, 
when  the  sow  looks  for  feed  give  her  a 
drink  of  lukewarm  water  into  which 
you  have  stirred  a  couple  of  handfuls  of 
bian.  Increase  the  bran  gradually  from 
day  today  until  you  have  her  on  full 
feed  in  a  feed  or  so.  Feed  only  bran  or 
ground  oats  until  the  pigs  begin  to  eat» 
then  gradually  mix  stronger  feed  and 
have  a  small  pen  into  which  the  pigs 
can  creep,  giving  them  a  little  milk 
mixed  with  shorts  and  bran  at  first,  then 
gradually  thicken  with  shorts  and  a  little 
oil  cake.  Give  a  little  oil  cake  before 
farrowing  to  the  sow.  If  bothered  with 
worms  let  th*  m  go  without  their  break- 
fast and  in  the  evening  mix  them  up  a 
nice  supper  of  fresh  milk  and  shorts, 
stirring  in  one-half  teaspoonful  of  tur- 
pentine to  each  pig.  I  do  not  breed 
gilts  for  but  one  litter  the  first  year. 

The  main  thing,  to  be  successful  in 
swme  breeding,  in  after  all,  is  to  alwa>s 
be  a  close  observer,  so  as  to  notice  the 
first  change  of  the  condition  of  the  pigs 
or  hogs,  using  good  judgment  in  remedy- 
ing the  trouble.  In  selhng  pigs  do  not 
send  out  anything  not  in  good  shape 
and  ccndiiion,  but  quote  prices  that  you 
do  not  really  care  whether  they  take 
them  or  not.  If  the  price  is  so  that  yon 
are  anxious  for  them  to  buy  they  are  not 
so  apt  to  buy,  but  when  you  are  indiffei- 
ent  whether  they  buy  or  not  they  are 
sure  to  go.  In  advertising,  after  you 
have  paid  a  high  price  out  for  inquirers 
lio  not  spoil  them  by  writing  a  careless 
letter  in  answer.  Secure  theconfidenct- 
of  the  party  beruuse  of  your  offer  lo  do 
nghi,  and  where  you  are  unknown  to 
him  1  he  letter  is  the  link  between  you. 
It  IS  the  infiueuce  by  which  he  estimates 
you.  If  you  convince  him  that  you 
have  gooti  stuff  of  the  kind  that  he 
wants  anil  at  Us  worth  you  will  get  the 
order.

Hogs  with  scabby  and  sore  hacks  are 
probably  very  lousy.  Wash  with  kero- 
sene emulsion. 

Keep  the  pigs  growing  from  the  time 
they  are  farrowed.  The  first  bun«ired 
pounds  put  on  costs  less  than  the  sec- 
ond, and  the  second  less  than  the  third. 

Kvery  grower  of  hogn  should  take 
pains  to  lay  hv  as  much  .succulent  food 
for  winter  as  possible.  The  hog  thrives 
best  when  he  iias  an  occasional  feed  of 
roots  and  pumpkins.  He  wants  plenty 
of  water  with  his  food,  and  when  it  is 
impossible  to  give  it  in  the  form  of  root 
crops  the  next  best  thing  to  do  is  to 
give  some  well  dampened  clover  hay.

Roots  for  tlogs. 

Much  of  the  mortality  among  swine 
is  due  to  various  ailments  induced  by 
indigestion  ;  often  the  result  of  an  ex- 
clusive corn  diet,  says  a  writer  in  an 
exchange.  Grass,  shorts,  pea  meal,  tur- 
nips, carrots,  mangles,  sugar  bests,  po- 
tatoes, and  artichokes,  are  all  good, 
healthy  articles  of  feed  and  the  more  a 
hog  receives  the  healthier  he  will  be. 

Every  wide-awake  hog  raiser  will  ad- 
mit that  growing  pigs  and  fattening 
hogs  do  very  much  better  on  mixed  feed 
than  on  an  all-corn  diet.  Many  hog 
raisers  are  beginning  to  realize  the  error 
of  feeding  all  corn.  j»nd  are  feeding  arti- 
chokes, turnips,  peas,  potatoes,  etc. 

After  ei^iit  vears  ex,  erience  in  grow- 
ing the  tame  kinds  nf  artichokes,  I  have 
concluded  they  are  by  far  the  cheapest, 
most  healthful  and  mo  t  eas  ly  grown 
h.»g  food  yet  discovered.  .Mv  i8q7  crop 
cost  ie  s  thin  twn  eent*»  |»»»f  hi  u 
On  .\pn>  23,  189!  I  pi «  .  .1  tie!  I  .».  ii 
on  old  wc  giv'Utid,  Without  nM.iUim^, 
and  ohirt-ied  a  yield  of  8S  J  busiieis  per 
acre.  The  iriicboke  is  also  a  sure  rrop 
in  dry  years.  About  the  time  pastures 
fall  in  the  autumn  the  artichoke  patch 
*ill  be  ready  for  the  hogs. 

Artichokes  are  grown  nearly  the  same 
as  potatoes.  They  mav  be  pastured  from 
October  15  to  May  1,  wheie  the  ground 
is  not  lou  wet  nor  frozen  too  hard.  Tam«» 
artichokes  are  very  easily  exterminated 
by  plowing  the  young  plants  under 
when  about  a  fuoL  high.  Or  if  the  patch 
is  sown  to  oats,  when  the  oats  art'  cut. 
the  artichoke  tops  will  also  be  cut,  and 
this  effects  a  complete  extermination. 
I  have  trieil  several  domesticated  or 
tame  sorts  of  artichokes  and  conclude 
that  the  Mammoth  White  French, 
White  Jerusalem  and  Re<l  Jerusalem  va- 
rieties are  the  best. — 6Ubsckib£K.

Pigs  After  ComFcd  Steers. 

The  value  of  the  manure  from  corn-fed 
Bteers  for  pijjB  has  been  the  subject  of  a 
number  of  separate  trials  at  the  Wiscon- 
sin experiment  station.  In  these  trials 
pigs  have  been  allowed  to  run  with 
steers  fed  with  either  on  whole  corn  or 
corn  meal,  the  pigs  receiving  sutticient 
corn  to  satisfy  them  in  addition,  and 
the  results  have  been  compared  with 
those  of  pigs  fed  on  corn  in  pens,  says 
the  "New  York  Farmer." 

In  the  tirst  trial  the  pigs  running  with 

steers  require<l  only  3.4  pounds  of  corn 
jier  pound  ut  grain,  while  those  kept  in 
pens  required  over  five  pounds.  Putting 
It  in  another  way,  a  bushel  of  shelled 
corn  made  11.4  pounds  of  pork  when  fed 
alone  to  hog*,  while  a  bushel  fed  to  hogs 
while  running  with  corn-fed  steers  made 
with  the  help  of  the  droppings  of  the 
steers,  17.<i  pounds  or  ov«'r  one-half 
more. 

In  two  other  trials  pi^rs  following  steers 
feti  on  shede<l  corn  required  less  than 
one  half  as  much  additional  corn  to 
make  a  pound  of  gain  as  pigs  fed  in  a 
pen  by  tlieuiselves,  and  pigs  following 
steers  fed  on  corn  required  somewhat 
less.  In  a  fourth  series  the  hogs  with 
steers  getting  corunieai  lost  rather  than 
gained  by  the  association,  while  hogs 
following  corn-fed  steers  required  verv 
little  extra  fee<l  in  the  hrsi  trial,  and 
none  at  all  in  the  second  to  i-ause  tlit-m 
U>  make  a  gooti  gain.

BLOODED  STOCK 


Ftcding  Pig*  For  Mariici. 

The  farmera  of  ibis  neighborhood 
feed  the  most  of  their  corn  crop  to  hogs. 
Of  coortie,  every  one  is  desirous  of  jfet- 
tinp  as  much  out  of  a  bushel  of  corn 
as  possible.  There  are  several  things 
that  must  be  taken  into  consideration 
to  obtain  the  best  results. 

The  I'olaiui-China  is  most  popular  in 
this  section.  They  will  fatten  at  almost 
at  any  age;  are  gooti  grazers,  fair 
mothers,  are  not  cross  wht-n  they  have 
young  pigs.  The  only  objection  we 
have  to  them  are:  ^1)  They  are  not  very 
firolitic  breeders;  from  four  to  ten  pigs 
at  a  litter,  but  i;euerally  below  eight; 
(LM  they  are  liabl  to  get  to  fat  to  do  well 
in  breeding.  We  generally  bree<l  the 
sows  to  have  pigs  in  Man*h  or  April 
and  in  August  or  September,  so  we  have 
to  bunches  a  year  to  sell,  in  l>ecember 
and  June* 

We  do  not  think  there  Is  much  pro- 
fit in  keeping  hogs  over  H  months  in  age. 
The  pigs  that  came  in  .March  we  try  to 
get  ready  for  market  in  December,  and 
IhoHo  that  come  in  August,  for  the 
June  market  lfonebr(*«<l8  tae  sow  to 
have  pigs  in  the  winter  be  is  liable  to 
lose  pigs  by  cold  weather  unless  he  is 
well  prepared.  If  the  pigs  do  not  freeze 
to  death  they  generally  get  stunted. 
The  sow  is  almost  sure  to  get  feverish 
and  nine  times  out  of  ten  she  will  eat 
her  offspring.  Kspecially  is  this  so  if 
too  much  grain  is  ted.  One  wants  to 
give  plenty  of  milk  Olid  slop,  and  fee<i 
tliat  will  keep  the  bowels  moving  freely. 
Hran  put  in  the  slop  is  very  good  to 
keep    the    bowels    free  an«l  keep    sows 

in  good  condition.  After  the  pigs  come 
they  must  never  stop  growing,  that  is, 
it  you  want  to  fflttkii  n  suocem  of  hog 
raising. 

FKKl>. 

Hogs  should  noi  be  penned  up  all  the 
time.     It  will  do  when  ready   to  fatten, 
to  put  them   in   a    pen.       They   shoultl 
have  Hi'lover.paHture  in    the   spring    to 
graze  upon.     We   did    not    h  ive   clover 
lor  them  until  after  wheat  harvesttas  we 
cut  our  other  clover  for  hay  and    let  the 
Hccontl   crop    grow     up    the    fall   down 
upon  the  ground  as  a  fertilizer.     I'ienty 
ot  running  water  is  very  important,  too. 
They  Rhould    be   slopped    once    a    day, 
upo'njmill  fee<l,l,bran,  shorts,    et^;.      At 
present  we  have  our  hogs,    4i»   head,  on 
a  field  of  cow  j>eas.     We  sowetl  the  j»ea}» 
last  spring  to   plow   under   lliin   fall    for 
wheal.     1  he  bogs   and    our  cows    have 
been  runnin.1  in  the  tield  for  two  weeks 
and  they  have  hardly    made   a  showing 
t»ii   the,jpea»<;j|beHides  ^several    bushels 
been  picked  lor  seeil      We  have   started 
the  plow  in  breaking    up    the    heiil    for 
uheul,  and  il  looii.s  like  a  shame  to  plow 
under  sucti  grand  hog  fee<l.      Our    iiogs 
are     improving    nicely    upon  the    peas. 
J.ar^l  fall  *»e  had  wagon  loatl  after  wagon 
load  of  pumpkins.     We  leil    Ihein    both 
law  and  cooketl  to  the  hogs  to    a   good 
mlvautage,;Aaudjil^did:^noi|  take  .very 
mucU  corn  to    put  them   on    the    mar- 
ket. 

We  wili^  commence  feeding  corn  a« 
soon  as  we  lake  ihe  liogs  off  ui  the  peas. 
We  are  not  bothereit  much  witii  aickuet* 
ill  this  loeality.

they  .'should  not  be  farrowed  later  than 
March.  With  a  good,  warm  house  or 
pen  (as  every  farmer  should  have)  Feb- 
ruary IB  a  better  time;  then  thev  irill 
attain  good  growth  by  the  time  grass 
comes,  when  they  should  be  turned  into 
good  pasture.  Grass  is  essential  to  the 
production  of  good  pork. 

A  good  ration  while  on  grass  is  milk 
and  shorts.  If  milk  cannot  be  had,  mix 
III  water  in  a  thick  slop.  Never  compel 
pigs  to  drink  a  large  quantity  of  water 
togetahttlefood,  but  have' pure  water 
for  them  to  drink  as  thev  need  it.  Pure 
water  is  as  important  as 'good  feed.  A 
little  corn  will  not  hurt  them;  soak  it 
until  the  grain  is  soft,  and  give  them 
only  enough  t«i  keep  them  growing 
thnftilv.  Be  careful  not  to  get  them  • 
fat  while  growing;  the  fat  can  be  put  on 
in  the  fall,  in  a  short  time. 

Plant  sweet  corn  at  intervals,  so  that 
you  will  have  a  supply  at  hand  all  the 
fall  season;  it  will  save  buying  so  much 
shorts,  bran,  ect.  I  know  of  no  «.ther 
way  to  produce  jwrk  cheaper  than  on 
grass  and  sweet  corn.  Sorithum  is  also 
a  good  feed  but  some  grain  "will  have  to 
be  fed  with  it. 

During  the  last  six  or  eight  weeks  l>e- 
tore  marketing  thev  should  have  all  the 
fee<l  thev  will  eat  up  clean;  more  than 
this  onlv  adds  to  the  cost  and  reduces 
the  profit.  No  practice  among  a  large 
class  of  farmers  needs  reforming  more 
than  the  method  of  feeding  hogs.  Thev 
are  shut  up  in  a  amall,  muddy,  rtlth'y 
lot  with  nothing  to  eat  except  what  is 
thrown  to  them,  and  the  farmer  working 
hard  to  raise  corn  to  fee<i  them.  If 
these  farmers  would  give  the  pigi  a 
grass  p'ot  and  let  them  eecuw  a  large 
part  of  their  own  hviog,  thev  would 
produce  healthier,  cheaper  pork.  The 
pig  is  not  lazy,  but  an  excellent  forager. 
The  pig  business,  like  other  business, 
requires  many  years  of  experience  to 
learn  it  thoroughly.  Jas.  W.  Budd.

feeding  Sows  to  Produce  Milk. 

Much  in  said  and  written  about  feed- 
ing cows  so  as  to  pro<luce  much  milk 
It  is  equallv  important  that  the  brood 
sow  shall  be  thus  fed,  if  not  indee<l 
more  so.  The  start  that  the  litter  gets 
in  Hfe  is  absolutely  dependent  at  the 
tirst  on  the  amount  of  milk  that  they 
get  from  the  dam.  The  brood  sow  i-an- 
not  make  bricks  without  straw  any 
more  than  the  Egyptians  could.  .Much 
care  should  be  exercise«l,  therefore,  in 
giving  milk-producing  foods.  Such  are 
most  nitrogenous  foods,  as  for  instance, 
shorts,  wheat  bran,  skim  milk  and  oil 
cake.  Next  to  these  come  oats  and 
peas,  when  they  can  b*'  hatl  at  reason- 
able prices.  Field  roots  also,  as  turnips 
or  mapgles,  are  also  excellent,  but  the 
sow  should  not  be  contined  to  a  ration 
of  these  fcwhen.  suckling  her  young  or 
perhaps  at  any  time,  since  they  are  so 
bulky.  When  thus  fed  a  sow.will  give 
much  more  milk  to  her  young  than  if 
she  is  fed  chieHy  ou  such  food  .as  corn 
or  rye  meal-  However,  it  is  necessary 
also  to  guard  against  undue  emaciation; 
that    is  to  say,  falling  olf  llesh  iu    tht> 


sow.  If  only  nitrogenous  foods  are 
used  this  is  likely  to  follow.  To  prevent 
it  corn,  barley  or  rye  ought  to  be  fed  in 
due  i»ro portion.  The  rreater  the  drain 
upon  the  system  of  the  ^sow  in  thus 
furnishing  milk  the  more  relativelv 
these  c.'trbonaceoaa  foods  should  be  fed.

The»c   ex  peri 
ments    were  made    with    several  of  the 
best  known  bree«ls  ol  hogs  and  exiende<l 
over  a  period  of  three  years,  commenc- 
ing in  1806.     .^n  attack  of  cholera  iuter- 
lered    ser  ously    with    the    1896    experi- 
ments, although    they    furnished    some 
valuable  data.     .Another  experiment  was 
•uccessfully  completed   in    IS97    and  «lu- 
plicaled  in  1K9S.     The  breedti  used  in  the 
experiment  of  I«g6    were    Kcrkshire,  Po 
land  China.    Chester  White,    Duroc  Jer- 
sey. Yorkshire  and    Tamworth,  with  two 
lots  of  cross  bred    Taniw^rths   ou   Y<»rk- 
shires.   using  the  P«dand  China  blood  ou 
the  sire's  aide.

Breeding  Notes. 

With  the  proper  breed  and  the  pro 
per  feed  and  care,  the  grower  for  market 
ought  to  be  able  to  unload  all  his  pigs 
at  eight  months.  Exceptional  care 
will  put  them  in  condition  to  sell  at  six 
or  seven  months. 

The  hog  compelled  to  go  to  bed  hun- 
gry or  thristy  will  lose  his  owner  by 
running  otf  one  or  more  pounds  of 
Weight  while  fretting,  grunting,  squeal 
ing  and  clamoring  for  the  missing  ra^ 
Uoa. 

For  the  last  month  or  six  weeks 
before  selling,  the  swine  should  be  fed 
three  times  a  dav,  and  the  feeding 
should  be  so  timed  that  the  ani  jiais 
will  waik  up  to  the  trough  tuad  demaod 
fewL

BLOODED  STOCK. 


Savin.i^  the  Young  Pig>. 

The  hi^b  mortality  among  young 
pigs.is  sometimes  cliscoii racing*  especial- 
ly to  a  beRinner  who  may  not  be  able 
to  realize  that  at  the  bottom  his  method 
cf  breeding  and  rearing  are  the  direct 
cause  of  the  trouble.  It  is  ofieu  harder 
lo  convince  a  young  breeder  than  an 
old  one  thnt  it  is  possible  to  reduce  the 
mortality  very  materially.  The  cause  of 
h'gh  mortality  invariably  begins  l)efore 
the  birth  of  the  pigs,  and  then  contin- 
ues afterward-,  intensified  and  aggravat- 
ed by  ignorance.  The  feeding  and  man- 
agement of  the  sow  before  farrowing 
time  are  so  important  that  if  this  work 
has  not  been  attended  to  properly  up  lo 
ihe  time  of  the  birth  of  the  pigs,  it 
would  be  impoMible  for  anyone  to  say 
how  many  of  the  litter  may  die.  There 
is,  however,  a  chance  left  yet,  and  if 
good  managemei't  is  accortled  tne  crea- 
tures the  mortality  among  them  may  yet 
be  kept  low.  But  at  besi  it  is  wo: king 
against  the  inherited  tendencies  that 
may  at  any  monieni  assert  themselves. 
In  fact,  the  evil  cannot  be  remedied  ab- 
solutely, even  if  the  sows  have  not  yet 
farrowetl,  but  are  expecte»l  to  in  a  week 
or  two.  The  best  that  can  be  dune 
then  is  to  take  ih«'  animals  off  all  corn 
as  a  diet,  ami  feed  thc-m  plenty  of 
green,  succulent,  cooling  lootl. 

If  the  pigs  have  come,  and  no  precau- 
tion   has     been     taken    while  the  sows 
liave  been  fed    plenty  of  corn  nghi  up 
to  farrowing  time,  they    shouUl    l>e  han- 
dled   with    the    presumption  that    they 
will  be  taken  sick.     Give  them   the  l)e«Jt 
care  possible   in  pleasant   surroundings, 
where    there     is     no    danger    of      cold 
draughts  nor  too   much    heat.      Let  the 
place    be    well    ventilate<l,    comfortable 
and  clean.       Make    the  sows  as  pleased  I 
with    their     surTOundings     as     possible,  i 
Withhold  all     heating     fowls,  but    after 
the  first    day  give  them  all  the  co».liug 
foo<  ■  they  want    t>  eat.       Let   the  diet 
be    made    up  of    milk  slops,  clean  and 
sweet,  and  not  dirty,  sour  mixiun  s,  with 
bran,  middlings  and    green    grass,  chop- 
l>ed    and    mixed    up     with     the    grain. 
Above  all,  the    digestiou    must    be  kept 
gootl  so  long  as  the   pigs  are  kept  nms- 
!«■£,       Constipation    must     be    avoided. 
The  mother  and  pigs  must  be  disturbed 
as  little  as  possible.       Let    them    work 
out  their  own  tuture   uules-  the  mother 
shows  a    tendency     to    injure    the    pigs. 
Tueu  they    must    be   separated   and   the 
latter   handled    with    even    more    care. 

Under  pioper  diet  the  sows  shoiibl  not 
display  any  desire  lo  hurl  iheir  ofTsiiring. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  if  these 
little  pigs  are  weaned  all  right  they  will 
meau  considerable  to  the  owner  in  the 
fall  and  if  they  are  lost  when  young 
they  will  represent    just    so    much  loss.

and  care    of  the   dam   before  it.-^   birth     fort*  the  week  was  up. 


The  foun  latiou  according  to  this  plan 
of  tht  architect  is  laid  largtiy  durinu 
the  first  winter.  It  is  not  only  cnieltv, 
but  improvidence  of  the  worst  kind  io 
compel  the  colt  to  live  wbollv  on 
grass  and  endure  the  hardHhi'p'*  to 
which  the  ye.<rliug  and  two  year-old 
niay  be  exposed  without  material  in 
jury.  The  colt  will  stand  a  great  «ieal 
of  roughing  it  and  thrive  even  with 
the  roughing  provide«l  it  has  jilentv  of 
food  and  of  the  riijht  kind. 

We  woul<l  suggest,  therefore,  that 
the  colts  be  given  a  small  grain  ration 
at  the  after  weaning  and  a  generous 
and  liberal  ration  during  the  winter, 
with  free«lom  from  exposure  to  cohl 
rains  or  storms,  and  above  all  things 
else  have  plenty  of  exercise.  Young 
things  can  not  grow  without  exercise, 
and  to  keen  the  colt  shut  up  in  the 
stable  and  feed  it  all  it  can  eat  is  al- 
most as  bad  in  the  end  as  L'iviug  it 
plentv  of  exercise  without  sufficient 
footl . 

For  draft  purposes,  thi-  public  is  re- 
quiring weiirht,  and  weiirht  can  not 
be  put  profitably  on  the  colt  unless  the 
fouinlation  Inm  l»»'en  prepared  by  a 
goo«l  geneniUH  feed,  jilenty  of  exercise 
and  sunlight  during  the  first  winter. 
The  old  notion  of  wintering  vounj 
colts  in  the  ntalk  tiehl  so  that  thev 
might  hereby  become  hardy  is  about 
us  pure  a  piece  of  nonsense  as  we  have 
ev^  Jl^WiU — Wallace'.-,  Farmer.

If.  in  addition  to  thix,  skim  milk  were 
added,  if  he  is  not  sutistied,  he  is  then 
hoggi.sh  indeed. 

We   wi^h    to    emphasize    this   point, 
for  We  ure  >ati«<tied    that    much    of  the 
sickness  of  swine  at    this   time   of  year 
is  tine  to  a  lack  of  variety  nt  diet.      Do 
not  understand   us    to  say    that  an    all 
ciMii  diet  will  firoduce  cholera.      An    all 
corn  <lift  ]^U\s  the   germ    of  cholera    or 
swine  plague  will    make   lat   graveyards 
or  funeral    pyres   in    «>r  about    the    hog 
pasture,  but  an  all  corn    diet   alone    will 
not  do    it.       It    will,    lu»wever,    produce 
other  di«<ease  so  near   like    the    cholera 
that  it  cau    bm   easily   mistaken   for  it, 
I  and    whether  it     is   mistaken  for  it   or 
not,  it  will  produce  other   discuses   that 
will    kill    about   as  certain  as    the   hog 
j  cholera  iloe-i.      Therefore,    if   your    hogs 
are  no^  healthy,   stop   a   bit    antl    think 
whether  you  are  n«>t  reaping   what    you 
i  sow. — Wallace's  Farmer. 


Cost  of  Hogs. 

On  the  farm  with  reasonably  goo«l 
buildings  and  a  clover  pasture,  the  cost 
of  a  gain  of  a  pound  of  live  weight  on  a 
hogs  up  to  l'>l>  pounds  is  not  very  much 
in  excess  of  J  cents.  To  this  must  be 
adde  I  the  intere>*t  on  the  value  of  the 
brood  sow,  the  cost  of  her  keep,  the 
risix  of  accident.  Ihe'cost  of  ^r.is^.of  the 
care,  etc. 

I'nder, these  circnnisttinces,  the  |»rices 
of  hogs  will  depend  largely  on  the  price 
of  com  an«l.the  freedom  .of  hogs  fr  im 
the  ravages  of  di.seuse.  When  a  partial 
failure, of  the  corn  crop  occurs  ami  ihe 
prices  run  up  :\0  to  40  cents  on  the 
farm,  the  immediate  ell'ect  is  t'  »'rowd 
the'hog  stock  of,  the  ^country  on  the 
marketlaud  depress  tlie^price.  When  a 
Uii;e  portion  of  the  hog  stock  is  wipe<l 
off  by  cholera,  the  immediate  ellect  at 
the , beginning  of  the  disease  is  to 
crowd  the  hogs  on  the  market  and 
depress  I  the  jprice.  and  the  aftereffect 
is  to  enhance  the  price  by  creating  a 
?*!;ircity  in  thu  supply. — Wallace'?* 
Farmer.

This  brings  tiie  total  cosl 
of  the  pigs  lo  |4h.8ii  on  October  1.  when 
they  weighed  200  pounds  each,  and  sold 
them  for  4 '2  celiis  per  pound,  live 
weiyht,  making  the  sum  fSs  received, 
leaving  a  piol'ii  of  of  ;^.^b.20.  This  does 
not  account  for  the  skimnii>k,  which 
could  have  been  otherwise  dis[",osed  of.

One  thing  I  do  ku«>w  anti  that  is  the 
I^uroc-Jersey  breetlers  are  getting  right 
up  in  front  with  the  red  hog,  in  good 
marketable  shspe.  I  will  mention  a  few 
of  the  points  ot  the  prolitable.hog  in 
the  tirst  place  you  should  have  a  good 
full-blooded  sire  to  head  your  herd.  He 
should  have  a  lar^e  heart  girth  to  insure 
a  good  constitution;  verv  broad  between 
the  eyes;  broad  archetl  back,  short  legs 
and  short  toes;  should  stand  well  up  on 
his  feel;  eais  couiing  out  and  tipping 
downward  at  points,  not  ourwards;  a 
good  coat  of  tine  hair,  not  *loo  thin  on 
the  body.  He  should  have  a  good  pe<li- 
gree  with  good  ancestors  to  back  it  up 
and  by  getting  one  that  is.pretty  goo»l 
in  all  these  points  you  have  a  good  hog.

H  good  breeder.  When  buying  hogs, bay 
t>f  some- one  thati  .knows  a  hog  and 
what  points  it  takes  to  make  a  good 
bre*>der,  and  buy  of  souitf  KOod  reipoii- 
aible  bretnltir. 


BLOODED  STOCK 


Hogs  For  UmiUd  Capital. 

After  all  the  talk  about  the  latest 
tnethods  of  ftirminf;,  and  the  necessity 
of  keepinar  up  to-date,  there  are  many 
yount;  farmers  who  would  like  to  do  all 
thin,  but  they  lack  the  necessary  capita) 
to  hetfin  with.  I  have  been  particularly 
struck  with  thi««  in  hog  raising.  When 
a  young  man  starts  in  be  has  only  a 
small  amount  of  capital  and  he'^bas  to 
struggle  along  the  best  be  can.  It  is 
abHurd  to  tell  him  that  he  should  adopt 
all  the  latest  improvements  and  breeds 
and  conduct  a  fir^t  class  farm  for  raising 
swiue.  He  dues  not  have  the  capital  in 
the  tirst  place,  and  he  must  do  things 
that  he  knows  are  not  the  most  approv- 
ed. The  way  that  some  of  these  young 
farmers  struggle  along  and.  gradually 
build  up  a  good  business  and  add  to 
their  income  and  capital  would  make 
vtry  interesting  reading  for  the  more 
slothful  if  it  could  be  written  out. 
Think  of  starting  out  with  half  a  dozei, 
pigs,  a  few  acres  ami  a  mortgaged  home 
and  in  ten  years  be  the  happy  possesser 
of  100acre«i,  200  head  of  hogs  and  a 
pleasant  home  with  no  debt  on  it.  That 
IS  whni  one  young  man  accomplished  in 
this  State,  and  to-day  he  says  that  he 
made  his  success  in  hogs. 

lie  realize*!  that  he  had  to  economize 
in  every  way  pcssible,  and  while  read- 
ing all  that  was  printed  about  high 
grade  stock  and  scientific  methods  of 
fee<iing,  he  knew  that  he  could  not  go 
and  imitate  it  He  did  not  have  the 
money  to  buy  the  stock  with  or  to  get 
the  fe'etl  But  he  had  trood  health,  a 
few  hugs  and  a  chance.  So  he  pro- 
ceetled  to  rai!*e  grass,  corn,  milk  and 
hogs.  From  these  four  products  of  the 
farm  he  made  a  living  and  saved  up 
something  every  year  except  the  first. 
That  was  the  hardest  time  of  all  because 
the  land  was  run  down  and  poor,  ami 
the  grass  did  not  grow^well.  He  see<l- 
etlitover  the  next  year,  raised  more 
clover  and  timothy  than  had  ever  been 
raised  there  before,  permitted  the  hogs 
lo  teed  on  it  only  to.  a  i;  linn  ted  extent, 
fearing  lest  tiey  should,  destroy  «he 
youn^' t^rafS  roots.  In  two  seasons  he 
had  convertt'ljhe  .poor  grusa  pasture 
iuio  good  yrass  fields  where  his  hog- 
could  feed.  -A tier  getting  the  gras^ 
field  into  fine  ttoudition  he  secured  some 
atljucent  JautI  on  lease  tor  corn.  He 
pioweil  Htul  lertilize<l  this  until  he  had 
lucreaMetl  his  tlei>t,  and  then  he  rai^ed 
such  a  crop  ol  corn  that  he  felt  justified 
in  luereasing  I  lie  number  of  his  hog*. 
With  grass  and  corn  fiourisliiug*he  was 
prepiireii  lo  add  cows  to  his  stock,  and 
witugoud.sknu  milk  to  weau  the  young 
pigs  he  soon  luuud  no  difficulty  in  in 
creasiug  his  herd.  Hetlid  all  the  work 
himarli,  and  never  thought  of  hiring  a 
man  even  iu  he  busksl  season  nntil  the 
fourth  year  of  his  farmiug.  Then*  he 
had  so  ta  snrceeded  and  demonstrated 
to  himselt  than  iie  was  on  the  right 
track,  mat  he  hired  a  man  during  the 
rusn  season,  i  wo  years  later  he  mar 
ried  and  ever  .-^ince  he  has  steadily  a«l- 
de<l  year  b>  ;.ear  to  his  income.'  Hi> 
theory  of  -.Ufces'^  is  based  upon  h.iid 
an.i  iniHlligeiil  worn  applitnl  to  the 
rai><ing  of  grass,  corn,  inilk  and  hog<<.

It  is  true 
many  imagine  they  cannot  aflbrd  one 
at  the  "exhorbitant  price"  askeil,  hut 
they  are  worth  more  to  a  farmer  with 
ten  head  of  cows  and  KM)  acres  of  land 
than  a  reaper,  threshing  machine  <»r 
some  other  high-priced  iinpletiient  used 
on  the  farm.  They  never  wear  out  ,if 
properly  handle«l,  and  a  child  can  han- 
dle thpui.  They  inerease  the  value  ol 
the  bi-pro<luct — their  use  insures  you 
gootl  feeding  value  from  the  skim-milk. 
It  cheapens  the  cost  of  milk  hanling  to 
the  cream  separator  station  and  it  pre- 
vents the  waste  ami  leaks  anting  Irum 
heat,  leaky  milk  cans, delays  at  stations 
and  heavy  loaJs.  We  are  glad  tO  sec 
and  know  of  so  many  larmers  iomiiik! 
to  that  point  where  they  see  the  value 
of  owning  a  separator,  and  hope  that 
thty  are  buying  the  kind  that  sepa»ates 
the  cream  from  the  milk.  The  iihluction 


I  of  the  separator,  we  believe,  in  this 
State,  has  only  begun,  and  we  hope  our 
tanner  and  dairy  readers  will  heetl  our 
advice  antl  buy  only  those  of  merit. 
Don't  allow  y«)ur.self  to  be  "bumfoozled" 
into  buying  a  gold  brick.

Letter  Prom  ia*Begliincr. 

EnCTOR    Bl.OODKD  SnM.'K. 

I  Hill  bet^iuuia^  to  feel |h Disinterest  in 
your  paper  an  I  am  a  swiae  breeiler  jaud 
after  the  leaders  iu  the  business-  I  am 
only  a  junior  iii  the  business,  having 
but  three  years  experience,  so  1  wili 
adtlres-i  thin  to  my  jtinior  brother.  We 
have  to  breed  bel««re  we  feed.  "  1  wili 
tirst  treat  on  the  choice  and  care  of  the 
male.  In  choosing  a  male  I  want  a  hog 
with  a  long  back,  round  botly,  with  full 
flank  and  lieuvy  back  over. the  kidneys, 
short  legs,  short  liea<l  and  as  wide  be 
tween  the  eyes  us  1  can  get  him,  with 
very  prominent  quarters. 

The  male  should  not  be  shut  up  in  too 
(•mail  a  pen  lleshould  have  a  good, 
warm,  dry  house  to  sleep  in, with  a  yard 
about  150  yards  square,  where  he  can 
jump  around  and  keep  liis  joints  in  good 
play.  His  trough  should  not  be  in  his 
sleeping  quarters.  The  male  should  not 
be  allowed  to  run  with  the  sows  at  any 
lime,  but  they  should  be  ullowetl  to  get 
to  his  peu  where  they  can  have  a  con- 
versation whenever  it  suits  them,  which 
you  will  find  very  proHtable  if  you  wit.li 
to  raise  two  crops  of  pigs  per  year.  If 
you  are  a  poor  man  and  your  feeil  sup- 
ply is  short  I  wouhl  recommend  the 
Berkshire  for  a  male  and  the  Berkshire 
or  hNsex  for  sows.  The  Berkshire  is 
one  of  the  finest  milkers,  bui  when  yon 
want  to  fatten  them  after  having  bre<l 
them  lor  some  time,  you  cannot  get 
itiem  as  smooth  underneath  as  you  can 
the  Kssex,  while  they,  too,  are  gooil 
sucklers  they  never  get  out  of  shape  so 
MS  to  remain  8t>  when  dry.  But  if  you 
a»-e  a  man  of  money  or.owu  a  farm  you 
mightdo  well  with  the  Chester  or  Poland 
China  for  sows  aud  the  Berkshire  lor  a 
male,  that  is  if  you  are  breeding  for 
pork  or  for  pigs  to  sell  for  feeders,  but 
if  you  are  breeding  for  thoroughbreds 
the  Chester  aud  I'olands  are  the  rich 
man's  hogs  and  the  Berkshire  and  Ks- 
sex for  the  poor  man.  1  find  that  the 
Kssex  will, raise.a, belter  i  percentage  of 
the  pigs  farrowed  than  any  other  stock 
that  1  haveownetl,  they  being  so  kind 
and  gentle.  I  have  eighty-eight  head 
on  hanti,  siiui  1  have  sows  carrying  nine 
or  ten  pi^s  that  will  stand  up  and  hang 
their  feet  over  the  pen  and  watch  me 
while  I  feet!  the  rest  ami  never  say  a 
word,  butj  waiti'patieuMy  uatiil'jX  get 
around  to  them. 

I  am  a  poor  man  and  am  hauling  slop 
from  a  hotel  in  Washington.  1  tind  ho- 
tel feed  alrght/in'sunimer  but, very  dan- 
gerous in  Winter,  as  there  is  too  much 
meal  in  it  ami  meat  will  give  young 
hogs  the  measles.  J  have  only  grade 
stock— ].  4,1^1  ^  I  have  tirst'.  sought 
hardiness,  then  tine  intlividuality.  1 
have  lifteen  breeding  sows  and  have 
sold  5<l'.U.rHl, worth  this  year.  1  am  seli- 
inglJMgs  to. from  |J.;i5,tt^».!|'*..tH»  per  head 
Ht  eight  and  ten  weeks  t»ld.  1  had  nine 
«ows|t«j|bring  in  ninety-one  pigs  this 
Spring  and  are  bringing  twelve,  thirteen 
Hiul  fourteen  as  second  (litters. 

1  have  one  grade  of  Chesters  that  has 
never,rai8etl^nie;butj.fourjpig8  at  one 
time  aud  .hisihad  four.  Iitleri,.the  last 
time, having  only  three, ;8o.8he  .goes  by 
wrviofthe.meat  barrel  ihis  winter.  My 
most  hardv  stock  is  across  l>et**een  the 
I'oland  untl.Berkshire,  but  thoroiigh- 
bredsjon  hatn.sitles,  and  are  the  be»l  in 
dividuals  1  have. 

I  have  produced  U>7  pigs  thislfall  from 
fifteen  s<»\\s  and  have  live  to  farrt»w  yet, 
antl  have  tliree  that  have  only  been 
bred  >*rt*ie  (ttve    wern     giltd^  uo  1    don't 


teel  diacourag  d.  One  male  is  the  sire  I 
of  them  all,  except  one  litter  of  thirteen, 
but  he  is  a  three-quarter  bred  hog  of  my 
ideal.  I  l>egan  using  him  at  seven 
months  old.  He  is  now  seventeen 
months  old  and  will  weigh  400  pounds. 
I  do  not  know  much  about  leetling  but 
a  slop-fed  hog  must  have  bis  drink  after 
ealing  aud  it  should  be  cleau.  ;;fresh 
water.  I  do  not  indorse  green  rye  for 
pasture  in  Spring,  as  1  had  a  lot  ol  pigs 
lo  lose  their  ears  by  feeding  on  green 
rye  when  ii  was  about  six  inches  tall 
Kve  might  be  alright  in  fall  but  1  prefer 
clover  to  anything  else.  I  am  boiling 
small  potatoes  and  mixing  with  bran, 
which  IS  an  excellent  fee<l  for  pigs  at  six 
and  seven  weeks  old.  1  never  wean  my 
pigs  under  eight  weeks  old,  as  it  woul«l 
hurt  my  busiuesF,  I  have  turned  cus- 
tomers away  when  my  pigs  were  seven 
weeks  old  biit  they  did  not  fail  to  come 
l)ack  later  *  Lkk  Norkis.

Different  Types  of  Hogs. 

There  is  valual)le  information  for  the 
hog  raiser  in  the  following  (  xtract  Irom 
the  National  Trovisioner: 

While  the  stock  grower  is  puzzling^his 
heati  as  to  the  best  hog  for  commercial 
purposes,  the  packer  is  perfecting  the 
scheme  of  prtHiucing  the  best  possible 
p.ece  of  marketing  bacon.  Science  some- 
times gets  ahead  of  trade  au<l  causes  the 
extremist  to  overlook  the  general  mar- 
ket in  his  pursuit  of  a  fruitless  article. 
A  perfect  breakfast  how  i(  not  neces- 
sarily a  perfect  hog  for  general  domestic 
purposes  for  even  a  very  large  number 
of  customers.  Consumers,  when  grouped 
into  classes,  ditl'er  widely  in  the  charac- 
ter of  hog  product  they  desire.  The  con- 
nois.seur  undobtedly  goes  for  a  ♦'shraky 
fat"  thin  slab  of  well  cured  crisp  bacon. 
The  farmer,  especially  the  farmer  of  the 
south,  desires  a  thick  "fat  aod  lean" 
hunk  of  bacon,  and  a  ham,  wliich,  how- 
ever, is  not  too  lean.  There  are  seven 
million  negroes  in  the  southern  .-States, 
and  most  of  these  boil  their  bacon  and 
greens,  whether  on  the  farms  or  in  the 
ciiies  and  towns.  More  than  half  of  the 
white  families  in  Dixie  do  the  same  thing 
The  grease  of  the  meat  flavors  the  pot- 
tage They  es<-hew  the  lean  strip,  or 
the  thin  sitle  ot  <lrv  salt  because  of  its 
poverty  of  grease   for    'bilin*  collards  " 

Under  these  conditions  the  ideal  ba- 
con hog  is  unlit  for  such  a  tratle.  Any- 
one who  is  familiar  with  the  farmer's 
tliet  aiul  his  culinary  methods  will  read- 
il>  understantl  why  the  rural  southerner 
in  his  predilecti'iii  for  grease  always  has 
a  lemming  to  the  nnwieltlv  Ohio  Improv- 
etl  Chester,  antl  the  puffy  I'oland  China. 
He  will  also  understantl  why  big  lat 
Tennessee  drover  hogs  sell  in  the  south 
more  na.iily  than  the  smaller*  ideal 
Berkshire,  Chester  or  Tain  worth 
pigs.

Many  fartnert*.this  'year  make  the 
usual  complaints  of  bad  luck  with  their 
brood  sows,  s  nail  litters,  coming  weak, 
perhaps  hairless,  without  anv  life  or 
energy,  dyini;  when  from  one  to  two 
weeks  old,  and  if  they  live^an)  grow 
to  maturity  it  is  the  old  story  of  too 
fine  in  the  bone,  too  chuffy  acd  too  lia- 
ble to  disease  The  first  .theyiattrSbute 
to    bad  luck  '  and     the    second    to    the 

**breed  running  out."  Many  farmers 
propose  to  remedy  the  first  bv  trusting 
to  better  luck  next  time,  and  the  second 
by  buvin  j;  coarse-b  >ned  hogs  or  chang- 
ing breeds.  Faith  iu  luck  has  no  war- 
rant in  Scripture,  common  seuse,  or  ex- 
perience. Changing  the  breed  or  buy- 
ing a  coarse-boned  hog  of  the  same 
breed  will  remedy  matters  for  a  little, 
but  only  for  a  little. 

T':e  real   trouble  is   that   farmers  ex 
pect  miracles  and  expect    the  brood  <'ow 
to   work     them,     and     feel    particularly 
sorry  because   this  sort  of  miracle  does 
not  occur  often  enough    when  hogs  are 
selling    around    five^ceuts    per    pouud. 
The  miracle  that  they  expect   is  fur  the 
brood  sow  to  produce  he  illhv,  vigorous,  ( 
thrifty  pigs  without   the    material  which  i 
nature    foreordained;  shall   be   used    for 
that  purpose.     As  we  have  do  often  said,  I 
the  pi.;  when  born  is. not  a    mass  of  fat, 
but  is  mostly   water;  the    rest    is    gristle, 
bone  and  immature  muscles,   and   these  • 
last   cannot    l>e    provided    except    from 
flesh  forming  material,  and  the  trouble  is  ' 
that  he  has  not  suoplied  the    brofKl  s.)W  | 
with  sufficient  of  that  material. 

With  tut  discussing  the  philosophy  of 
it  further,  we  make  a  suggestion,  aud 
we  ure  quite  sur  that  if  our  readers 
who  have  beeujcomplaining  *of  bad  luck 
at  forrowing  time,  lightness  of  bone, 
small  litters,  liahiliiy; to,  disease  and  all 
that,  will  follow  if  they  will  have  less  i 
reason  to  complain  in  th.-*  future. 

As  soon  as  the  pigs  are  weanetl  this 
year,  go  through  vour  herd,  select  out  of 
your  mature  brood  sows  those  that  have 
length,  brea'lth  and  .thickness  'and  that  i 
suckle  down  ihiti  on'  full  /eed;  in  other  ' 
words,  good  milkers.  There  is  a  very  , 
close  connection  between  a  large  yield  of 
milk  and  larg<^  litters,  an  1  the  sow  with 
the  largest  litter  -is  .almost  certain  to 
have  the  right  form  and  be  a  good 
milker.  Then  go  through  the  gilts^and 
select  from  these  those  thati  have'  the 
beht  form  and  are  from  the  largest  and 
even  est  litters.  Reject  all  that  are  just 
t'x>  sweet  for  anvth  ng,  mer«*  gobs  of  ft. 
Puttlie*ejn  the  fattening  pen.  Turn 
th  me  -eleciel  out  on  go<Ml  pasture  an>l 
fatten  all  the  rest.  If  p  -ssible,  feed  your 
gilts  Urgely  on  .oats,  adding  corn  as  the 
weather  grows  colder,  and  do  not  he 
afraid  to  let  them  grow  Cut  on  oats  or 
oats  and  corn,  half  and  half  A  young 
sow  needs  to  have  a  good  amount  ol 
fat  on  her  ribs,  and  being  active  there 
is  n  t  much  danger  of  her  overlaying 
pigs. 

The  old  so  va  require  diflerent  treat- 
ment. They  are  just  an  well  without 
any  grain  at  all  provided  they  have  go/d 
pasture,  but  before  farrowing  time  feed 
oats  and  corn  and  have  them  gaining  in 
strength'  and.  vigor  and  tle-h,  they 
should  also  be.in  good  thrift  and, gaining 
at  mating'tiine. 

Be  careful  in  s.'lectin  j  a  mate.  Money 
that  in  ecanomised, in  buying  a^^lx>ar  in 
the  .'all  of  the,  year  ;i  •  geueralK*monev 
wasted— saviug  at   the   spigot   and  leak  - ; 


in    through  the  bunghole. 

Do  not  let  these  bro^d  sows  follow 
rattle  that  are  on  a  full  feed  of  corn. 
It  will  not  harm  them  to  follow  after 
dairy  cows  that  are  fed  a  dairy  ration. 
Give  them  corn  and  oats  during  the 
winter,  and  f  you  have  alfalfa  hay,  or 
if  you  will  cut  and  cure  some  second 
crop  clover  bay  especially  for  the  hogs, 
you  will  find  it  exceedii  gly  helpflil  and 
profitable. 

Farmers  often  talk  to  us  on  this^'snb- 
ject  Ti.ey  admit  the  correctnesss  of 
our  teachingH,  admit  that  their  practice 
is  all  wrong,  but  excuse  themselves  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  so  easy;  to  throw 
corn  to  the  hogs  and  so  much  trouble  to 
do  anything  else  that  they  cnn  afford 
to  stand  the  looses  consequent  to  their 
methods.  Well,  if  they  can  stand  it  we 
can.  They  must  not  expect,  however, 
the  blood  sow  ti>  work  a  nnracle. 

Wh  met  a  young  fanner  the  other 
day  who  had  admirable  luck,  as  he 
call*d  it;  much  b-rtter  luck  than  some 
of  our  subscribers.  He  had  fed  his 
hogs  corn.  ha»l  fine  litters,  and  we  in- 
quired: "What  else  did  you  feed  them.'" 
"Oh,  I  gave  them  plenty  of  milk." 
Whv.  of  course  man,  if  you  have  plent\ 
of  skim  milk,  either  tioiii  the  creamery 
or  anything  else,  provided  it  is  not  too 
(iiour,  and  give  your  brood  sows  all  they 
wani  of  that,  you  can  feed  corn  without 
anv  fear  of  bad  results  following.  Wh\? 
Mecause  in  t*'o  milk  you  are  g<ving 
flesh  {jTU  ers,  the  material  for  ihe  pig 
factory  It  is  not  so  much  the  kind  of 
feed  you  vise  as  iht  balauce.  There  is 
nothing  better  for  pigs,  even  broOf' 
sows,  than  corn,  prov  ded  it  is  not  made 
the  whole  feed;  that  s,  provided  it  i 
properly  balanced. 

For  f.siteniug  hogs  there  is  no  fee«i  so 
cheap  or  so  well  adapted  to  the  purpose 
as  corn  in  any  of  its  lorms.  The  man 
who  feeds  ranch  oats  to  his  hogs  tht 
last  two  months  of  feeding  is  foolish, 
and  the  man  who  feeds  his  brood  sows 
without  milk,  oats  or  clover  hay,  on 
com  alone,  or  who  makes  the  corn  the 
exclusive  feed  for  his  young  \  igs  the 
first  two  months,  is  equally  foolish  You 
<*an  fet<l  corn  in  considerable  amounts  to 
broo«l  sows  Hn<l  pigs  on  goo<i  clover  pas- 
ture, or  any  kind  of  pasture,  or  if  you 
feed  It  with  oats,  or  if  you  feed  ii  with 
skim  milk,  for  ihe  reason  that  all  ol 
thee  are  either  albumino  s  or  fairh 
b.ilanced  foods  and  wit  I  balance  up  your 
corn.  Bear  in  mind  that  a  balanced  ra 
tion  is  not  a  t  eory  of  the  agricultural 
papers,  or  of  the  experiment  stations,  or 
the  agricultural  ct)lleges,  but  is  a  law  ol 
nature's  '^rdination,  older  than  Moses 
older  than  the  firm  >ou!idatioiis  of  tin 
earth,  h  law  tliil  ran  ii  it  be  v  olale' 
with  impunity  aud  *ith'>ul  the  inflictioi 
of  the  proper  pena'ty,  namely— weak 
pig«  ancl  few  of  tiiem.

Bran  as  Pig  Peed. 

We  reail  wiih  coubideroble  interest  Mr. 
lUirkett's  article  on  "Feeding  bran  to 
j)i^s,"  in  Ohio  Fanner.  ISo  far  as  we  are 
informed  ii  is  the  most  complete  experi- 
ment yet  made  in  that  direction»  and 
points  out  plainly  to  the  dairyman  that 
his  u*.auner  of  feeding  pigs  in  connec- 
tion wiih  ihe  dairy  has  not  been  the 
most  profitable  cue.  However,  from  a 
farmer's  standpoint,  we  can  hardly  agree 
with  the  gentleman's  ooncluHions,  that 
bran  is  entirely  undesirable  and  unsuit- 
able for  pig  feeding. 

We  have  never  championed  it  as  a  de- 
sirable pig  feed,  fed  al  one,  nor  would  we 
feed  it  to  pigs  in  connection  with  corn 
meal,  nor  would  we  feed  u  alone  in  con- 
nection with  skim-milk  or  whey. 
Where  these  lattei  aie  abundHUt  its  es 
seDlial  and  valuable  propetlies  are  not 
neetled.  Corn  meal  would  bt-  a  much 
better  adc.itiun.  In  our  own  p"  (»?eding, 
we  have  not  made  comp''.--«HH  with 
other  feeds,  but  judge  fron-  n-^ilts  ob 
tained  as  regards  the  thrift  md  lu-alth  of 
ihe  pigs. 

Dairy  wastes  cut  a  small  fivure  as  pig 
feed  on  this  farm,  hence  we  Uiust  cast 
.ibout  for  some  nitrogenous  i"od  io  take 
their  pi. ice  and  balance  co!i>.  lb*:  main 
staiidbv,  but  iht'  pig  must  dt»  iln?  >/.rind- 
ing  Middlings,  rilher  browi*  r  white, 
or  both  mixed,  a'e  not  le'sii.ible  for 
slop*  on  af'count  of  their  p.isi\,  sticky 
nature.

Expert  I Evtdencc^on  Weaning  Pigs. 

I  am  aware  that  there  is  a  great  diflTer- 
ence  of  opinicn  in  regard  to  age  that 
young  pig<  shouhl  be  allowed  to  remain 
with  their  dam,  writes  J.  F,  Breihour  in 
Farmer's  Advocate.  I  have  no  fixed 
rule,  as  I  am  guule<l  largely  by  the  way 
in  which  the  >onii(^  pigs  are  thriving.  I 
have  frequently  noticed  that  the  milk  of 
the  dam  does  not  agree  »*ith  the  young 
pig^^,  causing  excessive  diarrhoea,  and  in 
this  case  we  weoi  the  pigs  al  six  weeks, 
but  as  a  geii<.'ral  rule  I  have  found  better 
results  by*  allowing  the  pigs  to  remain 
with  t  e  dam  until  eight  weeks  old.  A 
gr»*al  mail y, young*  p:gs  ate  injured  by 
feeili.tg  the  sow  loo  liberally  upon 
sir  :r.g,  rich  foo<l,  and  not  having  much 
exercise  in  the  open  air.  I  would  ntrong- 
ly  reconiiiiend  moderate  exercise,  with 
plenty  of  fresh  air,  which  is  (juite  as  es 
senlial  as  pure  food.  Alter  the  young 
pigs  are  leu  days  old  the  sow  sboiil  1  be 
fed  liberally  upon  bran  and  finely  ground 
oals,  with  the  addition  i  f  a  small  qiiiiii- 
tity  of  ground  peas  or  corn,  but  great 
care  should  be  laker,  that  the  sow 
should  not  receive  much  grain  for  about 
len  days  after  farrowing.  Many  yo  iiig 
pigs  are  so  seriously  injured  during  this 
period  that  tkey  never  recover. 


Don't  eniptv  meat  brine  where  hogs 
can  get  at  it;  it  may  kill  some  of  the 
be.">-t  pigs.

Some  Things  I    find  in  Breeding  Pure  Bloo  4 
Swine. 

What  I  shall  say  in  this  article  will  be 
as  I  see  it,  so  if  any  reader  fiinis  ihingi? 
diflferent  or  differs  with  me  on  any  one 
point  contained  herein,  he  is  at  liberty 
to  dosot  and  if  he  ao  desires  can  say  as 
much  through  the  columns  of  the 
Farmer,  or  by  personal  letter,  which  I 
would  be  pleased  to  answer.  I  have  lit- 
tle faith  in  the  success  of  a  breeder  who 
has  not  opinions  of  his  own,  differ 
though  they  uiay  from  those  of  his 
neighbors  or  fellow  l>reeders.  These 
opinions  shou'd  be  made  on  general 
principles  and  acquired  by  reading,  ob- 
servation^and  practice,  with  dee  charity 
toward  the  cpinions  ol  others,  to  uc  sure. 

First,  I*  findnthat  to  the  beginuiog 
breeder  the  selection  of  a  breed  is  a 
small  matter.  On  a  j^eneral  aveiage  of 
desireil  points  there  is  so  little  to  recom- 
mend one  bree<l  over  another.  Some  are 
better  in  one  point,  others  excel  at  an- 
other. All  are  good,  c'se  they  would 
cease  to  be  bred  So  select  that  breed 
in  which  you  can  take  the  most  pride 
and  to  which  vou  can  give  the  most 
time  and  attention. 

I  find  that.we'have  trouble  in  getting 
prices  for  our  stuff  to  compensate  us  for 
the  extra  timet  feed  and  care  given  and 
expense  incurred  by  a  breeder  ol  pure 
stock.  Especially  is  this  true  of  one's 
neighbors,  who  cannot  see,  as  a  rule, 
why  they  are  asked  515  for  a  pig,  when 
ihey  must  feed  theirs  up  to  six  or  eight 
months  of  age  and  then  take  less  than 
one-half  that  amount.  They  must  be 
educated  to.see  that  this  must  necessa- 
rilv  be  as  ir  is.  For  my  part  I  think 
that  there  arc  two  extremes  in  this  mat- 
ter of  prices,  as  in  most  other  things. 
The  farmer  whojexpects  to  get  a  pig  lor 
$5  from  a  breeder  who  keeps  his  herd 
up  in  >jood  ahape^in  every. particular  is 
alone  extreme,  while  the  breeder  who 
asks  $50  f  Jr  his  pigs  is  at  the  other. 
Perhaps  a  middle  point  between  these 
two  would  be  nearer, rightilhan  either. 
A  price  which  the  buyer  could  afford  to 
give  and  one  which  the  breeder  could 
afford  to  take  and  yet  make  a  neat 
profit  on   all^  inve,ted|iwould^  l>c  about 

right.  ..  , 

I  find  that  there  are  some  dishonest 
buyers,  as^well  ias  |dishonest  breeders, 
although  Tarn  pleased  to  say  that  I  have 
found  lew  of  either  in  my  dealings  with 
ihem.  Hut  there  arc. a.  class  of  farmer* 
who  are  not  informetl  on  the.merits  of 
the  different  brce«U.  but  who, have  a 
single  tvpe  by  which  to  measure  the 
animals'  purcuasedjnnd  if  thcapig  does 
not  fill  that  type  he  is  pronounced  a 
"licriib  '  He  iSiUnlair,  perhaps  without 
lUlendiug  I"  be  »o.  Then  there  are 
others  wiioexpe'ct>'pig.whenMt  arrives, 
after  be.ng.crcated  trom  24  10  30  hours, 
or  periiapsjouger.lio  be  ..a.  nice,  |jlunip, 
active  little  fellow,  a^vcry  picture;  it  .the 
leasi  bit  siiff,  lank  or  coaise,  it  is  pui 
down  as  a.cheat.^riiere.are'otherM,  aifev.

chlorine  in  salt  H  an  iini>ortant  part  of 
thv  gantrii- juice  that  [lerforins  such  an 
iinporlant  function  in  the  work  of  diges- 
tion, and  it  is  also  found  in  the  blood 
and  innscle*.  The  sodinin  in  salt  is  a 
conslittient  of  the  bile,  and  is  found  in 
tlie  bloo<l  as  phosphate  of  sodiuni.  Salt 
is  not  essentitil  to  plant  life,  but  in  to 
animal  life.  Suit  is  m  itmic,  and  also  a 
{lowerful  veriiiifnwre.  and  slock  deprived 
«»fit  ix  almost  sure  to  be  troubled  with 
intestinal  wonns  of  varioiiK  kinds.  In 
the  lioir  |»asture  it  is  well  to  spa<le  in  a 
peck  of  salt,  when  the  hons  will  ge*  it 
mixed  with  soil,  which  is  often  v<»ry 
beneficial.  Itiit  if  hogs  have  been  de- 
priveil  of  salt  give  it  Io  them  in  limited 
«]naii title-  at  first-

U  bile  the  gen- 
tleman deserves  attention  whenever  he 
discuss'-s  matters  pertainiiiir  to  swine, 
we  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  his 
experience  has  been  exceptional  in  re- 
L'ard  to  jealousies.  We  have  been  in 
close  relation  with  breeders  for  nearly 
twenty  yearsand  in  a  position  to  ob- 
serve all  (diases  of  their  cliaract**r  and 
it  IS  the  liesi  of  onr  belief  that  but  few 
callings  ean  be  named  in  which  mutual 
inlerchan);e  of  friendly  courtesies  iti 
more  common.  In  fact  it  is  due  more 
largely  to  sympathy  with  each  other's 
elhtrts  that  their  success  has  been  so 
phenomenal.  The  rivalry  has  l>een 
sharp  aiul  aggressive,  and  it  may  be 
that  our  frieii«i  has  mis  interpreted  riv- 
alry for  jealousy.  However  that  may 
be  we  I'annot  lliid  any  symittoiii>  of  re- 
tanliiig  jealousy  in  the  ranks  ol  present 
day  breeders,  nor  could  that  leeling 
well  exist.  .All  are  ulad  to  welcome  any 
evidiMices  of  prt»irress.  and  the  names 
most  revered  in  bree  ling  circles  to-day 
are  tho.se  of  the  men  whose  snccess  is 
or  ha- been  most  phenomenal.

Id  the  forceful  and  aggressive  look  arid 
action    of  Ihe    ram  ;  iu    the    heavy,  or 
rather  strong  Hat    bone,   stocky    Iranie, 
deep  chests,  good  shoulder-,    and    loins, 
well  set  out  pins  and  confident,  sturdy 
movement.     The  structure  of  the  ram's 
anatomy  gives  him  a  roll   in  the   front 
gait  by  reason  of  the  spreading    out  of 
the  chest.

Blood  Eo  s+ocr: 


Buyfng  New  Blood. 

•Many  farmers  every  year  buy  new 
blood  by  the  way  of  a  boar  from  aoine 
breeder  to  eroas  on  their  bows  tor  the 
coining  pig  crop.  Again  others  will  buv 
80W8.  No  fanner  should  ever  once 
think  of  using  a  Hcrub  boar.  The  best 
of  hogs  makes  our  protita  email  enough 
at  selling  lime. 

You  often  hear  farmers  sav,  "1  want 
to  get  a  boar  this  year,  but  can't  atford 
It,"  when  the  truth  is  you  can't  atford 
not  to.  Ix>ok  around  you  iu  any  neigh- 
borhood and  the  farmer  who  goes  into 
reasonably  lull  bloo«I  stock  is  the  one 
that  gets  tbe  best  oti'.  1  can't  l>elieve 
every  farmer  can  well  keep  for  pork  a 
full  bloodetl  herd,  reconled,  but  ht- 
ndgbt  well  keep  a  sow  or  two  reconled 
and  by  using  a  full  blooded  boar  have 
pigs  to  sell  every  year  to  his  neighbors 
that  are  eligible  to  registry. 

I  was  asice<i  the  other  day  if  it  woiUd 
pay  to  cross  my  pigs  with  some  other 
breed.  To  this  let  me  say,  if  vviur  pigs 
are  not  doing  well  by  yoii  and  you  feel 
certain  that  you  have' done  your  part, 
by  all  means  cross  with  .some  other 
breed.  Years  ago  we  were  raising  full- 
blood  Polands  practically,  but  not  re- 
corded. We  were  having  poor  luck 
with  our  pig<j,  they  were  not  <ioinir  well 
and  we  concluded  to  buy  a  Chester 
White  boar.  We  got  a  good  one  and 
crossed  him  on  ihe  Poland  sows.  And 
I  have  never  seen  sows  and  pigs  do 
better.  The  next  year  the  sows  had 
Urge  vigorous  litters,  and  we  sca-^cely 
lost  a  pig.  They  were  the  be-t  lot  ol 
pigs  I  ever  kept  on  the  farm.  It  instill- 
ed new  blood  and  vigor  into  the  young 
pigs.  1  l»elieve  in  crossing  bree«l,s  for 
pork  but  don't  believe  in  crossing  this 
year  with  this  breed  and  iie.\t  year  with 
tb  it.  You  shoulil  follow  up  on  the 
male  side  the  same  breed. 

I  know  several  fartiers  who  keep  fnll- 
blood  or  nearly  so  of  sows  and  cross 
these  sows  on  boars  of  another  breed 
everv  j'ear  and  thev  make  a  success. 
While  1  don't  like  •»>  see  a  man  cri>ssing 
up  his  h<>gs  and  having  them  all  colors, 
yet  it  is  at  times  necessary  to  one's  own 
protit. 

Why  one  man  wiU  atu^^eetl    with    one 


bree<I  of  swine  and  another  with  another 
iimply  goes  to  prove  that  all  breeds 
have  merit  and  no  bree<l  possesses  all 
the  goo<l  points  for  a  profitable  hog. 

Neither  can  we  make  our  pigs  possess 
all  of  these  good  qualities  by  crossing 
the  different  breeds 

We  will  generally  sacrifice  some  qual- 
ity, but  on  t'e  other  hand  we  entail 
new  vigor.which  is  verv  necessary.  Give 
me  a  pig  with  a  long  nose  and  a  good 
vigorous  gro-.ver  with  vitality  to  back 
him  an<i  resist  disease,  rather  than 
your  pretty  httle  short-nose<l,  short- 
legged  pig  with  no  vitalitv  and  readv 
to  catch  onto  everything  in  regard  tb 
swine  ailments  that  comes  along,  and 
sometimes  he  will  invent  a  little  disease 
of  his  own,  which  will  crop  out  and  do 
considerable  damage.  If  we  wish  to  l>e 
successful  we  must  first  learn  to  sacri- 
fice some  of  the  beauty  marks  and  spots, 
curls  and  lops  of  hair  for  feeding  quali- 
ties, constitution  and  vigor. 

Often  you  have  men  come  to  vour 
herd  saying  1  want  to  get  a  pig  with 
bone,  as  mine  are  too  small.  You  go 
out  in  the  prsture  with  him  and  the 
first  thing  that  meets  his  eye  is  a  little 
short,  square  boar  with  a  nice  head  and 
ear,  and  he  will  go  no  farther.  He 
wants  him  becatise  he  is  so  prettv.  Now 
he  ilidn't  want  him  at  all, according  to 
his  first  statements. 

We  must  not  select  the  pretty** pig. 
Of'.en  the  prettv  pig  U  prettiest  at'  100 
poundM.  but  at  2(H>  he  is  not.  If  a  man 
has  sown  that  are  very  coarse  and  rangy 
this  f>retty.  short  pig  might  «lo,  but  'l 
wouldn't  even  go  so  far  in  making  such 
a  radical  change.  The  slp-rt.  fine 
chunky  boar  is  seldom  a^  good  a  breeder 
autl  the  1  rouble  that  generally  arises 
from  hogs  failing  to  bree<l    comes    from 


this  class  of  stock.  The  general  com- 
plaint is  that  the  hogs  are  getting  too 
fine  and  we  shotdd   guard  against   it.

Feeders  of  hogs,  says  the  "Drovers' 
.lournal,"  cau  not  be  loo  careful  at 
about  this  tiiue  otyeanirab  »  it,  an  ).i  th 
later  in  feeding  corn  to  their  hogs, 
and  especially  to  the  young  pigs,  one 
of  the  best  hog  feeders  in  Illinois,  and 
one  who  has  not  lost  any  ho^s  by  the 
so-called  bog-cholera  i  1  the  lastf-teii 
years,  said  s(une  time  ago  cnat  he  would 
rather  give  |;l  per  bushel  for  oil  corn 
than  feed  new  corn  within  two  months 
after  it  waa  picked.  He  says  a  great 
many  farmerH  will  feed  thv  new  corn 
from  ecomonical  motives,  where  in 
loint  of  fact  they  jeopardize  perhaps 
their  entire  profits  in  stock  feeiling  by 
being  "penny  wise'  and  'pound  fool- 
ish." It  is  a  very  singular  fact  thai  all 
of  the  sickness  among  hogs  commences 
a:)out  the  time  ihe  new  corn  crop 
matures,  and  experts  who  have  made  a 
study  of  the  hf  tr  claim  that  iuo>»t  of  ihe 
sicknefs  is  from  stomach  «lisorders 
which  apparently  are  brought  on  bv 
feeding  unmalureti  corn.

The  fashionable  pig  of  ">"  yearn  ago 
was  a  mere  animated  hladWer  of  luitl, 
very  pretty  to  look  upon,l)Ul  of  no  prac- 
tical u^e  bat  for  the  furnishing  of  fat 
with  which  to  fry  ti*ih,  say.x  ilje  Chi»;iiro 
Record.  This  era/*-  for  shurl-snouteil, 
fat  back  pigs  continued  for  many   year-s. 

and  the  United  States  produces  fat  .salt- 
ed pork  and  lard  at  so  much  l>eiow 
prices  in  Eojrland  that  only  the  lon^rer 
and  leaner  of  the  Kujzlish  fjit  piiis  c»)ul«l 
l»e  profitably  converted  into  bacon.  iJer 
many  and  snl)sequently  Sweden  and 
Denmark  entered  the  list  of  bacon  curtt  <, 
and  the  keen  competition  drove  tlxr- 
English  curers  to  change  their  inethod.s. 
Breeders  of  repute  began  to  produce 
pure  bred  pigs  of  the  bacon  type  ainl 
succeeded  so  well,  combininir  length 
and  breadth  of  fame  with  a  large  pro- 
portion of  lean  meat, that  in  all  the  llnu'- 
lish  country  districts  the  chanue  in  the 
anatomy  of  bacon  producing  Hocks  was 
markeil  and  the  industry  began  once 
more  to  be  generally  prosperous.  The 
English  supremacy  in  bacon  produciiiu' 
is  again  being  challengeil  by  iJaiies  and 
Canadians,  who  are  securing  a  cousitlt-r- 
able  proportion  of  the  best  trade.

Hog  Cholera. 

in  speaking  of  the  disease  named 
above,  swine  plague  should  always  be 
include  I  because  both  ett'ect  swine 
"similarly,  and  what  will  cure  one  will 
cure  the  other;  and  so  far  as  the  etfects 
of  the  di?<eases  are  concernetl,  although 
produced  by  different  vlisease  germs, 
for  the  sake  of  brevity  we  may  as  well 
cut  the  matter  short  by  calling  both 
of  them  under  the  giueral  name  of  hog 
cholera. 

it  is  unoecessary  to  suy  to  western 
farmers  that  it  is  a  terrible  disease, 
for  Ihey  know  that  quite  too  well  now. 
The  veterinary  department  of  the  gov- 
erimieut  estimates  the  losses  caused 
by  the  disease  in  the  I'nited  States  an- 
nually to  amount  to  from  lifteeu  to 
twenty-live  million  dollars.  In  not  that 
terrible!  But  this  country  is  not  alone 
to  the  atlliction.  <ireat  liritain  is  a 
sutlerer.  lu  a  rei-ent  correspondence 
with  an  extensive  grt»wer  of  peiligretil 
swine  in  England,  lie  told  uu-  that  the 
authorities  there  hati  expen«led  over 
live  million  dollars  in  trying  to  con- 
quer the  (iisease,  but  wiiliuut  success, 
and  that  the  authorities  must  have 
ilestroyed  hogs  enou.:h  in  addition  to 
the  value  of  another  live  million  dol- 
lars, lor  wheu  hogs  aie  alfected.  or 
have  been  exposed  to  the  infection,  the 
law  there  required  every  such  animal 
ti»  be  slaughtereti  imme.lijitely,  buried 
heyoml  resurrection  by  dogs  and  the 
premises  thoroughly        disinfected. 

Strauge,  is  it  not,  that  neither  ifoveru- 
inent  can  ilisc;over  a  remedy.' 

But  both  governments  have  al.so  been 
looking  for  a  preventative.  Has  such 
been  found  by  them'.'  Not  yet,  but 
hope  runs  hfgh  and  tinal  success  looks 
"promising."  That  is  the  cis-Atlantic 
report.  This  t»|fort  is  on  the  line  of 
inoculation  of  well  hogs  with  a  diluted 
virus.  As  1  understand  it,  government 
veterinarians  in  the  west  are  experi- 
menting with  their  inoculation  on 
swine  of  all  ages.    This  is  evidence   that 


they  are  t)ebtnd  the  age.  I  have  be- 
fore me  a  pamplet  entitled,  "Swine 
P>ver,"  a  piper  read  ou  March  21,  181)1, 
before  the  Norfolk  (England)  chamber 
of  agriculture  by  .Mr.  Blank,  as  also  the 
discussion  thereon. 

The  essayist  made  the  following 
point  among  others:  "Amongst  other 
sngirested  means  of  prevention,  inoc- 
ulation was  for  a  short  time  favored; 
but  even  its  strongest  supporters  would 
only  claim  for  inoculation  that  it  would 
give  but  a  certain  amouut  of  protection^ 
and  this  only  for  a  limiteil  period; 
whilst,  to  be  at  all  etiective,  the  opera- 
tion must  be  performed  before  the  pig  is 
three  mouths  old.  From  this  it  will  be 
gathered  that  inoculation  is  not  likely 
to  prove  ol  very  great  beuelit  to  the 
breeders  and  fee<lers  of  pigs  in  this 
country." 

The  essay  was  then  discusse*!  before 
the  chamber  of  atfriculture  by  seven 
different  persons  and  not  oue  of  them 
disputed  this  point.  Had  there  been 
any  reason  to  dispute  it,  it  wouUl  have 
certainly  been  done,  for  whose  Englisti- 
men  are  very  sharp  and  precise  in 
such  matters  and  usually  have  ample 
proof  of  any  statement  they  may 
make. 

It  should  be  remembered  this  oc 
curred  almost  ten  years  ago;  how  theu, 
at  this  present  day,  should  auyone  in 
our  country  .claim  that  inoculating 
swine  of  all  aires  would  'prove  of  very 
great  breeders  aud  feeders  "  as  it  assert- 
etl,  when  the  whole  theory  was  explod- 
ed a  decade  airi»,  and  these  inoculation 
theorists  certainly  ought  tt»  have  kuown 
H, 

When  I  commenced  this  article  1  iu- 
tendetl  to  discuss  hog  cholera  matters 
more  fully,  l)Ut  will  now  defer  further 
remarks  for  a  while,  at  present  only 
stating  that  there  is  a  remarkalile  hog 
cholera  cure  luiinulaclureil  ii|  this 
country,  by  the  l>r.  J.  H.  Sno<ldy 
eily  Co.,  Alton,  111.  who  will  send  a  tree 
treatise  ou  hog  cholera  to  anv  inquiier 
This  little  book  contains  the  iutiorse- 
ment  of  the  reme<ly  by  many  prominent 
swine  men  of  Nebrasica,  Iowa,  .Missouri 
and  other  states.

BI.OODED  STOCK 


DiHercnt  Feed  for  the  Pigs.  ^  -^ 
There  h  no  farm  animal  which  will 
take  in  a  greater  variety  of  food  than 
the  pig,  and  it  is  posnihle  to  starve  tlie 
creature  into  eating  almost  anything  on 
the  farm,  says  E.  P.  Smith  in  the  Indi- 
ana Farmer.  Nearly  all  the  waste  of 
the  farm  can  be  utilized  in  this  way.  It 
is  because  of  lhi<»  remarkable  adaptabil- 
ity to  different  foods  that  farmers  in  the 
past  dropped  into  the  habit  of  feeding 
sour  swill  to  the  swine-  It  was  the  eas- 
iest way  to  get  ri<l  of  the  waste,  and  as 
the  pigs  would  eat  sour  swill  as  well  as 
sweet,  it  was  easier  to  eolleet  the  slops 
and  kee^  them  indefinitely.  Of  course 
the  progressive  farmer  who  raises  pigs 
fur  market  today  does  not  feed  sour 
swill  to  them.  His  f<»o«l  is  .selecle<l  with 
Dearly  as  Miuch  care  as  for  the  cows  and 
sheep,  and  the  pig  shows  it  all  in  am- 
pler girth,  sweeter  and  juicier  pork  and 
better  health. 

i'lover  and  corn  have  become  staml- 
anl  toods»  for  the  pig,  and  they  make  a 
corabination  that  is  hard  to  beat.  But 
it  is  not  always  desirable  to  feed  them 
ezclusivelv  on  these,  and  sometimes  it 
may  be  even  necessary  to  make  them  of 
only  secon<lary  importance  in  the 
scheme  of  feeding.  Corn  may  not  do 
well  on  the  lan*l,  or  a  bad  season  may 
have  injure<l  it,  and  the  clover  may 
have  run  out  and  the  new  Held  failed  to 
catch  well.  Corn  and  clover  moreover 
<lo  not  contain  all  of  the  food  elements 
essential  to  the  growth  and  develoi)ment 
of  a  pig,  and  other  foods  are  really  re- 
<]uired  to  make  the  ration  complete. 
Clover  is  good  and  so  is  corn,  but  in  ad- 
dition to  these  we  should  have  some 
peas,  bran,  roots,  ft  nit  and  nulk  to  give 
to  the  animals  The-e  given  in  the 
proper  proportions  are  bound  to  pro- 
<luce  excellent  results.  Barley  meal  is  a 
foo<i  that  greatly  improves  the  quality 
of  the  pork,  and  in  tinishing  otf  piss 
for  the  market  there  is  nothing  in  the 
world  superior  to  it.  Then  the  ditferent 
root  crops  keep  the  srstem  ot  the  pig 
in  good  condition,  add  a  certain  tlavor 
to  the  p(uk,  and  otherwise  prove  of  the 
greatest  value.  We  certainly  cannot 
neglect  the  roots  any  more  than  we  can 
the  clover  or  lorn.  Salt,  ashes  and 
chari'oal  are  also  neede«l  to  correct  any 
digestive  troubles  and  to  keep  the  sys- 
tem in  proper  working  condition  Let 
the  food  be  as  varied  as  possible,  and 
the  pigs  will  respond  so  readily  that  in 
the  end  we  will  reali/.e  more  profits. 
The  motto  is  to  keep  them  growing 
constantly  and  this  can  be  done  by 
watching  their  diet  liaily. 


Buying  New  Blood.

"Many  farmers  every  year  buy  new 
blood  by  way  of  a  boar  from  some  breeii- 
er  to  cniss  on  their  sows  for  the  coming 
pig  crop,  .^gain  others  will  bay  sows. 
K'i>  fanner  should  ever  once  think  of 
usini;  a  scrub  boar.  The  best  of  hogs 
makes  our  profits  sitiall  enough  at 
nelbng  time. 

Vou  often  hear  farmers  sav,  *'l  want 
to  get  a  boar  thi«  year,  but  can't  afford 
it,"  when  the  truth  is  you  can't  attbrd 
not  to.  Look  around  you  in  any  neigh

every  farmer  can  well  keep  for  pork  a 
full  blooded  herd,  recorled,  but  he 
might  well  keep  a  sow  or  two  recorded 
and  by  using  a  fall-blooded  boar  have 
pigs  to  sell  every  year  to  his  neighbors 
that  are  eligible  to  registrv, 

I  was  asked  the  other  day  bv  a  breed- 
er if  it  would  pay  to  cross  rav  pigs  with 
some  other  breed.  To  this  let  me  say, 
if  your  pigs  is  not  doing  veil  by  you  and 
you  feel  certain  that  yoa  have  done 
your  part,  by  all  means  cross  with  gome 
other  breed.  Years  ago  we  were  raising 
full-blood  Polands  practically,  but  not 
recorded.  We  were  having  poor  luck 
with  our  pigs,  they  were  not  doine  well 
and  we  concluded  to  by  a  Chester 
White  boar.  We  got  a  goo<l  one  and 
cros8e<l  him  on  the  Poland  sows.  And 
I  have  never  seen  sows  and  pigs  do  bet- 
ter. The  next  year  the  sows  had  large, 
vigorous  litters  and  we  scarce! v  lost  a 
pig.  They  were  the  best  lot  of  pigs  I 
ever  kept  on  the  farm.  It  instilled  new 
blood  into  the  voi  ng  pigs.  I  believe 
in  crossing  breeds  for  pork  but  don't 
beheve  in  crossing  this  vear  with  this 
breed  and  next  year  with  that.  You 
should  follow  up  on  the  male  side  the 
same  breed. 

I  know  .several  farmers  who  keep 
full-blood  or  nearly  so  of  sows  and 
cross  these  sows  or  boars  of  another 
breed  everv  year  and  they  make  a  snc 
cess.  While  I  don't  like  to  see  a  man 
crossing  up  his  hogs  and  having  them 
all  colors,  yet  it  is  at  times  necessary  to 
one's  own  profit. 

One  man  will  succeed  with  one  breed 
of  swine  and  another  with  another  simp- 
ly goes  to  prove  that  all  breed  have 
merit  and  no  breed  possesses  all  the 
good  points  for  a  profitable  hog. 

Neitfier  can  we  make  our  pigs  possess 
all  of  these  good  qualities  by  crossing 
the  different  breeds. 

We  will  generally  sacrifice  some  qual- 
ity, but  on  the  other  band  we  entail  new 
vigor  which  is  very  necessary.  Give 
me  a  pig  with  a  long  nose  and  a  good, 
vigorous  grower  with  vitality  to  back 
him  and  resist  disease,  rather  than  your 
pretty  little  short-nosed,  short-legged 
pig  with  no  vitality  and  ready  to  catch 
onto  everything  in  regard  to  swine  ail- 
ments that  comes  along,  and  sometimes 
he  will  invent  a  little  disease  of  his  own 
which  will  crop  out  and  «lo  considerable 
damage.  If  we  wish  to  be  successful 
we  must  tirst  learn  to  sacrifice  stime  of 
the  beauty  marks  and  spots  curls,  and 
lops  of  hair  for  feetiing  (luaiities,  consti- 
tution and  vigor. 

Often  you  have  men  come  to  your 
heril  saying  I  want  to  gel  a  pig  "with 
bone,  as  mine  ar^  too  small.  You  go 
out  in  the  pasture  with  him  add  the  tirst 
thing  that  meets  his  eye  is  a  little  short, 
square  boar  with  a  nice  head  and  ear, 
and  he  will  go  no  father.  He  wants  him 
because  he  is  so  pretty.  Now, he  didn't 
wanthim'at  all,  according  to  his  first 
statement.

Sunlight  in  Hog  Peiu. 

The  Marylan«l  Kxperiuienl  vStalion 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that ''one  point 
is  coinmimly  lo«i  sight  of  in  hoj^  j^row- 
ing  and  that  is  that  the  hoi;  is  an  animal 
to  which  sunsliir.e  is  just  as  essential  as 
it  is  to  the  corn  plant."  Neither  corn  nor 
l>ork  can  be  successfully  produced  with- 
out plenty  of  sunshine  In  this  latitude 
and  further  north  this  sunshine  in  winter 
will  have  to  be  bronjjht  into  ilie  pens 
thronjih  j?lass,  but  further  south  under 
noimai  conditions  it  is  only  necessary  lo 
face  the  pen  lo  the  south;  allow  the 
sun's  rays  to  reach  lo  the  back  f  the 
pen  on  beds  and  >;ive  good  shelter  and 
protect  from  the  north   and  west  winds." 

Ill  construcling  ihe  hog  pen  for  the 
station  the  following  points  have  been 
observed: 

1.  Il  is  faced  lo  the  south  so  as  lo  per- 
mit the  rays  of  the  siiu  to  shine  upon 
the  beds  of  the  pigs  al  the  extreme  rear 
end  of  the  pen  in  the  winter  season  an<l 
also  lo  give  shade  m  that  portion  in 
summer. 

2.  The  lattice  conslrneiion  between 
the  pens  at  the  en«ls  and  rear  admit  of  a 
fr  e  circulation    of  air   in  warm  weather. 

3  The  location  of  ilie  manure  pit  in 
the  center  and  below  the  level  of  the 
slee;  injjand  feeding  iloois  with  all  the 
drainage  towards  it.  aids  materially  in 
maintaining  a  proper  naiiitary  coudilion. 

4-  Sw'uging  j.at?s  close  the  pigs  into 
their  betls  while  the  manure  is  being 
loade<l. 

5.  The  manure  pit  is  concreted,  whic'' 
enables  the  saving  of  all  liquid  ex  re- 
nients  which,  with  the  })ig.  amounts  to 
51  percent  of  the  to.ul  mtnure  value. 

6.  Feed  bins  arc  plac.-d  in  front  of 
each   pen,    which   fa.Mliiates  fee<ling  anrl 

'enables  keepin/  different   f -eils  for  each 
;  pen  if  desired.

A  Missouri  subscriber  asks  the  Rural 
World  to  tell  him  how  lo  prevent  a  s  iw 
from  eating  chickens. 

After  a  hog  has  experience!  the  ex- 
«|uisile  pleasure  of  eating  tender  fries, 
juicy  pullets  and  fat  old  hens,  hot  froni 
the  roost  and  poultry  yard,  and  has  al- 
lowed  this  epicurean  delight  to  overcome 
her  power  of  self  control  and  she  loses 
her  self  respect  to  the  extent  that  she 
will  improve  every  opportuniiv  to  grati- 
fy her  diseased  appetite,  there  is  but  one 
cure  for  the  disease,  and  thai  is  by  iiicc 
ulating  her  system  with  the  geimsofa 
lilsease  that  will  destroy  the  gernn  of 
the  other  one.  These  counteracting 
germs  are  found  in  various  sub.stances, 
one  of  which  is  lead. 

An  effective  method  of  applying  the 
lead  cure  is  to  lake  one  tablespoouful  of 
a  raixiure  of  niter,  sulphur  ami  chrtrcoal 
in  the  proportion  of  one-sixieenth  ol 
sulphur  and  chare  >al  and  four-sixths  of 
niter:  place  this  in  a  long,  slroiig  steel 
tube  of  small  caliber,  pi/ice  over  that  a 
small  wad  of  paper  and  then  piess  do  mi 
firmly  to  the  bottom  of  the  lube,  using 
for  this  a  long  stiff  rod-  After  this  mix 
tnre  is  in  place  take  a  piece  of  lea<l 
at)out  the  size  of  a  siiiali  ha/el  nut  and 
nearly  equal  iu  diameter  to  that  ol  llie 
tube,  put  around  this  a  piece  of  eloih 
and  press  this  into  the  lube  by  nieau«;  ol 
the  rod.  The  piece  of  lead  should  lit 
rother  closely  in  the  lube. 

On  the  lower  eiul  of  this  lube,  where 
the  dose  of  medic  ne  is  placed,  there 
should  be  a  very  small  vent  iu  the  form 
of  a  nipple,  through  which  a  spark  of 
fire  may  be  passed  lo  the  mixture  men 
lioned.  There  are  very  nicely  constnici- 
ed  implements  ou  the  market  for  use  in 
administering  these  doses  of  lead,  au<l 
which  operate  very  effectively.  The 
(loses,  too.  are  put  up  with  the  mixture 
in  containers  or  capsules  of  suitable  si/c 
and  shape,  so  they  «an  be  inserted  iu  the 
steel  tube,  whirh  raav  be  likened  to  a 
hypodermic  syringe  on  a  large  scale,  ami 
these  provide*!  with  a  mechanism  which 
enables  the  operator  to  inject  ihe  dose 
of  lead  in  any  portion  of  the  patient's 
anatomy. 

Ivquipped  with  one  of  these  utlmiui^- 
tenng  imflemenis  and  this  properly 
charged  with  the  remedial  agent,  the 
leaden  pill,  the  operator  should  get  tlose 
to  ihe  patient  with  depraved  appetite 
(there  is  20  danger  in  this  if  you  are  not 
a  spring  chicken,  a  go'.>se  o»"  a  «)uack  , 
andf  holding  the  iniplemenl  by  the 
proper  end  (one  will  learn  after  a  few 
trials  which  is  the  jiroper  end,  place 
the  instrument  in  line  with  the  eye  and 
a  point  on  the  patient's  head  about  mid- 
way between  and  two  inches  above  the 
eyes,  manipulate  the  mechanism,  and 
ttie  pill  will  readily  pass  out  of  the  lube 
and  hnd  a  lodgment  in  a  spot  that  will 
be  a  proper  nidus  for  the  germs  i»  's  de- 
sired shall  be  introduced  into  the  system 
as  a  means  of  counteracting  the  chicken- 
eating  disease. 

If  the  ofHrratiou  is  skillfull)  done,  one 
who  has  never  seen  this  remedy  applied 
will  l>e  astonished  to  note  how  rapidU 
the  counteracting  geriii>  stem  to  tak*- 
effect.

Packers  Looking  to  Profit  Out 
of  Hogs  In  Arizona. 


LAEGE  HERDS  SOMETIMES  FOUND. 


Laricp  PnekinK  Ifonne  May  Be  Eatab- 
liKhed  nt  the  Head  of  ttte  Gulf  of 
California— raekinK  of  Turtlea  Also 
to  Be  a  Part  of  Proposed  Indaatrr* 

Representatives  of   nu-ai   packers  In 
Kansas  C'itv  und  Clii<agu  have  been  in 
southwestern   Arizona   In   the  last   few 
weeks  investigating  the  advisability  of 
establishing    there    a     larj;**     packing 
bouse  at  the  head  of  the  gulf  of  Mexi- 
co, where  wild  pork  and  turtles  will  be 
prepared  for  the  market,  says  the  New  , 
York  Sun.     Over  vast  stretches  of  ter- 
ritory along  the  southern  iiart  of  the 
Colorado  river  wihl  hugs  roam  in  herds 
sometimes  of  great  size.     It  is  believed 
that  the  supply  will  be  large  enough  to 
keep  a   large  plant  In  constant  opera-  i 
tlon  for  several  years,  at  the  same  time 
ridding  the  country  of  a  |H»st  and  nmk-  I 
Ing  room  for  the  establishment  of  a  big 
Industry  in  the  raising  of  the  domestic 
hog  in  a  locality  peculiarly  adapted  for ; 
that  purpose.  ' 

For  about  a  quarter  of  a  century  wild 
hogs  have  been  found  In  southwest?rD 
Arizona,  and  their  numlM-r  has  been 
constantly  increasing.  The  animal 
grows  to  large  size,  feeding  almost  en-  [ 
tirely  along  the  river  «»n  a  r»M»t  peculiar 
to  the  Colorado  an«l  grass  lesembling 
a  species  of  alfalfa,  or  Chilean  i-lover. 
Of  all  th"  game  in  this  part  of  the  west 
there  la  aone  otbvr  whk'h  entails  so 
much  danger  in  the  Inmting.  .\s  a  rule, 
the  hogs  go  in  dr<»\es.  and  to  attack 
one  is  to  encoiirairi*  n  tierce  on^iaiight 
fron)  the  rtthers. 

Only  on  hoiseback  i-  m  <:\\'i'  to  hunt 
the  animals,  and  even  ilun  one  must 
have  a  itiouiit  ipiick  in  actinn.  as  the 
hogs  are  iiH-redibly  swift  and  .•iliiio«<t  If 
not  quite   .•i-    I.I--:    .I'-    III.-   :i  \  i-i;mc  Imisf. 

They  are  pnwerful  brutes,  wiih  long. 
lean  limb'<  niid  lieav>.  inuseiilni  Joints 
att41<-hed  to  bodies  wliieli  Mie  iiiure  like 
the  "rn/.ttv  backs"  ot  iln'  v,,iiili  than 
anytliiim  else  l-;(|uip|M  .1  wnli  luti;: 
tusks  they  can  cut  tlnwii  a  Imrse  in  n 
twinkling,  and  a  man  <»n  tOtit  siaixls  ii<> 
chance  for  liis  life  in  an  ;itta<'k  fi-om  a 
herd.  If  one  oi  a  herd  is  klUeil.  the 
others  seem  to  y;o  wild  with  raue  and 
will  attack  a  party  of  almost  any  si/,e. 
So  dangerous  is  the  practice  of  liunting 
them  that  only  an  oceasioual  party 
ventures  to  try  ilie  sport. 

Several  w»H*ks  ago  a  party  from  Ihn 
ver,  here  for  the  winter,  went  to  Yuma 
and  from  there  went  on  a  hog  hunt. 
Accompanied  by  a  Mexican  guide,  they 
found  a  herd  of  20  quietly  feeding  in 
a  marsh  along  the  river  bottom.  Hold- 
ta  tbf  dogft  ln.cl»tpkjttMi7  ftrad  a  Toi- 


lej  into  the  herd,  killing  four  and 
wounding  another.  Turning  like  light- 
ning and  f«illowing  the  lead  of  a  great 
boar  the  remainder  of  the  herd  charged 
In  the  direction  of  the  tiring.  The  hunt 
ers  rushed  to  where  their  horses  were 
standing,  and  all  but  one  motinted  and 
escaped.  The  man  who  was  last  to 
reach  the  horses  was  al>out  to  lea|>  into 
the  satldle  when  his  motint  broke  her 
halter  and  dashe<l  away  1  Mopping  his 
rifle  the  man  climbed  a  small  willow 
tree,  getting  otit  of  reach  Just  as  the 
herd  rushed  up  and  lore  .-ii  the  small 
trunk  in  an  eRort  to  dislodge  him. 
PerclHHl  on  a  limb  he  iisetl  his  revolver 
with  good  effect,  while  tlie  doi;s  wor 
rietl  tlie  liertl.  and  his  fricmls.  return 
Ing  to  the  rescue,  picked  off  his  be^ 
8i«'gers  until  only  three  or  four  were 
left.  TiM'se  hnrrie*!  to  the  river  hjink 
an«i.  tumbling  ilowii  the  steep  sides. 
disapi)eare»l  in  the  brusli  hi  three 
days  the  party  killcil  nearly  a  huiidred 
hogs  and.  smoking  and  drying  the 
meat,  sent  It  Into  Los  .\ngeles. 

Tlu'ri'  Is  a  ditTercm-i'  of  opinion  .is 
to  the  origin  ot  the  .\rizona  wild  hog 
According  to  mm  I^WI7.  Thomas 
Blythe  more  th:in  *J0  years  r.go  sou^lit 
to  establish  a  colony  at  the  heati  of 
the  gulf  of  CaliftMiiia.  and  one  of  ilie 
Industries  establisheil  was  pl^  raising. 
A  large  numlter  of  thoioughbrinl  hogs 
were  pcoi'ured.  aiul  when  the  colony 
failed  the  pigs  were  tiirtn'«i  out  I  os 
tered  l»y  the  abundance  ot  v\ild  feed 
the  herd  grew  and  spread  o%*^r  a  great 
expanse  of  river  liottom  until  now 
there  are  iloubtless  sevenil  hundred 
thousand  scattered  alon,4  the  river 
Contrary  to  ttto  bvlM.  th«»  hnlians 
say  that  the  wild  bam  tefi  Iwptt  a 
native  of  this  territory  .'t^  far  liack  as

tjne  of  the  best,  upparenlly  not  the 
least  appreciated, of  tile  many  important 
fu«Ml  products  which  America  sends  to 
England  and  France  is  the  celelirated 
"Bmithtield    or     razorback"     barn*  for 


about  o>'>,U0<.)  of  such  hams  are    annuallv 
shipped  to^  those   countries   from   New 
York.     In  England  where  the    domestic 
hams  have  a    tendency   to  be   fat   ami 
coarse,^ our, Fmilbtield  banis  have  among 
connoisseurs  a  very  high  reputation  for 
leanness  ami    great    delicacy    of  tlavor. 
both  of  which  qualities  are  liot  thought 
to  be  excelled  by  even  the   Westphalian 
hams  <»f  (iermany.     As  the  British    con- 
sumer is  willing  to  pay  a  fancy  price   for 
the    product,    some     of     our    choicest 
"raziirbftcks"    are    exported     to     John 
Bull's  markets. 

The  name"razorback"is  derived  from 
a  Miiall  town  on  I'agan  creek,  near  >ior- 
folk,  Va.,  where  some  hundred  years 
ago  the  hams  were  tirst  cured  by  a  man 
named  Todd,  of  .Smithlield.  The  animal 
which  produces  the  Smiibtield  ham  is  a 
semi  wild  hog  that  is  found  in  the 
mountains  of  Virginia,  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee.  The  hog  peculiar  to  these 
region  is  long  nose<l,  hlabsided  and  has 
unusually  long  legs.  It  is  not  a  pre- 
possessing animal,  but  when  properly 
fe<l  it  supplies  a  ham  that  is  unexcelled 
anywhere  in  the  worhl. 

Much  of  the  line  tlavor  which  is  char- 
acteristi<-  of  there  bams  is  largely  due  to 
Ihe  care  tbatis  exercised  by  the  farmera 
in  fee»ling  the  hogs.  In  summer  the 
young  "razorbatk"  is  allowed  to  run 
wild  in  the  woods,  an<l  his  meat  hereby 
gains  a  M^niey  tlavor  by  fall,  when  he  is 
turned  into  a  held  from  which  crops 
have  been  gathered  in  order  to  fatten. 
Jn  the  distri.  t  which  pinuluces  the  most 
Smithlield  bams  there  are  large  quanti- 
ties of  sweet  j)otatoes  and  peanuts 
grown.  Both  these  foods  fatten  the 
animal  with  astonishing  rapidity,  but 
the  fat  is.still  soft.  So  the  next  step  is 
to  pen  the  h'  g  up  and  give  him  corn 
and  plenty  of  clear  water.  With  this 
iliei  the  animal's  tiesh  hardens  quickly 
t»»  the  desired  extent,  and  he  is  then 
ready  to  kill.  The  curing  is  done  with 
Liverpool  salt  and  saltpeter,  after 
which  the  bams  are  washetl  clean  and 
slowly  smoked  fcr  forty  days  over 
green' hickory  or  red  oak  wood.  Many 
larineis  iais«'  I  be  hog,  but  few  cure 
lliem.  They  are  sold  to  skillful  curert 
who  supply"  the  market — Washington 
."^tar.

Again 
thedamphlthis  likely  to   change   into 
ilryh  thinafew   days,   when    the   dust 
reat  bed  into  the  lun»s   will    be  as  un- 
wholesome   as    the     preceding      gases 
iheretore    the  stys  and    stables  shouM 
he  cleaned  out  and  kept  clean  from  now 
on.

The  receipts  chirintr 
Ihe  niotvth  will  amount  to  about  740,000,  or  ahont  j 
74,000  more  than  for  the  corresponding'  month 
last  year.  Thi-  increased  snpjdy  in  connection 
with  the  comi)arativcly  hij^h  prices  whicli  we  hnd 
during  the  late  summer  and  early  fall  would  make 
decline  rcfeired  to,  which  amounted  to  about  Uwj 
|wr  «rt,  natural.  At  the  present  writin.u  the 
market  is  slightly  hij^her  than  the  lowest  i)rices 
of  last  week,  ami  nnc  think  fur  the  ])resent,  at 
least,  that  there  will  he  not  much  if  any  further 
decHne,  and  should  the  receipts  be  moderate  a 
little  advance  may  be  looked  for  after  election  as 
business  is  irenerally  sntisfaetory,  men  are  em- 
ployed, and  the  demand  is  very  «rood.

In  taking  a  retrospecli\e  view  of  the  cattle 
trade  for  the  i>ast  two  months,  we  have  in  the

September  this  year  we  had  ,'0,000  moi«  cattle 
than  during  the  snnu  iu  1  i(ul  last  year,  and  during 
the  month  of  Octol>ei  uist  closed  we  have  hnd 
;^tl,ooo    more  cattle  than    in  October,  I    t|ij. 

The  result  of  that  over  sui>ply  has  had  the 
ertect  to  establish  a  lower  range  of  price*.  Wi- 
hnd  that  during  the  numth  of  September  last 
year  the  average  price  of  1200  tO  1500  pounds 
good  fat  steers  was  ^5.90,  and  the  avenige  i)rice 
for  the  same  grside  during  September  thiR  year 
was  |5.<'»<>.  For  the  tnonth  of  Uct«»ber  we  fiml 
that  the  average  price  on  the  above  gnide  t>f 
.steers  is  ^5.50  against  ^5.85  n  year  ago,  showing

The  <lemand  for  all  classes  of  beef  we  think  is

a  good  many  cattle  back  that  would  otherwir^e 
have  been  marketed,  conse(|uently  we  are  looking 
fo-  ■  ndl,  if  not,  over  supply  during  the  coming 
mi  .•»  The  demand  for  beef  of  course  nas  been 
vci  /  vMkI,  and  with  the  addition  of  cold  weather 
prices  mny  not  sutler  any  decline  irom  those 
current  n«)W,  but  we  do  not  expect  any  advance 
during  the  cotniug  month  as  we  think  the  supply 
will  be  amply  for  the  demand.

The  Grain  Cost  of  Live  Hogs. 

Mr.     Theodore      Lewis,     answerinjf  a 

question   from    a  correspondent    asking 

how  much  skiiu  milk  and  sliorts  are 
necessary  tt»  grow  a  luindred  pigs  dur- 
ing the  ^rt»wing  period,  and  ii(»w  many 
b»  shels  of  corn  will  be  rei|uired  to  fat- 
ten them  in  the  fall,  ten  acres  of 
clover  pasture  being  accessible,  gives 
the  following,  which  we  clip  from  an 
exchange: 

•  In  raising  hotrs  for  markett  the  cost 
and  keeping  of  brood  sows  should  be 
coiisidereti.  At  least  l.*>sows  would  be 
requiii'l  to  pro<luce  HK)  pigs  and  (his 
would  be  a  large  average  for  a  grower 
with  little  or  no  experience.  The  keep- 
ing t»f  t'lese  s  \\><  from  brt>cding  to 
farrowiutr  would  be  al>out  i  1«»  days. 
With  good  arrangement  for  feeiling. 
antl  having  roots,  puuipkin>  or  squash 
and  skim  milk  it  would  take  -4  pounds 
of  mixed  grain  tlaily  for  each  ».ows,  4*14 
pounds  for  the  period,  or  ti.^Niti  bir  l."> 
sow*.  During  the  nursing  period,  ITJ 
days,  with  cloyer  pasture  available, 
no  less  than  <>  pounils  of  grain  daily, 
with  the  addition  of  ;«kiin  milk,  coultl 
be  calculaleil  on  for  each  sow  and  her 
litter.  L)uring  the  tirst  -1  wt^eks  Ifie 
pigs  will  eat  but  little  solid  food  bi;t 
thereafter  the  ration  will  uee«l  a  con- 
stant incrcaiie.  After  weaning  the  pigs 
wiU  require  about  300   pouDOii   of  feed 


for  100  pounds  of  grain.  If  you  iiave 
suflicient  skim  milk,  :ii)  pounds  of 
grain  to  100  pounds  of  milk  will  make 
a  saving  of  100  pounds  of  grain  for 
each  100  pounds  of  live  weight  gain. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  tliat  for 
best  results  the  pig  must  grow  and 
make  a  steady  gain  in  weight  from 
I  the  farrowimr  pen  to  the  block." 

Theodore    Lewis    is    got)d    authoritv. 
j  but  we  believe    that   if  any    farmer    will 
j  undertake  to    grow    one    hundred    pies 
I  he  will  need   to   lay  in    a   larger   supply 
\  of  feed  that   Mr.    Lewis   estimates.       No 
I  new   beginner    should    expect    to   grow 
j  one  huudretl    pigs    from    fifteen    sows. 
I  If  he  breeds  twenty  and    has    one    hun- 
dred pigs  ready  to  go    into    the    fatten- 
ing   pen,    he     may      consider    hiiii.self 
fortunate.       Five    mature    pigs    to    the 
sow  is  considered  a   gooti    average.       It 
has  often    been    surpas.se«l,    but    mute 
fretjuently  it  has  not  been   leali/.ed. 

Whether  4  pounds  of  niixetl  grain 
<laily  for  each  sow  will  be  sullicient 
during  pregnancy  will  depen«l  on  how 
much  other  feed  is  given.  If  you 
have  roots,  squash,  pumpkius,  aud 
skim-milk  enough,  it  will  be  quite 
sullicient,  and  over  more  sufficient, 
but  the  ordinary. farmer  has  very  few  ot 
these.  IfU  pounds  per  day  were  sulli- 
cient after  farrowing  anti  I  pounds  sulli- 
cient before,  the  grain  feed  being  rated 
at  JV>  cents  per  bushel,  the  p'gs  weighing 
SO  pounds  at  llJ  davs  old,  no  heavv 
weight,  the  grain  cost  would  be,  a> 
we  figure  it,  about  !.-.*»  cents  per 
pound. 

-\gain,  30(^  pounds  of  gnifn  feed  will 
not  make  100  pounds  of  gain,  unlesh  in- 
deed the  gain  be  made  so  slowly  that  it 
can  be  aiujuire«l  largely  from  clover 
pasture.  A  great  number  of  experi- 
ments have  been  made  at  the  station*^ 
wTiere  accurate  accounts  were  kept, 
and  it  has  been  ascertained  that  it 
requires  about  5(Xi  pounds  of  grain  leeil 
to  make  1(H)  poiin<is  of  irain.  From  the 
elaborate  experiments  made  at  tin- 
Iowa  Agricultural  C'ollege.  when  corn 
aud  oats  wtre  lower  in  price  tliau  now, 
the  grain  cost  wa**  from  'J  cents  per 
pound  live  weight  upward.  In  fact, 
with  corn  at  -5  cents  ami  oats  at  ■_'.'» 
cents,  the  Iowa  farmer  will  be  doing 
about  his  best  and  about  the  l>est  pos- 
sible, throwing  in  a  moderate  amount 
of  rape  aud  clover  pasture,  if  he  can 
produce  live  hog^  weighing  from  l'>0 
to  1'"h)  pouinls  at  a  grain  cost  ot  'J 
cents  per  pound,  antl  tbe«»e  expert 
ments  at  the  stations  all  coincide  with 
the  common  sense  of  farmers. 

Whenever  they  obtain  le-s  than 
2.7"»  cents  for  hogs  at  the  station. 
they  feel  that  they

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MEAT  CURING. 

(WALDO  brown's  M£TH0D.) 

Waldo  Brown's  recipe  for  curing 
pork,  which  i«  recouimendrtl  more 
particularly  becHU.se  it  contains  no 
saltpeter,  as  almost  every  recipt  does 
which  1  have  noticed  in  our  agricultural 
papers  recently. 

I  learned  in  my  college  ilays  from 
good  chemical  authority  that  tuat  part 
of  saltpeter  which  is  absorbed  by  the 
meat  is  nitric  acid — a  deadly  pois  >n, 
which  is  said  to  cau«e  scurvy,  sore  gums, 
ulcers*  etc. — diseases  common  to  mari- 
ners and  others  who  eat  largely  of  salte«l 
meats. 

I  doubt  if  the  etfect  of  saltpeter  l#  to 
pernicious  as  representetl  since  so  many 
people  advocate  its  use;  however,  1  have 
resolved  to  tight  shv  of  it  if  good 
results  cau  be  obtained  without,  as  I 
know  they  cau  if  the  following  recipt 
be  used:  Use  one  antl  one  '  alf  pounds 
of  salt  three-fourths  pound  of  brown 
suifar  to  each  igallon  of  water.  Brine 
made  in  this  way  will  not  make  the 
meat  hard  or  too'salt,  even  if  left  in 
eight  or  ten  weeks 

In  making  sausage  I  have  known  good 
women  who  could  guess  correctly  the 
proportion  of  seasoning  re«juie<l,  but 
It  is  a  safer  an«l  better  way  for  inex- 
perienced ones  to  weigh  the  nieat  first, 
and  put  about  one  poun<l  of  salt,  three 
ounces  of  pepper  and  half  a  pint  of 
pulverize<l  sage  to  the  forty  pounds. 

Perhaps  the  most  satisfactory  way 
to  dispose  of  the  odds  and  ends  is  to 
make  head  cheese  Have  the  men 
clean  the  more  gelatinous  portions  such 
as  the  head,  ears  and  feet  and  then  put 
the  bloody  parts  to  soak  for  a  «lay  or 
so  in  weak  salt  water.  Boil  all  together 
until  the  bones  and  gristle  may  be  pick- 
ed out  easily.  Season  with  salt,  pepper 
and  spices  if  liked,  and  press  into  a 
solid  mass.  A  cupful  of  good  vinegar 
is  an  addition.  Sliced  and  served 
cold  it  makes  an  appetuing  dish  for 
supper. 

A   QUICK    MKTIIOD 

This  is  an  old  butcher's  recipe:     Four 
hours  after  the  hogs  are  killed,  and    be- 
fore   the    meat  ib    coole<l    thro:i«h,  cut 
them  up  and  rub    the  joints    and  .sides 
with  this : 
Common  MUgar,  2  pounds. 
Salt,  4  quarts. 
Saltpeter,  3  tablespoonfuls 
Black  pepper,  onedialf  poufid, 
Mir  hot,  with   just    enough    water  to 
make  a  paste  that  will  spread  nicely  on 
the   meat       Kub    both    llesh    an«l    skin 
sides  of  all  pieces,  beinn  careful  to  work 
in  behind  thesboul<ler  blades,  antl    into 
the  ends  of  the  shanks.      Now    cord    up 
on  a  plank  to   drain.      One    rubbing   is 
enough  for    small    hogH.       Alter    a    few 
days  when  the  meat  has   tjuit    dripping 
you  should  wanh    it,    and  paint  it    with 
liquid  smoke,    which    you    find    at    the 
drug  store.     It    comes  in    cans    and    it 
can    k>e   be<<t     applied     with     a      small 
paintbrush.     Do  not    apply    but    tvice 
on  small  joints.     This  strikes  in  at  once, 
and  the  meat  is  ready  to  eat  in  one  day. 
The  above  is  enough    to   salt    the   meat 
from  four  bogs  weighing    1,UUC>  pounds 
gross. 


Take 6  gallons  of  water.  9  lbs.  of  salt, 
3 lbs  of  courte  brown  sugar,  1  quart  of 
molasses,  8  ounces  of  saltpeter*  and  1 
OQDce  of  soda.  Mix  and  boil  the 
whole  well,     taking    care   to    skim    o^ 


all  impurities  which  rise  to  the  sur 
face.  When  the  meat  is  cut  it  should 
be  slightly  rubbed  with  tine  salt  and 
left  to  lie  a  day  or  two,  that  the  tine 
salt  may  extract  the  blood.  It  may 
then  be  packeil  tight  in  the  cask,  and 
pickle  turned  on  after  it  has  become 
cold.  A  cover  should  be  placed  upon 
the  meat,  that  the  meat  t)P  kept  under 
the  pickle  at  all  times  till  desired  to 
hang  in  smokehouse.  This  is  goo<l  for 
preserving  beef  also. 


Take  '.)  lbs.  of  salt,  3  ll>s  brown  sugar, 
2  ounces  saltpeter;  dissolve  well  in  5 
gallons  of  hot  water.  Turn  on  the  meat 
when  cold.  If  this  does  not  make 
enough  pickle  should  cover  the  meat 
well.  This  recipe  is  for  1CK>  poonds  of 
meat.  They  will  be  ready  to  smoke  in 
three  weeks,  an<l  I  have  known  them  to 
be  Ifft  in  the  pickle  S  weeks  before 
sujeking.  .Meat  of  any  kind,  to  keep 
well,  should  not  be  packed  until  the 
animal  heat  is  well  out,  and  care  should 
be  taken  to  have  all  bloo<ly  pieces 
soake<l  in  salt  an  I  water  before  packing. 
This  will  work  etjually  as  well  for 
curiuir  beef. 

For  llHJ  lbs  of  meat  take  8  lbs  barrel 
salt,  4  lbs  dark  brown  sugar.  0  oz.  salt- 
peter, 1  tablespoon  of  black  pe  per.  and 
1  spoouful  of  sotla,  dislove  and  mix  to- 
gether; pack  the  meat  closely  in  a 
barrel  with  fiesh  side  up,  then  pour  on 
brime  and  ad<|  water  enough  to  cover 
meat  all  over.  Put  a  weight  on  to  keep 
meat  under  brine,  and  let  them  remain 
four  to  six  Weeks.  Ialwa>sput  in  the 
hock .

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What  the  Hog  Has  Done  for  His  Country. 

His  well,   wlieu  we   contemplate  ^ith 

pride  and  satisfaction  the   developments 

of  civilization,  to   give    hcnor   to    whum 

honor  is  due.     In  point  of   fact,  much  of 

the  splendor  of  our  achievements  !s  due 

to  that   most  despised   of  all  farm   aui- 

mals  in  the  popular  estimation,  the  hog. 

The  hog  has  been  the  potent  agent  in 
helping  to  solve  the  problem  of  transpor- 
tation. Before  the  age  of  railroads  be 
8.jlvefl  the  problem  for  the  farmers  of 
Ohio  by  turning  himself  into  a  package 
that  could  walk  to  market  with  what 
represented  from  ten  to  twenty  bushels 
of  corn.  He  came  West  with  the  corn- 
fields, antl  duting  his  whole  Western 
pilgrimage  has  been  a  condenser  of 
freights.  When  the  great  trans-Missis- 
sippi country  was  opened  up  he  furnish- 
ed the  only  solution  of  the  problem  of 
how  to  get  corn  to  market  at  a  price  less 
Ihau  the  cost  of  transportation.  He 
performed  the  same  service  for  the  trans- 
Missouri  farmers,  and  throughout  all 
the  com  belt  he  answered  the  same 
question,  How  shall  we  get  corn  to  mar- 
ket? by  saying:  "Feed  it  to  me."  It  is 
difficult  to  realize  how  cheap  corn  would 
have  been,  and  how  cheap  it  would  be 
to-day,  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the 
hog  solves  the  problem  of  sending  it  to 
market  by  converting  it  into  a  product 
ihat  finds  a  ready  market  in  every  part 
of  the  civilized  world. 

Not  only  does  he  find  a  market  for 
corn  and  grass,  but  he  enables  the  waste- 
ful sieer  to  be  fattened  at  a  profit.  Were 
the  hog  dropped  out  of  the  list  of  farm 
ai'imals  the  problem  of  Cittle  feeding 
would  be  entirely  different.  Either  corn 
would  hnv*-  to  be  very  cheap  or  cattle 
very  dear  before  feeiliug  could  ue  sue 
cessful.  Certainly  no  animal  as  yet  do- 
mesticated by  man  has  been  so  well  fitted 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  farmers  for  the 
last  twenty  years  as  the  hog. 

The  farmers  have   been  in  sore  need  of 
a  mortgage  lifter.     The  honor   of  lifting 
the  mortgage    from   the   farm    d(  es    not, 
however,  belong  exclusively  to  the  hog. 
The  steer  has  done  it,  the   dairy  cow,  as 
agriculture   developed   and    dairying  l>e- 
came  profitable,  has  done    it  satisfact  iri- 
ly  and  completely;  the   sheep   has  been 
no  meau  aid  in  removing   the  mortgage, 
where  the  lands  have  been    healthy,  the 
tame  grass  introduced  and    in  the  hands 
of  an     intelligent    and    skillful    owner. 
Nevertheless,    for    the   grain    farmer  the 
hog  has  been  the  ma  n    mortgage   lifter. 
Where  farmers   have   held   to   one  crop, 
whether  it  be  wheat   or  corn,  and  there 
has  been  no  live  t^tock    to    feed    it    for  a 
profitable  market,    the   second   crop  has 
almost    invari.ibly     been      a    mortgage, 
which  spread  until,    like    the    tapeworm 
of  the  sheep,   it   wasted    the  entire  pro- 
ductive forces,   and   the    result   was  the 
death  of  the  sheep,  and   the    red    flag  of 
the  sheriff  on  the  larm. 

Naturally  under  the  earlier  conditions 
swiue-grownig  was  the  first  bianch  of 
stock  growing,  and  it  has  maintained  its 
hold,  notwithstanding  the  diversification 
of  the  iiiduslries  of  the  farm. 

Kansas  Ciiy,  Omaha,  St  Louis  and 
Chicago  boast  of  I  heir  niarxelous  growth 
during  ihe  past  two  or  three  dtcatles. 
They  aitnbule  it  10  their  natur;  I  advan- 
tages, to  their  admirable  facilitits  of 
transportation,  and  to  the  iuieUigt-nce 
anil  enterprise  of  iheir  peo;  le.  In  point 
ol  fact,  much  of  it  is  due  to  tiie  hog 
The  estab  ishment  of  the  poik-packing 
industry  jn  any  city  in    the  West   is  uni 


versally  regarded    as    a   pledge   of  pros- 
perity,   present   and    future.     Wherever 
the  hog    has    gone    to    market    in  large 
numbers,    packing    establishments  have 
spruig    up    as  by   magic.     Deposits  in- 
creased iu  the  banks,  store-  of  the.great 
merchants    were   filled    with  customeis, 
and  the    laboring    man's    home   swelled 
the  population  and  largely  iucrca.sed  the 
wealth  of  these   cities.     Were   the  pork- 
packing    establishuients    removed    from 
any  of  these   cities   there  would    be,  for 
the    time    being,    industrial     paralysis, 
bankruptcies,   and    failures.      Few    men 
realize    how    much  of  the   comfort  and 
prosperity    which    they   enjoy  in    these 
cites  depends  u|>on  the  hog. 

Again,  for  all  these  yeais,  the  hog  has 
been  feeding  a  hungry  world.  In  the 
peasant  homes  of  Europe,  on  the  cotton 
plantations  of  the  ISouth,  in  the  mining 
cMUipsofihe  West,  au<l  wherever  great 
armies  muve,  pork  preducts  are  to  Ije 
found  as  one  of  the  staple  loods  of  niau. 
The  toollnome  ham  is  as  gratelul_^to  ihe 
palate  of  the  millionaire  as  it  is  to  the 
palate  of  the  soldier,  or  mir.er,  or  peas- 
ant. Tender,  sweet  aud  loc-thsome,  it  is 
as  grateful  alike  to  the  palate  of  the 
chdd,  of  the  lalx'rer,  and  of  the  old  man 
who  looks  back  over  his  long  yea. s  of 
good  feeding  and  remembers  with  plea- 
sure thr  bog. 

Vegetarians  have  inwgtied  again«t 
the  practice  of  eating  p.'.rk  products: 
theologiaus  have  pointed  to  the  waru- 
iiigs  ot  Moses  and  the  sad  fate  that  l)e- 
fell  the  hwiiie  of  Gadara;  but  he  is  in- 
deed a  bold  man  wh>#  can  inveigh  with 
rea'  earnestness  against  the  juicy  ham  of 
the  thorouf^hbred  ho^  that  has  drauk 
clear  water,  has  been  grown  on  clover 
blossoms  and  the  sweet  skim-inilk  of  the 
dairy,  and  fattened  on  the  ripened  pro- 
ducts of  the  corn  fields.

hind  men  paid  bei^t.  but  for  the  last 
three  or  four  year**  the  (.'hester  men 
have  been  the  most  prompt,  and  he 
further  says  I  attribute  this  to  their 
good  demand.  They  all  report  good 
sales.  .'Mso,  upon  my  asking  how  he 
knew  they  had  a  good  demand  he  said 
there  are  no  complainls  aluuit  the  ad 
making  them  sales.  1  know  that  their 
miles  are  goo<l  or  1  would  quickly  learn 
it  by  complaints.

Our  county  feeds   largely    hoth     hogs 
and  steers.     Combining  cattle  and  hogs  ! 
together  in  one  teeil  yani     is    the    only' 
wa>    to  make    large     profits    from    the 
feed  and    labor    invested,   writes  W.    L 
Lawhorn,  in    the  Prairie  Farmer.       Mv 
way  of  han<llin'.:  cattle  i«  to  kmy    thein 
when  two  years  old  as    stoekers.  always 
looking  out   lor  breediiiir  and    sivle,  of 
which  only  a  practiiral    man    la  a"  gAod 

judge,  I  roui;h  them  ihrouu'h  the  win- 
ter on  any  rough  fee«l  on  hand,  such  as 
corn  fodder  or  clover  o<"  auv  other   hav, 

Igivinu;  them  a  eood  drv  shelter  and  'a 
bed  of  straw.  Kei-p  them  iu  this  way 
until  the  Hist  of  March  then  feed  giaiii 
lightly,  either  corn  ftHhier  with  corn  on, 
(»r  ear  or  snapped  corn  in  boxes.  Grad- 
ually increase  the  grain  ration  until  ou. 
peck  of  ear  corn  per  head  is  fed.  After 
I  «onunence  to  seed  corn    I    keef.    them 

'  in  a  fted  lot,  with  hogs  to  follow  after  - 
about  two  hogs  to  each  steer.  I  contin- 
ue to  feed  them  in  this  way  until  the 
tenth  of  .luiie.  when  I  put  them  iu  a 
blue  grass  pasture,  feeding  corn  in  less

{•lone.  If  they  have  Koud  mass,  i^ood. 
fresh  water  and  shade,  the  cattle  will 
have  put  on  4iM»  pounds  per  head  of 
Hesh  and  growtti  t.y  the  loth  of  Ocio 
her.  Hy  that  time  new  corn  will  b. 
ready,  and  I  feed  it  on  the  pasture 
once  a  day,  in  the  evening  oulv.  If  fed 
in  the  morning  the  cattle  will  not  go  lo 
pasture,  but  will  stand  aroumj  waifiuL' 
for  feed,  and  will  lose  the  best  time  of 
day  for  gra/.inu  Feed  liirhtly  at  Hrst, 
increasing  the  amount    daily    until    the 

^  cattle  are  on  full  ffi^il.      One-half  bushel 

t  of  corn  a  day  is  all  that  a  steer  will  eat, 
ami  for  nio.st  of  them  one-third  bushe; 
is  suHicient.  If  you  have  a  hoktighl 
pasture,  hoifs  should  follow  the  cattle, 
to  save  the  <lro|)pinirs.  By  November 
l-Mh  the  cattle  should  be  put  in  the 
feed  airain  and  the  ration  changed  to 
shelled  corn  or  ••ornand-j-ob  meal.

access  t(»  salt.

Coughing  Swine 

Swine  are  very  prone  to  coughing. 
Very  many  of  the  ailinents  of  pign, which 
«loeH  not  "iirt'ctly  aflect  their   lun^s   niu\ 

tliroatH,  take  expression  in  cuuirliing, 
says  the  "rrairie  Farmer  "  It  wnuld 
«<een»  that  «'ouirli,  which  in  another  form 
of  the  irrunt  i.s  the  pi^s  natural  way  to 
show  that  he  is  sick,  or  to  relieve  his 
surtering.  That  the  coughinir  in  most 
case-*  is  a  mere  voluntary  haliit  of  the 
hog  may  he  seen  when  it  is  reinenibtred 
tlittt  he  j'oujihs  of  worms,  quinsy,  of 
damp  l»e«ls  an<l  dusty  beds,  of  fever, 
filthy  food,  of  diarrhoea  and  eonstipa- 
lions,  of  heat  and  cold,  of  dralls  and 
lack  of  vciitilHtinn,  and  of  nearly  every 
other  thin<:  tlmi  annoys  or  dis|re«se« 
him.  MiM  coii^h  i'^  his  siunai  to  his 
owner  thitt  couiething  is  wrong,  and  an 
examination  needeij. 

When  j'oiiirhing  beeomes  <'onunon  in  a 
herd,  look  rirst  to  the  conditions  ami 
surrounding  of  the  swine.  If  thev  are 
found  to  be  tilthy,  clean  them.  Watch 
their  feed,  tn  ste  that  no  soured,  musty 
<lecaye«l  food  is  ealen.  If  their  beds  are 
damp,  furnish  dry    ones.      If  they   are 


ing  plenty  of  oil-cake  meal  in  slops  with 
glaui.>er  salts  1  also  use  cream  of  tar- 
tar. 1  buy  tliese  hy  the  l)arrel.  I  feed 
charred  colis,  mixeii  with  sulphur,  and 
they  run  to  this  at  will.  It  is  surprising 
the  ijuantity  they  will  eat.  Salts  are 
laxative;  cream  of  tartar  puiitieB  and 
cools  the  blood,  and  sulphur  is  sai<)  to 
operate  on  the  liver.  I  d'»  not  lorce 
the  pigs.  Tliey  have  plenty  of  good 
pasture — several  kinds  of  grasses.  Dis- 
infecting with  phenyle  frequently  ie 
not  overlooked.  If  1  fin<!  a  pig  that 
does  not  suit  n»e  exactly  in  actions,  I 
place  him  in  a  pen  and  do  not  fee<l  for 
twelve  to  twenty-four  hours,  and  1 
have  had  such  come  arouud  all  right. 
In  fact,  likely  there  was  nothing  wrong, 
hut  ills  my  way  and  I  do  not  like  to 
takeanv  chances  wluitever. 


Wheat  nnd<1liniis,  oats,  pens,  etc.,  are 
highly  valusible  foo«ls  for  young  grow- 
ing pigs.  Though  the  peas  would  be 
found  too  heavy  a  fee<l  lor  very  yuung 
animals.

Bwine  pastures  include  clover,   rape  and 

rye,    says    Professor    Thomas   Shaw  in 

**Tbe  Farmer."    Other  pastures  are  not 

necessary.     Winter  rye   will  come   first 

in   order  and    when  kept   eaten    down 

closely  will  be  much  relishetl    by   swine. 

After  winter  rye  will  come  clover  of    the 

metlium  variety.     Then  early  sown  rape 

will  come  in  just  after   the  first  growth 

of  clover  has  l»een  eaten   down.       Later 

the  second  growth   of  clover   has   been 

eaten  down.     Later  the   second   growth 

of  medium  clover  will  be  on    hand,  and 

still    later     sown    rape    will    carry    the 

swine  right   on  until    the  approach    of 

winter.      Where    these    two    crop,    will 

grow  in    good    form    the    swine   grower 

need  not  trouble  looking  about  for    any 

other.     01  cou'se,   other  pastures   may 

be    grown,    but    usuallv    there     i?    not 

verv  great  nee<l  for  growing  them. 

Where  clover  will  not  urow  the  chief 
pasture  may  be  rye,  barley  and  oats, 
rape,  sorghum  au<l  rape,  grov  n  iu  the 
order  named.  Instead  of  sornhutu  pens 
and  also  sweet  corn  may  be  grown.  It 
in  not  necessary  t«)  grow  all  of  these  in 
one  season.  For  instance,  winter  rye 
and  rape  when  sown  at  proper  seasons 
may  be  made  to  answer  the  purpo>;e 
without  an v  of  the  other  crops.  If  is 
fortunate,  'however,  to  have  such  » 
varietv,  for  ther^  is  opportunity  lor  a 
choice*.  It  is  a  happy  country  for  pro- 
♦hieing  swine  where  pastures  caii  be 
thus  grown  for  them  in  such  variety, 
and  it  mav  also  be  adtled,  in  such 
abuudauce'  as  characterizes  the  pro- 
duction of  prairie  land.

And  when  the  hogs  were  put  on  the 
market  the  lots  on  their  own  merits, 
those  which  had  receive* I  alfalfa  hay  or 
pasture.skiin  milk  or  sov  beans, bnMiu'ht 
from  7  to  10  cents  more  per  liH».  And 
we  did  not  stop  at  the  sale  pen  with 
these  hogs;  they  were  slaughtereii.  cool- 
ed and  cut  up  out  in  the  packinu 
houses  «>f  St.  Joseph  ami  Kansas  City 
and  the  packers  have  added  iheir  testi 
monies  in  favor  of  the  alfalfa,  soy  bean 
and  skim  milk  fed   hog. 

A  good  average  ilaily  gain  to  put  it   in 
round    numbers,    for    a    hog    weiirhim: 
from     li-Vi    to  -25    pounds,    led  corn  or 
Kalhr  alone,  is  a  pouml  a  ilay.       When 
alfalfa  is  adde<l  one  and  one  half  ponmh 
per  day  is  a  fair  gain  or  two  to  two   and 
onehaif  pounds  are  put  on    very    read 
ily  when  sov  bean  or  scim    milk    is    fed 
in  addition  to  KatHr  corn.       These  fads 
are  app'etaate  I     bv    tho-ie    who    know 
»that  such  fee«ls  a-i    alfalfa, 
etc  .  tend  to  produre    noire 
insure  a  rapiti    growth    in 
that  would  not  do    well  on 


when  they  are  feeding  ground  or    cook- 
ed ree<l  tliev    take    a    g  eat    d«al    more 
pai>  s  in  feediiiif.     They  feetl     regularly 
and  keep    the    feedini:    places    in  good 
shape.     And  the  dlllerence   came    from 
this  not  fr«im  the  grinding   or  cooking. 
We  are  also  able  to   see    the  meaning 
of  the  phrase   'MochI  tells."    for  in    buy 
iiU' lip  shoals  of  various  farmers    it  was 
necessarv  at  all  times  to  take  some  that 
were  very  mnch    below    the   average  in 
•  I'laliiN,    while    t>thers.    in    a  lew  cases 
were   ai»ove  the  average.     While   some 
of  the  best,  would  make  a  g.iin  of  practi- 
cally two    ptoinds    per    day     per    head, 
others  that  showed    pour  1  reedinir,  but 
apparently  the  same  aj^e,  receivin;.'  the 
same  leed  and  treatment,  gained    bnt  a 
half  to  threedonrlhs  of  a  pound  per  day 
per  head. 

The    h<»g  also    responds  very    appre 
ciativelv  to  careful  han<lling.  kind  treat- 
ment and  regular  feeding.     The    hoif  in 
its  habits  i>  verv  mnch  sujterior  to  what 
it  gels  credit    f«  r    being.     When    fed  so 
that  tliey  know    they    will  liet   all  they 
want  every  time  they    are  fetl    and   fe«l 
regularly  thev  seem  to  lose  many  of  the 
"homiish'  qnali'.ies    and    become  quite 
n^annerly.    They    are  generally  the  last 
to  receive   attention   and   are   t)ften  ex 
pectvtl    to    eat    what    is    retused  by  all 
other  animals   on    the   farm.     Little  at 
tenlion  is  usually  given  to   their  feeding 
nv  sleeping  quarters  an<l  when    thought 
of  at  all  the  thou^rht  usually  is,  "only  a 
hog  anyho\N.'  and  in  goes    the    swill  or 
water  in  a  ilirtv  trough   or   the  corn  in 
the  mod.   At  one  time  the  hog  is  burned 
up  oniorn  and  at  another   expected  to 
develo|»  two    or   three   extra    stomachs, 
necessarry  to   subsist   entirely  on  a  for- 
aire  diet.     With  such  treatment  it  is  no 
wonder  that    the  little  cholera  bacillus 
tinds  him  an  easy  victim       The  constitu- 
tion of  the  hou  is  somethiiii:   wonderful 
i>r  ii  would  mit  staiul  what  it  iloes. 

Keed  the  hog  some  alfalfa  hay.  soy 
beans,  «>kim  milk  lo  some  other  similar 
fee<l.  breed  np.  treat  thei-.  kimlly.  pro- 
viile  cle.m  pens,  feed  carefully  and  bet- 
ter satislactioii  will  be  assured.

The  breeder  of  pure  bred  stock, 
whether  hoys,  cattle,  sheep,  horses,  or 
poultry,  is  doing  a  work  that  he  never 
irets  any  pay  for,  namely  grading  up 
the  stock  of  the  country  and  making  it 
more  valuable.  No  really  goo<l  stock 
breeders  ever  maile  as  much  money  off 
his  stock  as  he  was  entitled  t«»  make. 

If  the  purchaser  will  consult  his  own 
interests  he  will  not  complain  at  the 
price  a«<ked  if  tlie  pig  offered  is  really 
worth  the  price.  It  is  not  the  amount 
of  money  spent  for  an  animal  but  the 
value  got  for  the  money  that  should  be 
studied. — Wallace  Karmer.

Buttermilk  for  a  Brood  Sow. 

riease  tell  me  whether  pure  butter- 
milk right  from  the  creamery  is  a  proper 
fooil  for  broo  I  sows  at  larrowing  time 
and  at  all  tmes,  asks  a  correspondent 
in  the  "Stockman  and   Fjirnier." 

Answer:  A  brood  sow  of  2.V)  pounds 
weight  shoulil  have  in  twenty-four 
hours,  when  kept  in  uioilerately  warm 
<|uarterii,  about  one  pound  of  protein 
tiMid  unoiher  name  for  muscle  and 
blood-making  food*  and  about  five  and 
one-half  pounds  of  heat-making  food 
u'alled  carbohyilrates),  making  a  nutri- 
tive ratio  of  one  to  live  and  one-half. 
Now  buttermilk  has  a  ratio  of  one  to  a 
fraction  less  than  two,  and  if  the  sows 
were  fed  wholly  upon  it  she  would  have 
to  drink  nearly  lliirty  pounds  of  it  to 
irel  protein  enoukth,  and  then  she 
would  hrtve  only  about  one  third  ol  the 
l.eai  fo«»d  neetled,  which  in  order  to  get 
she  would  have  lo  drink  ninety  pounds, 
and  this  could  not  be  dane  by  her  and 
niHintain  health.  liuttermilk  is  good 
lor  her  to  furnish  drink  and  protein, 
but  she  needs  f«>ods  richer  in  the  heat 
It. liners.  Therefore  she  never  should 
be  fed  wholly  uvon  the  milk,  but  foods 
like  wheal  mitbllinvrs  with  a  ratio  of  a 
little  over  one  to  fouruud  one-half,  and 
corn  meal  with  «  nMo  of  one  to  ten, 
shoul<l  be  i;iven.  A  very  gotnl  way,  I 
believe,  is  to  mix  a  pound  of   miild lings

Juvenile  Poultry  Rabing. 

By  M.    M.  '.Johnston,    liiveutor    of    the 
Sure  Hatch  Incubator, 
As  time  goes  ou  it  lieconies'  more   ne- 
cessary to  give  our  boy.s  ami  girls   prac- 
tical etiucatiou.        Agricultural   colleges 
are  springing  up  in  every  Htate.    We  are 
sending  our  next  generation  of /armert* 
to  these  schools  now  totit.theui  for  bat- 
tling with  close  competition  ou  all  mat- 
ters that  pertain  lo  successful   farming. 
These  schools    of  tiaiuing    are    com- 
mendable, but  the  lar..:e  per  cent   of  the 
farmers  in  the  future    will    come    from 
the   farms    without    the    advantage    ol 
science  as    developed    at  these  schools 
It  therefore  stands  us  in  hand  to    make 
the  best  use  of  our    home    schools,  the 
farms.     Every  boy  aud  girl  likes  to  own 
something  and  for  the  etlticational  pur 
poses   alone,    they  should    o«  n    somr- 
thing.    Nothing  tills  the  bill  better  than 
an  incubator  and  a  tiock  of  poultry.    It 
cultivates  a  sense  of  care  and    business 
management   that    would     be      lacking 
when  they  were  called  on  to  do  business 
with  a  competing  public.     It  is  in  their 
time  of  life  that  impressions  are  pernia 
nent,  good  or  bad.      The  writer  of  this 
was  a  boy   once,  raised  ou  a  farm;owne«l 
every  colt     or  rather  owned   a  new  colt 
each  spring — owne«l  it  until    it    became 
real  valuai)le,  tlien  he    ha«l  the  privilege 
of  trailing  it  for  the  youngest  attain  and 
was  educated  to  think    the    voung    colt 
more  valuable   for  a  boy  than  a  colt   ol«l 
enough  to  bring  a  good  price.       The  re- 
sult of  this  line  of  training  and  encour- 
agement,   he    landed      in      business  at 
twenty-one  a  regular   pumpkin-head    tu 
do  business.       The  farm  had  no  attrac- 
tions for  him,  he  could  see  nothing  in  il 
but  plow  and  liarrow  and  doing  without 
money  from    crop    to    crop.       Am    not 
blaming  Dad,  he  simply  did    not    know 
how  to  educate  a  boy.     Had  there  been 
an  agricultural  college  or    other    school 
that  occurred  to  him  to  be  a  gooil  thing 
for  a  boy,  money  would  not  have   stood 
in  the  way.     As   above    stated,  lie    wa> 
not  aware  that  he   run   the  best    school 
on  earth,  right  at  home  among  realities 
Of  course,  we  w<)ul«l  rather    the    fHrmer 
would  buy  his    boy    an    incubutor,  but

Breed  Prom  Mature  Swine. 
To  The  (iazette.  -H  ,  Winona,  Minn., 
writeK  :  "In  a  recent  tliscuHsion  of  the 
\>\)i.  question  I  am  informed  that  the 
only  profitable  way  to  raise  and  handle 
pigH  i.s  to  pick  out  the  best  hows  born 
in  .April  and  breed  them  in  December  so 
as  to  have  them  farrow  the  next  April; 
wean  the  pijrs  when  about  six  weeks 
old  aiitl  fatten  the  mothers  for  mar- 
ket. Then  pick  out  young  hows  again 
to  bree<l  the  next  December,  thus 
breeding  a  sow  when  .she  is  eight 
months  o!d  and  raising  only  one  litter 
of  pigs  from  her  before  she  is  disposed 
of.     1>4  this  practice  general    anywhere 

ami  what  do  you  think  of  it?  Would 
or  would  it  not  be  better,  and  more 
protitable  to  use  older  sows  for  breeding 
purposes  .'  What  do  you  think  of  the 
plan  of  raising  two  litters  a  year  from 
a  sow  ?" 

From  the  standpoint  of  one  that  has 
bred  hogs  over  a  quarter  or  a  century, 
1  would  say  that  to  breed  from  youtig 
sows  farrowed  in  April  the  following 
December,  thus  bringing  iheir  litters 
the  following  April  and  continuing  this 
practice,  is  one  of  the  great  reasons 
why  the  vitality  of  the  present  day 
porker  is  so  low.  It  is  against  nature 
to  expect  a  hardy,  robost  animal  or  race 
ot  animal  to  result  from  the  continu- 
ous breeding  of  immature  parents.  It 
would  net  be  objeinionable  to  breed 
the  young  sow  f«»r  hertirst  litter  at  the 
aue  of  eight  mouths,  if  after  weauuig 
their  tirst  pigs  she  could  rest  till  another 
December.  Her  second  litter  would  in 
all  probability  be  a  larger  and  a  stronger 
unc  than  the  first.  if  she  prove<i  uu 
Ib's  second  trial  to  be  a  good  mother, 
ciuelul  of  her  pigs,  a  good  suckler,  fur- 
iiisliinu  plenty  of  milk  for  her  litter, 
1  he  litter  being  even  in  form  and  size, 
she  should  be  retained  for  a  breeder  as 
Itiug  as  she  kept  this  up. 

Jn  our  breeding  operations  we  uev«* 
•  liscanl  a  sow  after  she  has  proven  her- 
self worthy  a  place  in  the  herd  as  a 
pnxlucer  of  good  even  litters.  We  have 
kept  sows  breeiiing  till  their  thirteenth 
year.  As  to  protit  or  cost  of  keeping 
a  mature  sow  after  she  has  weaned  her 
litter,  if  turned  out  on  good  pasture  till 
fall,  fed  lightly  till  time  for  mating, 
then  well  fed  uu  the  proper  feed  to 
furnish  muscle  and  bone  material  till 
ready  to  farrow,  is  but  a  small  amount. 
In  the  climate  of  Illinois  or  any  other 
if  one  was  prepared  to  furnish  the  sow 
and  her  litti-r  a  warui  sleeping  place.'  1 
would  certainly  advise  the  breeding 
twice  each  year  of  sowt?  that  were  ma- 
ture. 1  titul  that  a  litter  of  pigs  farrow* 
ed  in  September  or  early  Ot:tober  and 
kept  where  they  can  be  with  their  dam 
in  a  warm  sleeping  pen  and  fed  out  of 
doors  even  if  properly  fed  will  grow 
thrift V  as  those  that  are  farrowed  in 
April.' 

To  sciure  the  best  results  each  sow 
>houl<l  have  a  small  sleeping  house 
about  H  feet  square  in  a  small  lot  where 
the  sow  and  {ligs  can  have  daily  exer- 
ci.«4e,  and  they  should  in  cold  weather 
have  a  feed  of  warm  slop,  not  necessar- 
ily  cooked,  but  warmed. 

<.>ne  inquirer  speaks  of  "weaning  the 
pigs  when  about  six  weeks  old."  This 
is  all  wrong.  .\  litter  of  pigs  sbouid 
not  be  weaned  till  nearly  three  months 
of  age,  and  if  fed  where  they  cannot  be 
molested  by  their  dam  or  other  pign 
from  the  time  they  are  four  to  liz  weeka 
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old  they  will  never  know  they  are  weau 
ed,  but  will  continue  to  grow  very  fast 
and  have  no  set  back.  Pijrs  weaned  at 
six  weeks  of  age  must  surely  have  a 
hard  set  back  in  their  thrift,  but  if  not 
weaned  till  about  three  months  old  and 
fe<i  as  above  with  suitable  feed  they 
are  almost  ready  for  market  any  da'v 
from  this  age  on  to  six  or  eight  months. 
If  this  practice  is  tollowed  up  for  a  gen- 
eration we  would  hear  but  little  of  swine 
diseases. 

The  practice  of  bree«ling  the  voung 
sow  but  once  and  again  .sele«'ting  a 
youne  sow  and  young  boar— and  con- 
tinuing this  will  each  year  show  a 
smaller,  more  delicate  little  mother, 
which  will,  in  a  few  vears  farrow  but 
two  or  three  pigs  so  weak  that  they  are 
ready  f  .r  any  ailment  that  comes  alomr, 
and  generally  avoid  the  troubles  of  life 
by  dying  at  once.  In  conclusion  I 
would  say,  bree<l  fr-'m  mature  animals, 
selectint;  only  enough  younn  sows  to 
keep  up  the  re(|uired  number  of  breed- 
ing animals,  as  ihe  oM  ones  dropout. 
Feed  correctly,  breed  for  two  litters  a 
year,  thus  having  two  crops  of  hogs  to 
turn  oH' yearly,  treat  your  hogs  as  you 
would  any  other  thing  that  paid  you 
well  and  you  will  tind  tiiat  the  well 
bred  hojj,  well-housed  and  well-fed,  will 
always  bring  y«»u  a  lame  profit.

We 
would  not,  however,  record  everything 
There  is  nearly  always  a  number  oi 
individuals  in  "a  litter  or  herd  that 
should  nut  be  used  for  breeliiikf  pur- 
poses nor  would  we  record  a  female 
until  after  she  hail  produced  one  litter 
and  we  are  satisfied  with  her  bretd 
ing;  if  not  we  would  semi  her  and 
the  entire  litter  to  the  fee«linL'  pen. 
Nor  is  it  necessary  to  record  in  the 
herd  book  every  pig  that  is  sold,  tor 
a  large  number  of  these  are  sold  sim- 
ply for  grading  purposes  and  their 
recoiil  is  m)t  necessary. 

it  is.  however  important,  to  keep 
a  private  herd  register  and  the  rcio  d 
of  the  name  ami  post-oftice  ad«lre.ss 
of  every  man  to  whom  any  pigs  are 
sold  for  breeding  purposes.  '  Jf  it  is 
iie«'essarv  afterwards  to  record  them, 
a  pedigree  can  then  be  furnisheit  to 
the  buyer,  who  stands  the  expen.se  t>f 
rrcordinu  unless  it  is  otherwise  nureed. 
Besides,  in  case  the  buyer  should  he  a 
customer  another  year,  it  is  imp«)rt- 
ant  for  him  to  know  that  the  pi^  lu 
is  getting  is  not  closely  rel:ite«l  to  the 
one  that  he  purchased  belore.  iw 
porta n I  as  it  is  to  l»reed  well  and  to 
leeil  well,  it  is  equally  li  n<»t  even 
more  im|iortant  to  keep  un  exceed- 
iukfly  accurate  private  herd  recoid.

BLOODED  STOCK 


MARKET  REPORT. 


Wood  Bros.'  Review  of  the~Market  for   the    Month    of    December 
and  Their  Views  of  the  Prospects  for  Near  Future. 


Chicago  Union  Stock'Yards,  Dec.  i,  1900. 
HOGS. 

As  forecasted  in  our  letter  of  Nov.  ist,  the  hog 
market  in  spite  of  liberal  receipts  ruled  active 
and  prices  for  the  month  have  averaged  some 
higher  than  quotations  we  gave  at  that  time. 
The  fluctuations  have  not  been  great,  although 
prices  at  various  times  during  the  month  have 
probably  shown  a  difference  of  20  to  25  cents  per 
cwt.  between  extreme  top  and  extremely  low 
prices  for  that  period.  Receipts  for  the  month 
are  800,521  head  against  756,628  for  the  same 
month  last  year.  This  supply  may  be  called 
liberal  for  November,  but  not  excessive,  although 
we  had  two  weeks  of  heavy  supplies.  The  gen- 
eral character  of  the  trade  has  been  active  and 
the  tendency  a  little  stronger,  and  present  indica- 
tions would  seem  to  point  to  a  pretty  good  mar- 
ket for  the  present  month  with  but  little  change 
in  prices  from  present  quotations.  We  have  to 
note  some  dullness  in  the  demand  for  extreme 
heavy-weights  of  which  quite  a  few  are  coming; 
forward.  We  think  it  hardly  profitable  to  hold 
hogs  whether  of  good  or  poor  quality  long  enough 
to  take  them  into  the  extreme  heavy  class,  both 
on  account  of  less  price  realized,  and  on  account 
of  the  fact  that  of  course  they  do  not  make  as 
good  gain  in  the  late  feeding. 

Prices  at  present  writing  range  about  as  follows: 
Prime  light  160  to  190  lbs.,  I4.75  t^  4.85;  Butch- 
ers, 220  to  2)0  lbs.,  I4.80  to  4.90;  Prime  heavy 
around,  300  lbs.,  I4.75  to  4. Ro;  Good  smooth  fat 
packers,  I4.65  to  4.75;  Common  to  fair,  I4.50  to 
4- 65;  Pigs.  $4- 25  to  4.50;  Stags,  $4  to  4.40. 


SHEEP 

Receipts  of  sheep  last  month  were  304,896 
against  314, 278  for  the  corresponding  month  in 
last  year.  While  the  receipts  are  lighter  at  pres- 
ent than  this  time  last  year,  the  market  is  lower, 
about  25  cents  cwt.  We  believe,  however,  that 
we  will  have  better  prices  inside  of  a  very  short 
time.  We  have  had,  up  to  the  present;  little  or 
no  export  demand.  In  the  past  few  days  there 
has  been  some  light  shipment  made  from  here  to 
foreign  markets.  With  the  Argentine  Republic 
shut  out  from  English  markets  it  looks  to  us  as  if 
we  should  have  a  strong  demand  from    English

markets  for  otir  heavy  sheep.  This  was  the  case 
last  year,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  be  repeated  this  year. 

Prices  to-day  range  about  as  follows:  Strictly 
prime  wetherp,  $4.10  to  4.15,  good  $4;  strictly 
prime  yearling  wethers,  I4.25  to  4.35;  good, $4. 10 
to  4.20;  strictly  prime  ewes,  S3. 75  to  3.85;  good 
l3-5oto  3.60;  common  I2.25  to  2.75;strictly  prime 
lambs,  I5. 10  to  5.30;  good,  I4.85  to  5.00;  fair, 
I4.50  to  4.75;  common,  $3.50  to  4  25. 


CATTLE 


In  looking  over  the  sittiation  in  the  Live  Stock 
trade  we  have  not  very  much  to  record  that  is 
new.  There  still  continues  to  be  a  healthy  active 
demand  for  all  grades  of  cattle,  and  although  we 
have  had  during  the  month  of  November  29,310 
more  cattle  at  this  market  than  during  the  same 
monih  last  year,  we  have  only  had  5  cents  decline 
in  the  average  prices  for  good  beef  steers.  It 
was  our  opinion  when  we  wrote  you  a  month 
ago  that  there  would  be  some  little  decline  dur- 
ing the  month  of  November,  the  decline  was 
lighter  than  we  anticipated,  but  that  was  ac- 
counted for  largely  by  the  fact  that  the  bulk  of 
the  receipts  consisted  of  stockers  and  feeders  and 
butchers  stuff;  and  the  supply  of  the  good  matur- 
ed steers  were  not  in  much  excess.  There  is  a 
very  healthy  demand  for  beef  this  year,  we  think 
more  urgent  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  but  prices 
you  will  note  are  not  as  high  as  they  were  a  year 
ago — for  instance  on  good  1200  to  1500  lbs.  during 
November  last  year  the  average  price  was  I5.80 
while  during  the  same  month  this  year  on  the 
same  grade  stuff  it  is  I5.45,  but  we  think  that 
taking  into  consideration  the  increased  supply 
that  the  prices  are  better  in  proportion  than  they 
were  a  year  ago. 

We  see  nothing  in  the  future  of  the  cattle  trade 
to  cause  the  slightest  alarm,  we  think  everything 
is  oti  a  good  solid  foundation,  and  that  the  pros- 
pect if  not  flattering  is  at  least  gratifying. 

The  demand  for  stock  cattle  is  increasing  ow- 
ing to  the  liberal  supply  and  the  present  very  low 
prices;  while  strictly  good  feeders  are  selling 
slowly  at  about  steady  prices.  We  do  not  look 
for  any  further  decline  in  good  fat  cattle  during 
the  month  of  December,  still  we  believe  there 
will  bean  increased  supply  of  really  strictly  good 
cattle,  such  as  generally  come  here  for  Christmas, 
and  think  that  grade  will  not  sell  up  to  expecta- 
tions, but  prices  will  likely  be  higher  than  has 
been  paid  for  good  fat  cattle  during  the  past  two 
months.

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Limitations  of  the  Swine  Business. 

Nothing  p-iys  be'ter  on  the  farm  than 
raising  hogs  at  five  cents  a  pound  at  the 
nearest  station,  says  Wallace's  Farmer, 
unless  it  be  raising  bogs  at  six  cents. 
There  is  good  money  in  them  in  the 
west  at  four  cents,  and  no  money  is 
lost  at  three  cents,  when  corn  is  twenty 
cents  or  under.  Were  it  not  for  the 
limitations  which  nature  has  thrown 
about  the  business,  it  would  not  be  long 
until  the  price  would  be  kept  down  by 
the  increased  ^supply  to  about  three 
cents  per'.pound.  Some  farmers  regard 
cholera  as  a  blessing  in  disguise,  because 
it  prevents  over-production.  The  farm- 
er who  has  not  had  any  disease  for  ten 
years  can  philosophize  in  this  wise,  but 
the  man  who  has  lost  three-fourths  of 
bis  hogs  and  three  fourths  of  the  corn 
they  have  eaten  and  > three-fourths  of 
his  labor,  has  not  much  consolation  in 
this  view  of  the  matter. 

It  is,  we  think,  better  to  say  that 
were  it  not  for  the  limitations  which 
nature  has  placed  around  the  business 
of  swine  production,  the  current  price 
would  bring  the  minimum  of  profit;  it 
may  be  well,  therefore,  to  consider  what 
these  limitations  are.  First,  nature 
seems  to  have  forbidden  the  increase  of 
hogs  in  the  same  herd  beyond  about 
one  hundred.  We  haye  been  raising 
hogs  for  twenty  years,  and  have  found 
our  maximum  of  profit  at  from  tiO  to 
100  on  the  farm-  Some  times  we  have 
grown  from  135  to  150,  and  invariably 
found  that  while  consuming  more  corn 
and  giving  us  more  trouble,  they  gave 
us  no  more  profit  than  if  we  raised  Irom 
75  to  100.  When  prices  are  high  farmers 
are  tempted  to  go  beyond  this  number, 
but  if  they  do  not  invite  the  disease 
known  as  cholera,  our  observations  are 
that  something  else  comes  in  and  robs 
them  of  their  profit. 

Again,    nature     apparently    compels 
every  man  to  grow  his  own  hogs  or  pick 
them  up    in    his    immediate  ueiuubor- 
hood.     A  man   cannot  do   a  iauu  ollice 
business    in    growing    hogs.     Ifuruuih 
strikes  Kansas  or   Nebraska,  and  shoals 
otfrom  50  to  lOO  pouuds    becomes  very 
cheap  and  the  farmer  is    tempted    to  go 
west  and  buy  and  bring  them  in  by  tUe 
carload,  he  is   about   as  certain  as  fate 
to  have   an   attack   of  cholera  or  some 
similar  disease  which  will  spread  among 
the  neighi  ors  aud  sweep  away  the  UOf;B 
of  the    township.     Ihis    has    occurred 
over  and  over  again  in  the  west,  ana  11 
is  the  great  ubstiacie   against    using  dis- 
tiller v  slops  in  I  he  east      Kveiy  lot  pui- 
citased  is  one  more  cnauce  o(   luiecliun. 
Every  place  wnere    cars    are    iuaiieu  le 
auolher,  every  car   sliil^auother,  ever} 
sloca  yard  through  which  it  passes  niin 
another,   ihe    yaids   at  which  they   win 
unload  still  another,  and   a    mau  migui 
as  well  gamble  in  a  bucket  shopab  bring 
in    a    cat  load    ot  hogs  troui    the  wesi, 
even  under  the   moHt    favorable  ciicuui- 
staitces.     Even    it    he    does    gel    ilie"^ 
home  in  perfect  health,  one  over  leeil  ^^ 
new  cofuiHlittiy   ii»   >et    up  s-ui*   ui  • 
ease  wtiicU,  \^tlile  it  may  uui    exicud   lo 
other  herds,  will    rob  lum  t»t  hi-*  prutit. 
Occasionally  such   veniui'ea  prove  pro- 


fitable, but  they  are  the  exception  And 
not  Ihe  rule. 

Airain,  when  farmers  attempt  the 
torciui:  proces-,  pu-h  p<^fi  from  start  to 
finish  with  the  object  of  getting  tha 
jrreate-t  number  of  pounds  of  pork  per 
hundretl  pounds  ol  grain,  they  are  al- 
most certain  in  the  coun»e  of  a  few 
years  to  decrease  ihe  vitality  of  their 
herd  and  experience  the  evils  of  omall 
littern,  pigs  too  fine  In  the  lK>ne,  too  fist 
and  chnfl^y,  with  low  vitality,  which 
succumb^  readily  to  disease. 

In  view  of  allthese,  it  ii  well  for  th« 
farmer  not  to  be  tempted  by  tht  high 
prices  to  do  a  wholesale  business  in 
swine  growinis  Let  him  raise  on  th« 
quarter  section  from  76  to  100  pigs  and 
no  more.  I^elliim  grow  these  as  much 
as  possible  on  skim-milk,  on  the  offal 
of  cattle,  on  ttrasH,  rape,  cow  peas,  soy 
bean««,  and  for  the  most  part  uee  his 
corn  for  fattening.  This  will  not  exempt 
him  from  liability  to  diseas**,  to  which 
he  will  be  exposed  as  long  as  his  neigh- 
bors follow  the  common  practice,  but  if 
the  entire  community  can  be  induced  to 
adopt  this  rational  method  ot  hog  rais- 
ing, the  vitality  will  be  increased  and 
tbelessenetl  numbers  will  give  less  ma- 
teilal  for  the  disease  to  feetl  upon,  thus 
decreasing  its  malignity  and  lessening 
the  losses.

To  Wallace's  Farmkr. 

On  June  10,  1899,  I  disked  my  feed 
lot  thoroughly  after  hauUug  out  all 
the  manure,  and  sowed  it  to  rape 
broadcast.  In  five  weeks  in  was  from 
twelve  to  tifteeu  inches  high.  I  then 
allowed  pigs  two  months  old  access 
to  the  same,  and  they  ate  it  heartily, 
but  as  they  could  not  keep  it  down, 
1  permitted  the  sows  to  enter.  I  never 
saw  sows  enjoy  anything  better.  This 
lot  was  eaten  otT  closely  ut  two  ditf- 
erent  times,  but  quickly  grew  uj> 
airain. 

On  June  I'Oth,  just  previous  to  plow- 
ing corn  the  seconti  time,  1  sowed 
rape  in  two  acres  and  did  not  give 
these  acres  the  third  plowim;.  1  fenced 
this  by  itself,  and  when  the  corn  was 
dented  1  turned  in  sixty-three  April 
pij:s.  They  ate  rape  when  they 
wante«l  rape  ami  corn 
wanted  corn,  and  followed 
head  of  fattening  cattle 
knew  pi^js  to  grow  faster 
1  do  not  think  there  was 
corn  wasted  in  the  two 
rainy  days  1   would  close  the  gap.

Ill  IIKX).  1  sowed  thii«  held  of  rape 
ami  oats  about  April  oOth,  and  cov- 
ered with  a  disK.  1  learned  thut  rape 
requires  a  loose  soil,  for  wliere  1 
turned  around  with  the  disk,  the  rape 
grew  much  better  than  where  1  simply 
wenl  twice.  Ilupe  grows  .-lowly  in 
CO  I  weather,  but  the  outs  grew,  and 
wheu  six  inches  high,  i  ivrDwl  In  Uiv 
brood  sows  Tlu'se  were  shut  out  of 
the  field  about  June  ■_''»th,  and  when 
the  oais  were  headed  aii«l  turning 
ripe,  I  again  let  them  in,  and  they  ha»i 
higli  iiviiii;  for  a  short  lime.  The  rape 
IS  still  there. 

lU'sides  sowing  a  large  feed  lot  in 
rape  this  year,  1  sowed  six  acres  ot 
corn  to  rape.  The  corn  was  plowed 
three  times,  and  when  the  tassels 
were  just  beginning  to  show,  I  sowetl 
rape  broadcast  by  walking  m  one  row 
and  sowing  one  on  each  side  of  me. 
And  here  let  me  suggest  a  new  way 
to  tiiltivate  corn  after  it  is  too  high 
to  u-r  the  team.  I'se  one  horse,  a 
shorl  singletree,  a  stay  chain,  and  a 
couimoii  mover  wheel.  A  boy  can  ride 
the  horse  if  you  have  turniuu  rows, 
or  your  man  can  fallen  a  rope  or  strap 
to  rear  of  wheel,  and  turn  easily. 
In  this  way  1  cultivated  the  corn 
leveled  the  ground,  and  ctivered  the 
rape.  The  corn  was  estimated  by  difl- 
erent  parties  ut  from  seventy-hve  lo 
«glity  bushels  per  acre.  The  rape  did 
well,  bill  should  have  been  sown  ten 
lays  sooner. 

F.iiihty-tive  April  ami  May  pigs  were 
^iven  access  to  this  as  soon  as  the  rape 
was  firmly  established.  Later  twenty- 
live  more  were  given  the  run,  and 
afterwards  a  few  old  huws«  My  corn 
is  husked,  more  manure  scattered  by 
^e  huvkers,  and  I  cannot.  Ltebtfvc  iha\ 


as  much  as  one  bushel  of  good  corn 
was  lost.  These  pigs  had  access  to 
four  acres  of  blue  gra.ss  and  timothy 
aftermath.  I  have  seen  them  walk 
through  this  and  stop  to  take  their 
till  when  they  struck  the  rape.  I 
think  one  acre  of  rape  is  worth  two 
of  clover. 

It  can  be  sown  any  time  between 
oats  sowing  and  July  5th.  The  best 
time  to  sow  in  corn  if  from  June  20th 
to  25th.  Everv  hog  raiser  ought  to 
sow  rape.  Old  hogs  will  waste  corn 
in  the  held,  but  young  pigs  will  not. 
Any  one  who  can  sow  turnip  seed  can 
sow  rape.

The  Fattening  Hogs. 

Now  is  the  time  to  push  the  process 
of  fattening.  The  temperature  now  is 
favorable  to  l3>iiig  on  fat  with  Itss  feed 
than  it  will  be  later.  While  the  hog  is 
not  benefited  by  a  hi^h  temperature — 
40  degrees  being  high  enough — it  must 
have  additional  feed  to  keep  up  the 
heat  in  very  cold  weather.  Corn  is  in 
the  right  condition  now  for  prtiducing 
the  best  lesults.  Feed  it  generously.  A 
little  of  niir  genous  foods,  however,  will 
not  f)e  out  of  place.  In  fact  never  is 
iluring  the  whole  process  of  fattening. 
When  cold  weather,  or  c<»ol  weather 
first  comts,  swine  are  apt  to  bunch.  Do 
not  permit  it.  Root  them  out  if  they  d<» 
it.  Feed  on  the  tloor.  It  is  wasteful 
and  inimical  to  the  health  of  the  animal 
to  feed  hogs  in  filth.  Nor  is  it  the  way 
to  make  the  best  pork.

♦'Well,  it   is   pretty  evident   that  oar 
friend  here  will  never  become  a  success- 
ful   breeder,     unless     he    chanjfes    his 
methods."    This  remark  was  made  bv  a 
veteran  breeder    to    his    friend    in  the 
buggy  with  him,  as  they  droye  up  to  a 
farm  where  a  would  -be  breeder  had  re- 
cently  announced  his  intention  of  going 
into  the  breeding   business.    The   occa- 
sion of  the  remark  was  the  beholding  of 
the  proprietor  driving    out    of    the  or- 
chard a  number  of  his  sows  in    the  old 
style  way,  by  setting  a   vicious   buUdoxr 
on  them.     Of  course,  they  came  out  on 
the  jump;  there    was     no    exceptions, 
bred  sows,  pigs  and    all,  treated   in  the 
same  way.     The   veteran    breeder  con- 
tinued:    "This    is    a    waste  of  corn,  a 
waste  of  nerve  force,  a  disfigurement  of 
the  ears,  and  a  destruction  of  the  good 
feelings  that  a  breeder   should    have  for 
his  hogs  and  they  for    him.     Instead  of 
being  gentle  and   qaiet  they  are  scareil 
aind  have  no   eontidence  in  him.     They 
act  as  if  they  expecteti   a  repetition  of 
the  dog  episode  at  any  moment."    This 
is  just   the    reverse    of   the    manner  in 
which  a    breeder  should  treat   his  ani- 
mals; kindness  goes    a    great   ways  to- 
ward the  success  of  a  breeder  in  his  bus- 
iness.    The  man  that  would  set  a  dog 
on  his  hogs  doesn't  think  as  much  of  his 
animals  as  he  should   to  become  a  suc- 
cessful breeder.    He  isn't  the  kind  of  a 
man  that  is  looking   out   for  their  com- 
fort, seeking  the  best  food   that  he  can 
iret  for  them,  and  providing  the  shade 
in  summer  and   shelter  in    winter;  pro- 
tecting them  at  all   times  from  the  in- 
dement  weather.     One  of  the  first  con- 
ditions of  a  successful  breeder  must  be 
a  liking  for    the    animal,  and  this  will 
be  known  by  his    treatment    of    them. 
No  one  can  like  an  animal  and    abuse 
it.  It  would  certainly  be  a  good  school- 
ing   for     this    would-be    breeder  to  go 
around  and  visit  a  number  of  the  best 
and  mo?t  successful  herds,  and  shown 
just   how  their    hogs    are   treate<l,  and 
the  kindly  relation  between  the  owner 
and    his  hogs.      One    never  yet  saw  a 
good     feeder    that    abused     his    hogs, 
either  on  the    farm  or  as  a  feeder.     A 
good     breeder     never     enjoys    himself 
better  than  in  watching  his' contented, 
well-fed  lot  of  hogs  eating  leisurely  and 
toming     up     to     him    occasionally     to 
scratch  their  backs,— American    Swine 
herd.

If  you  have  a  good  hog,  advertise  it. 
That  is  the  only  way  that  you  will  get  a 
protit  out  of  the  business.  We  have 
seen  in  the  past  ten  years  a  lot  of  good 
hogs  sold  at  big  prices  that  actually 
rusted  out  on  the  owner's  han<ls  and 
were  lost  merely  because  of  the  fact 
that  they  were"  not  advertised.  The 
party  seemed  to  think  that  all  that  was 
necessary  to  make  him  great  business 
was  to  buy  a  high  priced  animal,  and 
that  business  would  come  to  him.  He 
don't  recognize  the  fact  that  he  could 
afford  to  pay  advertising  bills  to  secure 
the  harvest  from  the  seed  that  he  had 
sown  in  buying  the  animal,  and  was, 
therefore,  a  failure.  Take  advantage 
of  this  experience.

"Perhaps  there  are  no  greater  mistakes 
made  in  feeding  animals  than  is   often 
the   case  with  pigs.        Indewl,    we    are 
incline<l  to  think  that  the  climax  of  ex- 
pensive absurdity  is  reached   in    swine- 
feeding.     Often   animals  do    grow  and 
tlevelop  in  spite    of  very    ba.l    feeding. 
But  our  swine,  we  might  almost  sav    as 
a  rule,  do  not  develop.        Fat  takes  the 
place  of  development,  and  somehow  we 
get  the  idea  that  fat  is   growth.       If  we 
do  not  make  this  mistake   almost    from 
the  beginning  we  are  entirely  too  ajit  to 
fall  into  the  error  before  the  pig  reaches 
maturity.     It  is   always    a     very    great 
mistake.and  the  earlier  in  thelile  t)f  the 
pig    that  we  begin  to  make  it  the  great- 
er mistake  it  is.       To    expect    a    young 
pig  to  develop  bone  and  muscle  without 
feeiling  it  anything    that    will    develop 
bone  and  muscle  is  a    great    absurdity. 
Yet  that  would  often   seem    to    be    the 
theory  in  hog  raising.       .\fter   its  birth 
the  pig  is  either  left  to    take  care    of  it- 
self, the    dam     not    being  properly    led 
sometimes,  or  is  fetl    upon    that    repre- 
hensible theory  that  fat  is  growth.    Mtn 
have  been  known  to  feet!    ail    the  vorn- 
meal  that  the  young  aniii  al  would    eat, 
just  as  soon  as  it  could    eat  coru-ineal. 
What  could    naturally    be    expectnl    as 
the  result  of    such    a    course?      Corn- 
meal  contains  sixty-six  percent,  of  fat, 
ten  per  cent,  of    nitrogenous  elements, 
and   scarcely   any    phosphate    of  lime. 
A  growing  pig  can    be   literally    starved 
to  death  upon  such   a    ration,    althougii 
it  may  be  so  fat  that   it    cannot     stand 
Upon  its  feet.       In«leed,  its  inability  to 
stand  upon  its  teet  would  soon  uitinifest 
itself,  and  would  be   an    evitlci  ce    that 
i,  was  starved.       Its  legs  would    not   he 
atrong  enough    to  hold    it.       Us    bones 
and  muscular  system  would  have    noth- 
ing to  feed  upon,  anil    uiiisi    necessarily 
(irow  weak,  at  least  weak  in    proportion 
to  its  age  and    growth    of  tat.       Tliere 
would  all  the  time  be  a   demand   for  an 
increase  of  muscular  and  bony   strength 
to  support  the  growing  weight,  and    no  i 
response  whatever  to  the  demand."         |

Is 
it  proti table  to  feetl  some  linseed  oil 
cake  in  combination  with  middlings?

If  we  had  no  milk  we  woul<l  mix 
with  water,  .lust  enough  to  make  a 
thick  slop.  Vou  could  adtl  a  little  lin- 
seecl  meal,  but  be  careful,  as  it  is  so 
strong  you  niiuht  throw  vour  pigs  off 
their  feed.  The  middlings  will  make 
growth  and  you  can  feed  about  all  the 
pigs  will  eat  up  clean.— Ed.

If  o"e  \<  to   Hucfeecl    permanently  in 
e-owiiiij  pork    for    profit    he  ini«>*t   io«k 
carefully  after,  tlie  breeliii^.     I'ork   for 
prolii  's  not  po«sil>le    for    any  consider- 
able number  ot  years  unless  jrreat  pains 
are  taken  to  niaintain    the  vi^or  of  the 
bree<Untf        stork,        says      "Wallace's 
Farmer."     Whenever    a    herd    of    live 
stock  loses  its  vitality  or    becomes  deli- 
cate, ttiere  will    ^oon    lie   an   end  to  the 
profit      It  is  important  that    there  be  a 
definite  system    of   br^edin^  eslablished 
on  the  farm  as  in  the  herd    intended  for 
Bale  as  breeders.      One  of  the  practices 
that   constantly    ten<l8   to   decrease  the 
vitality  of  the  herd  is   that   of  breedintr 
oontinuonslv  from   iuimatiue  stock.     It 
is  the  custom  of  numv  farmers  to  breed 
April    or  Miy   pi^rs  in    l)ccen»bcr,  allow 
them  to  suckle   their    vonnt?   until  thev 
are  but    three    numtns    ohi.    wean  the 
pi^s,  put   the    sovs    into    the  fattenin*; 
pen  antl  lepcat   lliis   process   from  year 
to  >ear.     In  order  to  pr«)cnre  a   herd  of 
delicate    ho^K,    LMowintr     small     litters, 
with  low  vitality,  and  lijible  to  snccnndt 
to  any  di-ease  or  toinindicions  teediny, 
all  'hat  is  necessary  is    to    keep   on  tra 
velin>;  on  this  roa  1. 

Milting  sows  of  thi«<  ajre  is  not  always 
necessarily  to  be  Ci>ndeuined.  We  wish 
to  find  (»ut  the  breedinj:  qnnlities  of  t'  e 
youngs  nvs.  and  if  they  arc  not  such  as 
wc  would  desire,  turn  them  into  the 
fattening  I  en  and  >ret  i»ur  money  out 
of  them  as  quickly  as  possible.  If  they 
have  promise  of  future  usefulness,  it 
would  be  well  not  only  to  allow  'hem  to 
farrow  uncler  the  m<i>t  favorable  circum 
stances,  say  in  May.  but  K've  them 
jilenly  td  nutritious  food  to  enable 
them  b(»th  to  suckle  their  y«)untf  ami 
at  the  same  time  to  add  to  their  own 
^rrowth,  and  then  yive  them  a  re-t  for 
six  months  or  a  vear  in    onler  that  the\ 


may  be  tJt  for  the    active    work  in  th« 
yard. 

A  good  plants  to  raise    a   f*w    fall  lit 
ter«  on    each    farm,     helect    the  be^t  of 
these,  and  always   those  from   dams  of 
^ood  form  aixl    good    milking  qualities, 
and  keep  them  until  a   year  old  before 
mating.     If  a    pig  is    farrowed    in  Sep- 
tember an<l  well  nourished  it    will   be   in 
good  shape,    if  well    cared    for,    ami   if 
mated  at  a  year  ohi,  we  may  expect  the 
best  results.     This  is  probably  the  best 
way,  after  all,  of  keeping  up  the  su|)ply 
of  brood  sows  in  the  herd.     We   <io  not 
advise  a  large    number   of  fall   pitrs,    no 
larger  than    we    are    sure    can    be  well 
cared  for.

# 


Rule*  for  the  Care  and  Feeding  of  Dilry  Cows. 
%,  Cows  must  have  comfort  or  they 
caflnot  do  well.  Give  them  a  good  beil 
and  a  comfortable  stall  with  as  much 
liberty  as  is  consistent  with  security, 
cleanliness  and  convenience. 

2.  Have  the  arrangement  of  the  stalls, 
gutters  and  fastenings  such  that  the 
cows  can  be  kept  clean.  Keep  tbe 
stable  cleao. 

3.  Have;;the  stable  ventilated  in  such 
a  way  as  to  provide  pure  air  for  cows 
without  making  it  too  cold.

around.  Speak  gently  to  them  and 
never  in  angry  tone.n.  Remember  Ward 
l^.

o.  Oive  cows  a  chance  to  exercise'  in 
the  open  air  when  weather  is  comfort- 
able. 

t>.  Milk  regularly,  at  the  same  time 
each  day,  dividing  thedav  e(iually  be- 
tween  milkiugs;  cows  in  the  same  order 
and  by  the  same  milkers,  if  possible 
Ml  k  quickly  but  gently.  Get  all  the 
milk  each  time,  but  do  not  keep  on 
stripping  atter  you  have  got  it. 

7.  Feed  cjws  all  thev  will  eat  of  the 
P^"Pff  >•"*!  of  food.  The  concentrates 
should  be  fetl  somewhat  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  ol  milk  each  cow  can  be 
made  to  give.  But  in  no  ca.se  should 
the  concentrates  constitute  more  than 
half,  in  weight,  of  the  drv  matter  of 
the  dairy  ration— a  safer  rule  is  to  say 
one-third.  Give  onlv  what  thev  will 
eat  up  at  once.  Have  ni^ne  left  o'ver  in 
the  mangers  or  feed  boxes  for  them  to 
breathe  on  and  get  foul. 

8.  Feed  a  variety  of  foods.  Thev 
will  eat  more  and  digest  more  because 
of  it.  Fee<i  nothing  but  sweet,  whole- 
some food. 

9.  Feed  at  the  same  time  each  daV; 
then  COW8  will  not  be  worrying  about 
their  feed. 

10.  Feed  asj  nearlv  a«  practical  a 
balanced  ration.  Hut  all  cows  should 
not  be  fed  alike;  those  inclined  to  lav 
on  tiesh  should  be  fetl  less  of  the  catbo- 
h^drates,  such  as  corn,  and  those  in- 
clined to  turn  all  their    feed    into    milk

should  be  fed  more  of  such  feed. 

11.  In  summer  cows  should  have 
good  pasture,  or  other  green  food  or 
silawe.  In  winter  a  part  of  the  daily 
ration  should  be  silage  or  roots  to  ena- 
ble them  to  do  the  r  best. 

12.  Feed  both  coarse  fodder  and  con- 
j  centrated  feel  ooth  morning  and  even- 
ing. Feed  a  small  feed  of  coarse  fodder 
ai  noon  if  cows  have  been  a  customed 
to  it.  If  cows  have  not  l)een  accus'om- 
ed  to  it,  they  may,  perhaps,  do  as  well 
without  the  noon  feed  bv  giving  more 
at  the  other  feeds. 

13.  CowB  should  be  watered  at  least 
twice  a  day  when  on  drv  feed,  and  the 
water  should  be  pure  and  wholesome 
and  at  a  temperature  that  best  Kuits 
l^hem,  which  is,  at  least,  twenty  or  thirtv 
degrees  warmer  ihan  ice  water. 

14.  Cows  should  have  at  all  times  ail 
the  salt  their  appetities  crave,  which  is 
from  one  to  two  ounces  each  daily. 

If  the  above  rules  are  followed,  any 
cow  that  is  woiih  keeping  will  pav  weii 
for  her  care  and  feed.  Anv  cow'  thai 
does  not  so  pay  should  bedisposetl  of.— 
Hoard's  Dairvman.

objectionable  to  breed  the  youn«  sow  for 
her  first  litter  at  the  age  of  eight  months 
if  after  weaning  her  lirHt  pign  she  could 
re8t  until  another  l»ecember.  Her 
second  litter  would  in  all  probability  be 
a  larger  ami  a  stronger  one  than  the 
tir^t.  U  uto  proved  on  this  second 
trial  to  t»e  a  good  mother,  raieful  of  her 
pigs,  a  good  sucklcr,  lurnisbing  plenty 
of  milk  for  her  litter,  the  litter  being 
even  in  form  and  size,  she  should  be  re- 
tained for  a  breeder  as  long  as   she  kepi 

this  up. 

In  our  breeding  <»perations  we  never 
dis'-ard  a  sow  ailer  she  has  proven  her- 
jielfworlhva  place  .in  the  herd  as  a 
producer  of  gootl  even  litters.  We  have 
kept  sows  breedinii  inl  their  thirteenth 
year.  As  to  protit  or  cost  of  keeping 
the  oUl  sows  for  breeding,  it  will  be 
loninl  that  tbeexpenceof  keeping  a 
mature  sow  after  she  has  weaned  iier 
liUer,  if  turned  out  on  good  pasture  till 
fall,  led  liiihtly  till  time  fur  maling,  then 
well  le<l  on  tile  proper  feed  to  lurni.sh 
muscle  and  bone  material  till  ready  to 
farrow,  is  but  a  small  amount.  In  the 
climate  of  Illinois,  (or  any  other  if  one 
WHS  prepared  to  lurnish  the  sow  and 
her  voting  it  Iter  a  W:irm  sleeping  place) 
I  would  certainly  advise  the  breeding 
twice  each  year  of  sows  that  were  ma- 
ture 1  tin'd  that  a  litter  of  pigs  far- 
rowed in  September  or  early  October 
and  kept  where  they  can  be  with  their 
daii'  in  a  warm  slteping  pen  and  fed  out 
of  doors  even  jf  properly  fe<l  will  grow 
brill y  as    llio.se   that    are    farrowetl    in 

Apiil. 

To  secure  the  best  result  each  sow 
should  have  a  small  sleeping  house 
about  SxS  feet  square  in  a  small  lot 
where"the  sows  and  pigs  can  have»lail> 
exercise,  ami  they  ^hould  in  cohl 
weather  have  a  feed  ot  warm  slop,  not 
neeessarilv  cooked,  but  warmed 

One  imfuirer  speaks  of  "weaning  the 
pi^M  when  about  mx  weeks  ohl."  This 
is  all  wrong.  A  litter  of  pigs  should  not 
be  weaned  till  nearlv  tlir^e  monih  of 
age.  and  if  fed  where  they  cannot  be 
molested  bv  their  dam  ur  other  pigs 
fioin  the  tuiie  they  are  four  to  six  weeks 
old,  thev  will  never  ki  ow  they  are 
weane^l,  but  will  continue  to  grow  very 
hist  and  have  no  setback,  pigs  weaneif 
alsi.K  weeks  otaiie  must  surely  have  a 
hard  setback  in  their  thrill,  but  if  not 
weane«l  till  about  three  moiillis  old  and 
led  as  above  with  suilable  feed  they  are 
almost  n-ady  for  market  a»  y  »lay  from 
llii-i  age  on  tosix  or  eight  months.  11

I       Ibe    practice  of  breeding    the    young 

i  sow  but  once  and  again  selecting  a  young 
sow  the  priMluce  of  a  yuuiig  sow  and  a 
v  ling  boar-  and  continuing  this  will 
»aili  vear  show  a  smaller,  more  tlelic.tte 
inter  "mother,  which  will  in  a  lew  years 
farrow  bm  two  or  three  pigs  s.^  weak 
that  thev  are  alreaily  for  any  ailment 
that  conies  along  and  generally  avoid 
the  tioubles  of  hie  by  dying  at  once. 
In  conclusion  i  woulil  say,  breed  irom 
mature  animals,  selecting  only  enough 
voung  sows  to  keep  up  the  requned 
number  of  l)reeding  animals  as  the  ohl 
ones  dfo|»  out.  Keed  coreclly,  bree«l 
for  two  litters  each  year,  thus  iiaving 
two  crops  ol  hogs  to  turn  «)lf  yearly, 
treat  vour  hogs  as  you  would  any  other 
animal  that  paid  you  weU  and  you  will 
tind  that  the  wellbred  hog,  well  housed 
and  well  fed,  will  alwayn  bring  you  a 
.arg«  protit.". 


A  feeding  Experiment. 

Prof.  W.  A.  Henry,  Director  of  the 
Wisconsin  KxperimeLt  Station,  made 
a  feeding  experiment,  last  year,  with 
hogs,  whicli  revealed  some  rather  inter- 
esting features.  He  fed  1(X)  hogs  weigh- 
ing 'JdO  pounds  average.  For  tK)  days 
he  fed  them  one-third  wheat  mid- 
dlings an<l  two  ttiirds  corn  meal.  He 
ntatle  them  put  on  l.G")  pounds  per  day. 
The  same  number  and  same  weights  fed 
also  90  days  on  one-third  w  heat  mid- 
dlings nnd  one-third  shelled  corn  made 
a  iraiu  of  only  1.8.3  pounds  per  day.  In 
all  his  experinieuts  a  ratio  of  one-third 
wheat  middlings  and  two-thirds  corn 
meal  made  the  best  gain  and  more  profit. 
He  recommends  for  fattening  sheep 
one-third  oats  and  two-thirds  corn 
meal-

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MARKET  REPORT. 


Wood  Brat.'^evlcw  of  flic  Market  for  the    Monih   cT   Dccmnbcr 
and  Their  Views  of  the  Prospects  for  Near  Future.

HOGS. 

The  same  healthy  tone  that  characterized 
the  hog  market  during  the  month  of  November 
has  continued  through  the  month  just  closed, 
recepts  have  been  fairly  liberal,  but  prices  have 
averaged  for  the  month  a  little  better  than  the 
quotations  we  made  in  our  letter  of  December  i, 
and  at  present  writing  are  10  to  15  cents  higher 
than  at  that  time.  Arrivals  for  the  month  are 
759iOoo  against  746,000  for  December,  1899. 
There  seems  to  be  a  good  active  inquiry  for 
cured  and  fresh  meats,  and  it  is  likely  that  the 
demand  will  not  slacken,  so  that  if  we  should 
get  moderate  receipts  for  Jannary  we  may  look 
for  prices  to  run  about  as  good  as  they  have  been 
during  the  past  month.  We  are  inclined  to  be- 
lieve that  we  will  have  a  fair  run  of  hogs  during 
January,  and  if  that  proves  to  be  true  no  doubt 
the  market  will  be  well  sustained  and  maybe 
somewhat  higher.  We  do  not  advise,  however, 
holding  hogs  that  are  ready  to  come  as  prices 
are  certainly  good,  and  we  think  such  as  should 
be  accepted  by  parties  having  hogs  of  fair 
weights.     We  quote  prices  as  follows  : 

Prime  light  hogs  i(>oto  190  lbs.,  I4.90  to  4.97'-; 
butchers,  220  to  260  lbs.,  I4.95  to  5  05;  prime 
heavy,  around  300  lbs-,  $4.95  to  5.00;  good 
smooth  mixed  packing  hogs,  ^4.90  to  4.95;  com- 
mon to  fair,  $4.80  to  4.90;  Pigs,  $4.50  to  4.75; 
stags,  154.35  to  4.50. 


SHEEP 

While  the  receipts  of  sheep  are  57,487  lighter 
in  December,  1900,  than  they  were  in  December, 
1899,  the  market  is  lower  this  year  at  the  present 
writing  than  it  waH  last  year  at  this  time.  Sheep 
and  lambs  would  be  about  35  cents  lower  than  a 
year  ago.  There  is  a  little  export  demand 
springing  up  that  will  help  the  trade  some.  The 
export  demand  was  good  last  year,  and  we  hope 
that  in  the  next  few  weeks  it  will  improve,  but 
at  present  there  is  not  enough  being  taken  to 
effect  our  market  to  any  great  extent.  After  the 
holidays  we  look  for  a  steadier  and  more  reliable 
trade.  The  amount  of  game  and  poultry  on  the 
market  has  lessened  the  demand  for  mutton. 
We  regard  the  prospects  as  fair. 

Prices  to-day  range  about  as  follows:  Strictly 
prime  weathers,  I4. 15  to  4.25;  good  I4.00  to  4. 10; 
strictly  prime  yearling  wethers,  $4.25  to  4.50; 
good,  $4-15  to  4.25;  strictly  prime  ewes,  I3.75   to

3.85;  good,  $3.50  to  3.60;  common,  I2.25  to  2.75; 
strictly  prime  lambs,  $5.30  to  5.50;  good,  $5.10 
to  $5  25;  fair,  I4.60  to  4.85;  common,  I3.75  to 
4-25. 

CATTLE. 

The  receipts  of  cattle  at  this  market  during  the 
month  just  closed  were  225,000  against  207,000 
for  1899,  showing  an  increase  of  18,000  this  year 
over  last.  We  find  that  even  with  that  increased 
supply  the  market  has  averaged  10  cents  higher 
than  the  month  of  November,  the  average  price 
for  good  fat  1200  to  1500  lb.  steers  being  $5.55 
against  I5.45  for  the  month  of  November.  We 
believe  the  advance  in  price  has  been  caused  by 
the  high  prices  paid  for  fancy  cattle  at  the  show, 
which  sales  of  course  are  figured  in  the  average. 
The  only  bad  feature  there  is  at  present  in  the 
cattle  trade  is  the  general  disposition  to  market 
cattle  half  fat,  we  find  that  nearly  half  the  re- 
ceipts in  our  market  at  present  is  composed  of 
cattle  that  have  been  fed  two  to  four  months, 
and  as  that  class  of  cattle  is  not  very  desirable 
for  beef  prices  are  quite  low  and  unsatisfactory. 
We  do  not  see  the  necessity  or  the  wisdom  of 
running  cattle  out  of  the  feed  lots  half  fat,  when 
by  holding  them  two  or  three  months  longer  they 
would  be  matured  and  bring  much  better  prices. 
We  think  the  outlook  for  a  profit  in  feeding  cattle 
this  year  is  fully  as  good  as  it  was  last  year;feed- 
ing  cattle  can  be  bought  from  50c  to  |i.oo  per 
cwt.  less  than  they  could  have  been  got  last  year, 
and  while  corn  is  a  little  higher  yet  we  think  that 
more  than  the  difference  in  the  price  of  com  is 
made  up  in  the  low  price  of  cattle.  It  would  be 
our  opinion  that  well  bought,  and  well  fed  steers 
this  year  has  fully  as  good  a  show  to  make  a 
profit  as  they  did  a  year  ago.  We  are  under  the 
impression  that  the  next  two  months  will  be  over 
stockers  with  shipments  of  half  fat  stuff  and 
later  on  we  think  that  there  will  be  no  surplus  of 
well  finished  steers,  and  we  would  advise  men 
having  a  good  class  of  cattle  in  the  feed  lots  to 
mature  them  with  very  fair  prospects  of  realizing 
a  profit.  At  present  good  ripe  steers  weighing 
1200  to  1500  lbs.  are  selling  from  I5.40  to  5.75, 
extra  quality,  |r>r  fairly  fattened  steers,  I5.25  to 
5.50,  half  fat  graues,  that  should  be  kept  on  teed 
two  o  r  three  months  longer,  $4.25  to  I4.75.  This 
kind  furnishes  a  loss  to  the  owners  and  helps 
break  the  fat  cattle  market  for  the  men  who  has 
taken  the  pains  to  mature  their  stuff.  Butchers 
cows  and  heifers  are  selling  strong  and  the  de- 
mand for  that  kind  will  increase  while  the  supply 
will  diminish.  We  can  see  no  cause  that  would 
disturb  the  financial  affairs  of  the  country,  and 
no  reason  why  there  should  be  any  panic  or 
strike  in  the  trade  generally,  and  we  think  it  a 
favorable  year  to  keep  in  the  trade.

While  alfalfa'has  proved   a   wonderful 

!  crop  for  the  Western  farmer,   perhaps  in 

uo  way  can  the  plant  be  turnea  into  good 

money  more  quickly  than  in  hog-raising. 

I  The   •*Rocky    Mountain    Husbandman" 

says: 

When  a    farmer    can    grow    •   pf|»  in 
eight  months  that  will  bring   him   $8  ;ou 
the  ranch  and   can  ifeed   such    a   pig  on 
three-fourths   steamed    alfalfa    and  one- 
fourth  cracked  wheat,   barley  or  peas,  it 
seems  to  us  that  it   is   a  paying  proposi- 
tion.    Alfalfa  will  yield  four  t  .>ns  of  hay 
annually  per  acre,    and   wheat,  barley  or 
peas  will  yield  30  bushels  per  acre.     We 
•re  not   informed   as    to    the   number  of 
pounds  of  feed  that  are  necessary  to  pro- 
duce   such  a  porker,    but    we 
know  this  to   be   the   chet^pest 
ration  in  the  calendar   and  are 
assured  that  it   is  a   most  suc« 
cessful    one.      The   pig   y.elds 
the  quickest    returrs    of    any- 
thing   in    the    shape    of     live 
stock  that  is   produced   on    the 
farm.     In    our    boyhood    days 
pigs   were    not    marketed    fre- 
quently  until   jH  months  old, 
and  sometimes  older,  and  were 
made    to    weigh     very    heavy. 
The  writer   remembers   buyng 
hogs  for  the    market   when   an 
animal  weighing  less   than  250 
pounds,  live  weight,  did  no**  go 
and     the     hog    weighing    350 
pounds  was   preferred.     Thi^  is 
all     changed     now*     and    ihe 
lighter,    nice     animals     are    preferred. 
Now,  250  poundl^,    instead   of  being    he 
minimum  weight   cared    for,    150  to  250 
pound  bogs    are   desirable.     We   belnrvt; 
these  light  hogs  to  be  the  most  profitable 
to  grow,     They  are  made  without  a  col- 
lar's loss  to  the  farmer.

Breeding  Gilts. 
Mitiden  sows,  or   gilts,    should   not  be 
bred  before  January.     It  is  a   great  mis- 
take to  have  gilta   farrow   much  before 
May.     Farrowing  then  there  is  plenty  of 
grass,  and  green  grass   is   everything  in 
the  young    sow'a    favor.    Young    sows, 
with  their  first  litters,  are  very  apt  to  lie 
feyerish  at  farrowing    time   and   the  ne- 
cessity of    succulent    food    becomes  ap- 
parent.   When  they  farrow,  .say  in  March 
or  April,  succulent    food    which    allays 
fever  i,    not  to    be    obtained,  but  when 
farrowing    season    is    deferred    to    Mav 
plenty  of    succulence    is    available,  and 
■what  is  just  as  important  is  gravel,  sods, 
etc.,  which  can  bw«  freely  obtained  by  the 
toung  bOW  in    the   month   of  May.     To 
have  hied    a    gilt    liefore    January  is  to 
court  disaster.     A  difference  of  opinion 
exists  as  to  the  proper  age   to    breed  the 
3-oung  sow.     There  are   many  who  assert 
that  the  sow  should   not    be    bred  before 
one  year  old,  and    others   go   so  far  as  to 
say  a  year  and  a  half.     Thi.i  is  all  a  mis- 
take.    The  sow  is  better  Irom  being  bred 
at  eight   months    of    age,    to    farrow  at 
•bout  a   year  old.      She  will    become  a 
much  better   brood    sow    in    the  future. 
For  my  own  part  I  would  not  take  a  sow- 
as  a  gift  for  a  breeder  that  had    not  been 
bred  before  a  year  old.     The    brood  sow 
is  like  the  dairy  heifer,  if  not  bred  before 
full  maturity  is   attained,    at,    say  fifteen 
months,  she  never  makes  tm  good  a  dairy 
cow.     A  sow  not  bred  before  a   ye -r  or  a 
year  and  a  half,  transforms   in  conforma- 
tion and  characteristics    like    unto  a  bar- 
row, and   if    well    fed    the    evolution  is 
more  intense,    while    the    maternal    in- 
stincts are,  to    a    certain    extent,  dulled. 
Id  breeding    the    young    sow    at    eight

Dear  Sir — On  page  6  of  December   is- 
sue of  Blooded  Stock  on  Models, 
Many  men  of  many  minds, 
Many  pigs  of  many  kinds. 
The  above  quotation  bus  caused  me  a 
great  deal  of  vexation  in  past  years   as 
a  breeder   of    Chester    Whites,    and    I

trust,  and  sincerely, that  the  writers  on 
this  subject,  with  you  included  Mr. 
Editor,  will  so  instruct  the  breeders  to 
breni  to  type  of  their  respective  breeds 
and  strive    to  get    as    near  .perfection 

as  possible.  This  can  only  be  doue  by 
careful  breeding  and  selei  tion,  and  if 
have  reported  from  the  type  that  you 
are  breeding  through  your  ignorance 
or  fangled  idea  of  what  you  thought 
wis  better  than  the  standard  type,  or 
if  you  was  fooled  in  buying  of  a  breeder 
of  the  above  description,  then  sell  them 
to  go  to  the  butcher  block — the  sooner 
th'i  better. 

Now  if  every  breeder  would  breed  to 
type  and  always  try  to  get  closer  to 
perfection  according  to  the  .score  card 
of  his  particular  breeti.  Then  we  wotiM 
be  safe  to  buy  the  pig  in  the  bag  or 
better.  But  as  it  is  now  we  are  sold  or 
deceived  four  times  out  of  live.  In  my 
experience  so  tar  I  have  been  faked 
nine  times  out  of  ten  by  buying  by  let- 
ter, and  the  worst  dose  was  in  the 
far-famed  and  celebrated  Improved 
Ohio  Chester  Whites.  I  i)uriha«»ed  a 
pairof  this  famous  strain  for  the  fairs 
and  got  the  papers  with  them  too,  and 
that  from  a  uote<l  Ohio  breeder,  who 
carrieti  an  adv  in  several  farm  and  swine 
papers,  who  claimed  that  there  was 
nothing  in  the  pen  could  beat  them  in 
the  show  ring  and  I  sent  him  his  price. 
As  I  wanteil  to  get  notliinu  but  the 
l)est  and  when  they  came  i  felt  sorry 
that  I  had  toUl  my  neighbors  that  I 
had  sent  for  a  pair  of  shouts  for  the 
show  ring.

goin  1SH3,  and  was  a  successful  exhibi- 
tor, as  the  rewards  of  tho^e  fairs  showed 
him  to  be  by  the  rewards  in  the  papers. 
So  my  will  to  have  nothing  but  the  best 
got  the  upper  hand  of  me,  so  1  sent  him

THEN  AND  NOW. 


How  Do  the  Modern  Methods  of  Disposing  of 

Blooded  Hogs  Compere  .With   Those 

of  Thirty  Years  Ago. 

A  paper  by  H.  O.  Minnis,  Edinburg, 
111.,  rtad  at  the  recent.;  meeting  of  the 
Illiuois  Swine  Breeders.) 

Mr.  Chairman:.  "Uow^do  the.Modern 
Methods  of  Disposing  of  Blooded  Hogs 
Compare  with  Those  of  Thirty  Years 
Ago?"  the  'subject  assigned  to  me,  is 
one  which  should  have  been  given  to 
an  older  man,  I  amjonly  a  boy  in  the 
hog  business  and  not  qualified  to  speak 
of  my  own  experience  i  and  observa- 
tion. 

Thirty  years'ago   1  was  10  years  ;old 
and  mylgrandfather  bought   three,  tine 
Berkshire  gills  and  gave    one,  to    take 
care  of  tbe.three.     I    kept,  them  about 
two  months.'wheu  all  of  them   died   of 
oholera  or  some   other..di8ease.      Any- 
how, theyjdied.    They  were  disposed  of 
to-day.     Death  never  changes.     It  is  no 
respector  of  hogs— blooded  or  otherwise, 
four  legged  or  two.legged. 
Kight  years  later  I  decided  to  go  back 

into  the  hog  Dusiness  ana  bought  two 
fine  Poland-China  gilts.  I  have  handled 
Poland  Chinas  ever  tince.  At  the  I 
beginning  of  my  career  uh  a  hog  breeder  ' 
we  disposed  of  our  surplus  at  private 
sale  without  making  much  noiHe  about 
It.  No  record  was  kept  of  family  lines 
then  and  hogs  sold  on  their  form  at  no 
very  fancy  prices.  Good  money  was 
made,  however,  by  the  honest  breeder 
who  succeeded  in  getting  the  confidence 
of  his  fellows;  and  I  muHt  sav  that  the 
breeder  of  to-day  who  suceeds  must  do 
the  same  thing. 

EVOLUTION. -But  the  business 
•voluted  as' all  things  must.  The  hog 
got  finer  and  had  to  l)e  pe<ligree<l;  the 
auctioneer  ?  as  born  and  mulli'plied 
rapidly;  stock  pavers  came  in  bv  the 
htter,  and  it  was  not  long  before  the 
unau-^pecting  hog  breeder  was  at  their 
merey.  Then  came  the  wild  revelry  of

They,  just  .had  to,  or  the  modern  sys- 
tem would  be  a  failure,  and  the  stock 
papers  and  the  colonejy  would  own  all 
the  hogs  and  the  land.'on  which, ithey 
were  raised,  together  with  all  the  other 
hereditaments, isingular'and  plural. 

THE  :SYSTEM  FLOUHISHKD/  like 
the  proverbial /green  bay,  tree\  forjJa 
while.  Prices  boomed.  A  good  hog  of 
fashionable  ifamilv:  (that.^  didn'tj  bring 
from  f 3,000 Jo  1^,3,000  wasjio^hog  at  all. 
Everybody  in  the  business  got  rich— on 
long  time, paper.  When  a  paper  fell 
due  a  big  purt  of  the  riches,' took  wings 
and  Hew  away  ,  like  the;  slump  Jn  the 
Populist  vote  out  west. 

The  breeder  who  had  escaped  the 
stock'papers.  .the.  colonels,  the  brass 
band,  the  free ,  lunch,  et  cetera,  had 
fallen  a  victim  to  the 'men  who  had 
bought  his  best  hogs  an<l  given  their 
notes  witli  all  the  fairness  of  these 
happy  creatures  who  never  expect  to 
see  their  gifts  return  to  them.

The  farm- 
ers as  well  as  the  breeders  mut»t   be  in- 
terested, for,  after  all.  what  is   the  i  se 
of  breeiling  up  a  stock   if    not    for   tde 
farmer  who  raises  hog    for    the  market'* 
The  farrier  must  be    considered,   and  a 
good   country    paper.      Auctioners  are 
necessary,  but  instead"of  a   platoon  of 
them,  not  more  than  two,    if    they  are 
as  good  as  my  friend   of  this  country 
Colonel    Correll   is,    are  needed.      You 
can  get  to  many  colonels  out  of   as  well 
as  in  Kentucky.       Free  entertainment 
is  all  right,  too;  and  then  if    vou   have 
the  hogs,  your  sale   will    l)e    a   success- 
anrl  when  the  sale  is  over  and    you  get 
paid  you  will  have  a  good  profit  left  and 
will  be  able  to  get  your  wife  and    habits 
a  nice  Christmas    present    and    still   be 
able  to  stay  in  the  hog  business. 

The  methods  of  thirtv  years  ago 
when  the  improvement '  of  hogs  had' 
only  begun  in  earnest,  was  safe  and 
waM  the  best  possible  at  the  lime  when 
transportation  facilities  wt^re  not  what 
they  are  to-day.  The  ho-  eMv  re- 
liability and  character  of  thirty"  years 
ago  are  necessary  now  if  one  would 
succeed.  Those  qualities  never  becinie 
old  fashioned.  But  with  a  much  finer 
ho^  than  wa.s  m  existence  thirty  vears 
Hgo,  with  the  question  of  traiiaporta- 
iion  solved,    so    that    all    parts    of   thi^ 


great  hog  and  corn  country  a  re  brought 
within  a  few  hours  of  each  other,  the 
possibilities  of  the  blooded  hog  busi- 
ness are  vastly  greater  than  they  were 
then.

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Managing  Young  Boars. 
As  it  is  now  time  to  use  young  boars, 
for  the  benefit  of  young  breeders  I  will 
give  my  oaethod  of  maougiug  them. 
The  young  boar  should  be  put  in  a  lot 
by  hiiDseir,  entirely  away  from  other 
hogs,  as  he  will  fret  too  much  and  not 
eat  enough  if  allowed  to  run  near  other 
hogs.  Sometimes  it  is  good  to  put  a 
pig  or  two  with  him  for  company  and 
for  an  appetizer.  Often  a  young  t)oar 
that  is  a  little  tasty  sbout  eating  will 
eat  bis  feed  better  if  there  is  a  pig  or 
two  with  him;  he  will  eat  his  feed  to 
keep  the  pigs  from  getting  it— hog  like. 
Then  the  young  boar  should  be  frequent- 
ly haudled;  if  be  is  not  tame  he  should 
be  confined  in  a  small  pen  so  he  can't 
get  away,  and  rubbed  and  handled  to 
get  him  tame,  and  then  let  him  out  in 
his  lot,  and  he  should  be  taught  to 
ilrive  and  to  know  his  master.  He 
should  be  driven  from  his  lot  to  the 
breeding  lot  and  back,  so  that  he  can 
be  tlriven  anywhere  and  handled  like  a 
bull.  We  have  our  boars  all  trained  so 
we  can  tlrive  them  anj  were  and  handle 
them  as  we  please;  and  they  have  to  be 
broken  to  handle  when  young.  He 
should  have  a  good  warm  bed  and 
plenty  of  pure  w^aler  an  I  have  free  ac- 
cess to  wooil  ashes  and  salt.  The  feed 
should  consist  of  a  variety  of  food.  The 
l>est  feed  would  be  shorts  aid  skim 
milk,  supptementetl  with  pumpkins  and 
sugar  beets  or  tinely  cut  clover  hay  with 
K  little  corn.

Barley  For  Hogs. 

The  primary  function  of  food,  are  to 
repair  tiie  waste  of  the  body,  to  pro- 
mote growtii  in  immature  animals,  antl 
to  furnish  heat  antl  energy.  And  for 
these  purposes  ouly  tlie  digestible  por- 
tion of  the  food  is  to  be  taken  into 
account.  When  w$  look  up  the 
uUemicul  analysis  of  barley,  we  find  it 
eoutaiuH  lOA  of  digestuble  protein,  55 
per  cent  digestiable  curboliydrates  aud 
three  per  cent  fat. 

The    analysis  ami  corn  runs    less   in 

the  most  expensive  part,  which  is  pro- 
teiu,  tinin  barley,  ami  for  young  pigs 
we  must  feeil  a  nitrogenous  ration,  for 
fattening  hnj^s  we  feed  a  carbonaceous 
ration. 

Experience  teaches  us  to  fettl  h«»gs 
according  to  the  purpose  we  iiave  in 
view.  Wfa«B  we  purchase  a  pig  in- 
tending to  <rrow  it  for  a  porker,  lirst 
of  all  wj  try  to  grow  a  irautti,  and  a 
snbstar.tial  one. 

This  we  l»ring  about  by  feeding  a 
nitrogenous  feed,  because  protein  is 
the  part  Used  to  make  bone,  muscles, 
hoofs,  bi'ir,  etc.  What  shall  I  fee<i  to 
grow  tli  •  frame  or  for  the  nitrogenons 
ration,  IVed  barley  and  clover,  and 
you  will  iiave  a  well  balance*!  ration 
for  the  purpose.  We  see  many  hogs 
lack'ng  strength  in  their  legs  to  support 
their  own  weight-  Why?  iiecause  tliey 
were  fed  a  rs'tion  not  included  for  the 
purpose  of  making  M  good  frame.  Too 
many  hogs  are  penned  in  and  fetl  corn. 
co»n,  corn,  bow  can  we  expect  them  to 
grow  lione  aud  ujuscif  fronj  corn  only, 
because  it  has  not  enougli  protein  or 
nitrogenous  material,  neitlier  can  we 
make  butter  Irom  skimmilk.  Any 
green  succulent  legume  will  furnish 
Irom  o  to  5  per  cent  protein,  that  and 
the  barley  will  make  a  splendid  ration 
to  grow  the  frame.  When  we  have  the 
frame  we  are  ready  to  load  it.  Now 
put  on  your  load  fat)  they  are  able 
le  carry  it.  A  strong  wagon  will  bear  a 
ijeavy  load. 

I'eed  the  corn  and  barley  now  in- 
stead of  the  clover  and  barley.  Now  we 
want  the  (•arbonat-eous  ration  corn  is 
the  one  principally  use«i.

I  have  one  of  the  Kippley  Improved 
Steamers  advertised  in  i'.lo'oded  Stock, 
which  I  cannot  too  sironglv  lecomnjeud 
to  you  readers.  I  tirst  divide  the 
twenty-live  pounds  of  barley  between 
two  barrels,  then  put  iu  the"no//,les  of 
the  hose,  then  lill  the  barrel  with  tur- 
nips, oidy  the  large  ones  being  split  or 
quartered,  then  attach  hose  from  steam 
chest  to  each  no/zle  in  barrel  and  allow 
it  to  steam  about  oU  or  7U  minutes;

half  pounds  of  brAu  is  then  adde«l  antl 
completely  mixe.l  with  an  in.n  shovel.

HOG  NOTES. 

The  hog  as  we  liave  him  is  without 
doubt  ttie  tinest  of  his  kind  in  the 
world  but  the  heavy  losses  met  every 
spring  admonish  us  that  we  must  not 
forj^et,  when  improving;,  that  vi^or 
must  be  preaerveil  in  the  vital  organs; 
otherwise  we  Inive  no  hog.  The 
variations  found  in  our  litters  give  us 
choice  of  selection  that  enables  us  to 
help  dominate  these  forces*  and  by 
close  study  of  what  we  have  and  their 
behavior  ve  may  with  certainty  keep 
the  vital  features  of  the  hog. 

\i  the  Nebraska  swine  breeders  con- 
vention of  iSlKi,  it  was  the  concensus  ot 
opinion  among  experienced  breeders 
that  the  besi.  early  spring;  pasture  tor 
brood  sows  and  pigs  is  to  be  had  by 
sowing  fall  wheat  in  the  spring.  It  is 
miiii  not  to  head  on,  and  wili  give  a 
more  protracted  season  of  pasturage 
ttiau  auy  other  permanent  pasture. 

In  most  of  the  discussions  about 
what  kintls  of  footi  are  t)estf  the  fact  is 
over-looked  that  no  one  food,  except 
perhaps  wheat,  gives  all  nutritive  ele- 
ments in  their  proper  combinations  for 
best  results.  A  variety  ot  food  is  neetl- 
eil,  not  merely  to  tempt  appetite,  but 
to  keep  the  animals  in  the  best  health. 
Tills  is  especially  important  to  animals 
that  are  bein^  fattened  It  is  scarcely 
less  so  to  animals  that  are  growing,  and 
which  need,  in  some  form,  the  element> 
that  make  bone  and  muscle,  rather 
than  fat.  The  farmer  should  undir- 
Ktand  this,  aud  give  a  variety. 

Some  one  may  have  non  breeding 
BOWS  that  will  not  become  pregnant 
when  served.  Ciive  them  daily  a  gili 
of  tine  ground  hempseetl,  in  <lry  meal  ot 
corn  ami  shorts  or  ground  fee»l.  1  he 
Jate  D.  L.  Thomas  reportetl,  in  liis  day, 
good  resulti*,  an«l  we  iiave  tried  it  with 
equally  good  results. 

In  either  driving  or  handling  liogs 
have  them  reasonably  empty*  thereby 
i>aving  much  labor  and  risk.  You  will 
also  put  more  pounds  on  the  scales,  autl 
have  them  in  much  better  contlition  for 
the  buyer,  than  if  lull  wheu  leaving  the 
pen.  if  a  hog  is  heated  when  the 
stomach  is  full  it  aii'ects  its  appetite  tor 
several  days;  hence  there  will  Iw  A 
heavy  loss  to  the  shipper. 

A  good  way  to  administer  medicine 
to  a  hog  thai  cannot  be  induced  tt>  eat 
slop  or  tlrink  unik  is  to  take  an  old 
boi»t,  cut  a  hole  in  the  toe,  insert  the 
lue  part  in  the  mouth,  and  pour  meili- 
cine  in  at  the  lop  of  the  leg  of  the 
boot. 

I>uy  male  animals  early.  Select  the 
typ«'  your  herti  ncetls  to  secure  improve- 
ment, and  wlien  such  are  fouiul  don't 
let  a  few  tlohars  tlillerence  in  price 
prompt  yon  to  buy  an  unlit  animal  in 
preference  to  the  choice  your  best  judg- 
ment dictates. 

The  sow  in  most  cases  will  take  the 
boar  from  the  .-.tcouil  to  the  fourth  day 
from  farrorting,  and  il  she  is  nut  seryed 
then,  or  tails  to  gel  wish  pig,  ^he  will 
not  as  a  general  thing  breed  again  until 
the  pigs  liave  been  weane»l  Irom  two  U> 
four  weeks;  it  not  ton  much  suckled 
down*  in^lkoui  three  week.s. 

The  time  to  sell  ln>gs  is  when  they 
are  ready  to  gt>,  or  when  vou  .  have  no 
tiirther  proliiable  use  for  them  tui  ilu 
farm.  The  man  who  sells  thus  will 
geiieralls  hit  it.  The  man  who  hold* 
for  live  cents  because  he  ihinks  hogs 
fchoulil  not  .'•til  fur  Itss  niuney  will  be 
very  apt  to  lose  a  nice  lot  of  p'ouey  by 


Pus  lure  affords  to  growing  animals 
the  exercise  necei^sary  to  their  health. 
I'roper  development, and  the  succulent 
grasses,  rich  in  muscle  and  bone-form- 
ing materials,  aud  loosening  aud  uool- 
ing  to  the  system,  tend  to  keep  it  free 
from  disease,  and  conteract  the  heating 
and  feverish  properties  of  corn.  A  verv 
important  consideration  in  favor  of 
grass  and  forage  for  Hwnne  in  summer 
is  their  comparatively  small  cost.  As 
compared  with  erain  feeding,  the  ex- 
pense is  merely  nominal. 

If  there  is  one  subject  beyond  all 
others  that  has  been  detiniiely  settletl 
by  investigation,  it  is  that  gains  in  live 
stock  are  most  economically  made  early 
in  the  life  of  the  anii'.als,  aud  that  tfie 
tost  per  ponntl  for  making  them  in- 
creases will  increased  age.  The  univer- 
sality of  the  rule,  ami  its  importance 
in  connection  with  the  question  of 
economical  production,  has  given  ri.se 
to  a  demand  for  early  maturity — the 
earlier  the  better— in  all  live  stock 
growth  fir  the  purpose  of  making 
meats.  While  tlie  fact  of  increased 
cost  per  ponntl  of  gain  with  advancing 
age  is  well  established,  it  cannot  be  too 
often  insisted  upon  until  all  come  not 
nitrely  to  know  it,  but  to  make  it  their 
practice  guiile  in  the  every -day  utiairs 
ot  live  stock  growing. 

A  tine  external  form    is   only  Ihe   re- 
sult t)f  a    superior    external    organism. 
There   are   some    points    that   all  goo<l  , 
hogs  have  in  common,  and   these  are  so  , 
important  that  they  shoulil  not  he  over- 1 
looked;  as  width  between    the   fore  legs  j 
and   the  large  girth    behind    them,   tie-  j 
noting  large,  active  heart  and  lungs,  the  ; 
very  foundation  of  the  animal;  straight, 
s'.rong,  clean  limbs,    with   hoofs   erect, 
denoiing  solitlity   and    tirinness   of   the 
framework;  smooth,  mellow    skin,    cov- 
eted   with    tine,    soft     hair*     denoting: 
healthy  liver  and    absence   of    internal 
fever;  shtirt,  thick  neck  and  well  sprung  | 
ribs,  showing   that  vitality   and    power, 
of  assiinilatitjii    which   are    requisite   in 
every  uieat-prodming  animal;  the  short, 
concave  face  and  slightly  tlrooping  ear. 
sure  sik'U  t)fan  easy  keeper  ami    a  quiet 
disposition.      Such    are     some    of    the 


features  that  should  be  demanded  in  the 
male  hog;  not  merely  for  the  sake  of 
appearance,  but  because  they  indicate 
qualities  of  real  value. 

Hog  feeders  have  always  had  more  or 
less  prejutlice  against  white  corn,  think- 
ing it  not  as  strong  as  the  yellow. Uuminy 
eaters  have  had  a  similar  prejudice 
against  the  yellow, claiming  that  it  is  too 
Strom;  for  the  best  eating.  After  having 
tried  it  thoroughly  as  hominy  I  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no 
difiference  in  white  and  yellow  corn  ex- 
cepting the  color.  Like  the  hog  busi- 
ness, it  is  a  matter  of  color.  White 
corn  is  no  stronger  than  yellow.  In 
fact  some  kinds  of  white  corn  are 
stronger  than  some  kinds  ot  yellow 
corn.

Slopping  Pigs. 
In  feeding  ground  feed   to  pigs  there 
is  a  good  deal  of  variation  in  the  belief 
and  practice  of  feeders  with   regard   to 
tbeifiniouut   of    water   that  should   ac- 
<;ouipauy  the  meal.      Some    believe  in 
feedins?  it  dry,  some   with    barely  water 
enough  in  it   lo   pour  into  the  trough 
and  some    think    that   slop    should   be 
made    quite    thin.      While    there    are 
these  dilferenees  of  opinion  and  practice, 
there  is   ver>    little    exact  information 
upon  the  subject.     Feeders  pursue  one 
or  the  other  of  the  courses  above  in- 
tlic-ated,  and   as    it  does    well  in   their 
hands  they  think  it  the   best,    but  in- 
formation based  on  comparative   trials, 
made  with  different  lots  of  pigs,  of  the 
eanie  age   and   breeding,    at  the  same 
time,  under  the  same  circumstances  and 
with  the  same  feed,  is  very  meager.     In 
cr.ier   to    ascertain   something  definite 
npou    the  -ubject   the  Purdue   Experi- 
ment Station   last  vear,    from  January 
24ilito.Iuie  I'.'th,  fed    pigs,   beginning 
at  about  four  months  old,   in   four  diff- 
erent ways.     The  foods  used    were  eqal 
parts   of  pure    corn  meal    and     shorts 
tuU'l  .May  '.Mh.  when  hominy   feed   tooic 
the  place  of  corn  meal,  and  these  feeds 
were  fed  to  one  lot   dry  in  the  trough, 
toi.notber  lot  mixed    with   the   weight 
of  the  meal  in  water  to  a  third  lot  mix- 
ed with  twice  its  weight  in  water  and  to 
a  fourth  lot  mixed  with  three   times    its 
weight  in  water.     In  addition    the  pigt* 
were  given  all  the  water  they  desired  to 
ilnnk,  and    a  record  was     kept  of  the 
amount  of  water  drunk   daily.      At  the 
end  of  the  trial,  which  lasted  14(i  days  it 
was  found  that    there   was   no   matenal 
diflerence  in  the  results  secured.      The 
lirst  lot,  cou-iisting  of  four  pigs  and   fed 
*.ry  meal,  made  a  gain  of  four  and   oiie- 
thinl  pounds  per  day;    the   second    lot, 
where  the  meal  was  mixed  with  its  own 
weJu'lit  in  water,  gained  four   and    two- 
hlUiH   pounds   per   day;  the    third    lot 
where  the  meal   was   mixed    with   twice 
us  weight  in  water,  made  the  ««ame  gain 
an  the  last,  and  the    fourth  lot,    where 
:•      meal  wan  mixeil    with    three   times 
n>     ti-btm  water,  made  a  gain  of  four 
and  uue-titih   pounds    per    day.       Each 
of  ilie  lots  consisted    of  four  pigs,    half 

'*^'.!'^,  ^^'■^  ''''^'    Chester    Whiles  and 
hall  Herkshires,    and    the    gain    above 
!udu;iatediisliul,tly  over   a    pjund    per 
<uiy  for  each  pig.     The  cost  of  g«in   was 
-...S7    ceutH    per   pound   in    the  first  lot. 
.J<»4  cents  in  the   secoi.  i   lot,   l'  !H)  cents 
in  the    third    lot    and    H    cents    in  the 
fourth  lot.     This  diflerence  is  so    slight, 
houever,    as   to    be  immaterial,    for   ii 
might  ;e°;!ily  be  that   it    would    be   re 
versed  upon  a    repetition   of  the    trial 
rijere  whs  n  >  material  difference  in   the 
appearance  of  the  pigs  in    either  lot    so 
far  as  quality  was  concerned,  and  so  far 
as    this    single    experiment    can   prove 
anything,  the  u.se  of  about  two  parts   of 
water  to  one  of  irrain,  by    weight   seems 
to    be    a    satisfactory    proportion     for 
topping.       It     would    seem,   however 
that    there    is  really    neither  gain  nor 
loss  in  feeding  pigs  slopinstead  of  grain, 
fxrept    as    the    feeder    mav    find    one 
or    the    other     course     the'  more    con- 
venient. 


Growthy  Hogs. 

Wayne,  Kansas. 
Mr.  Editor: 

J.  E.  Ross  asked  about  heavy  hogs 
and  the  l>est  feeders.  I  must  say  that 
the  Chester  Whites  are  the  'largest  in 
the  world  and  make  the  best  feeders 
for  long  feeding.  I  have  a  young  boar 
in  my  herd  that  is  going  'to  make  a 
1400  pound  hog  some  of  these  days.  He 
is  nine  months  old  and  measures  five 
feet,  eleven  inches  in  length  and  stands 
H6  inches  high.  I  have  some  extra 
large  sows  weighing  from  five  to  seven 
hundred  pounds  in  breeding  condition 
and  I  never  was  beaten  for  large  hogs 
in  this  country.  I  will  have  some 
pigs  to  sell  this  season  and  am  going 
to  give  you  one  for  a  premium  for  one 
of  your  clul)  raisers  this  season,  so  look- 
out for  this  chance.  It  will  be  some- 
thing worth  looking  after.

John  Cownie,  of  Des  Moines,  stated 
there  was  no  cleaner  animal  on  the  farm 
than  the  hog  when  he  was  given  a 
chance  to  be  clean.  "I  would  no  more 
think  of  feeding  my  hogs  on  a  fioor  that 
had  not  been  carefully  swept  clean 
previously  than  I  would  of  eating  out 
of  the  same  dishes  twice  without  wash- 
ing them.  The  hog  does  not  want  to 
do  this  but  the  ignorant  farmer  starves 
him  to  do  it. 

A  man  who  has  overstocked, of  course, 
underfeeds,  and  fails  to  get  out  of  his 
business  what  he  should.  Overfeeding 
18  a  fault,  but  it  is  more  excusable  than 
undei feeding.  Only  maintaining  or 
permitting  animals  to  lose  in  growth  is 
not  accomplishing  anything.  You  have 
your  expense  of  running  the  machine 
and  no  work  done.  Oiie-thinl  of  the 
stock  well  housed  and  well  fed  will 
make  money  while  the  larger  amount 
of  stock  fed  the  same  quantiiv  of  grain 
loses  mouev.

Feed  Judiciously. 

I  think  twice  a  day  is  often  enough  to 
feed  pigs  during  winter,  says  W.  W. 
Stevens  in  "N.  E.  Farmer."  Feed  early 
enough  of  evenings  so  they  can  take 
their  meals  e^irly  and  be  ready  lo  lie 
dowu  by  dusk.  Water  should  be  in  good 
supply  thioughout  the  day,  but  especial- 
ly  give  a  good  supply  at  night.  A  hog 
will  nearly  always  wind  un  his  supper 
with  a  drink.  If  not  allowed  this  he 
will  not  do  well.  Never  keep  corn  con- 
stantly before  pigs.  Giye  them  all  they 
can  tat  once  a  day,  but  see  to  it  that 
they  clean  up  what  is  given  them.  It  is 
a  good  plan  to  provide  a  warm  slop  for 
fall  pigs.  This  may  be  given  three  times 
a  day  if  you  like,  by  sinking  h  barrel  in 
the  ground  and  providing  a  good  cover 
for  it.  Then  each  morning  heat  a  kettle 
of  water  and  mix  the  slop  in  this  barrel. 

When  you  feed  the  pigs  always  atop  a 
few  minutes  a:id  see  that  they  are  eatmj: 
heartily,  as  weil  as  geltiuK  their  share  of 
thi  ration.  The  good  feeder  always 
spends  some  time  looking  after  each  in- 
dividual pi^  at  least  once  a  day.  If  von 
want  fall  pigs  to  be  profitable  keep  them 
thriving  all  the  while,  just  as  you  would 
the  spring  litters.  Good  feed  in  variety 
and  the  right  kind  of  shelter  will  bring 
the  full  litters  through  the  winter  in  good 
shape  and  then  finish  them  up  with 
grain  and  gra.ss  very  economically,  but 
hardly  with  as  large  profits  as  spring 
litters.  One  thing  is  certain,  fall  pigs 
will  never  do  any  good  and  they  will 
never  bring  in  a  pr^tit  if  you  attempt  to 
carry  them  through  winter  on  a  com 
and  ice  water  diet,  feeding  them  in  the 
muddy  barn  lot  and  aliuwinx  them  to 
sleep  in  cold,  wet  beds.  IJeller  sell  out 
in  I  he  fall  to  the  other  fellow.

When  a  pig  is   received   by  express  or 
freight,  remem  ber  that   he  is  tired  from 
a    long    and    exciting    journey,    during 
which  he  has  been  a  close  prisoner*  half 
frightened    to     death      by    the    strange 
quarter.*,     strange    people    and    strange 
sounds  about  him.     lie  is  probably  more 
than  half  starved  and  as  thirsty  as  he  is 
hungry.     Give  him    a    drink    of  water, 
and  if  it  is  hot  weather   dash    a   bucket 
full  over  him    in    the    crate.     Take  hiui 
home  in  as  kindly  a  way  as  possible.     If 
your  wagon    h.-js    no    springs    put  acme  i 
hay  in  the  bottom  to  break  the  j^r  of  the 
rough  road.     When    you   get  home  give 
him  a  quart  of  water   and   a    very  light  • 
feed.     Three  hours  after  give  more  water 
and  another  light  feed,  and  repeat  every 
three  hours  the    tirst    day.    and    by  the 
next  uior  ling  your  pig  wil!  probably  be 
ull  right  and  re<»dy  for  a  full  meal.

It  is  very  easy  to  uver  feed,  and 
the  result  of    it    is    a    sick    pig    and  no 
growth  for  weeks,    perhaps.     Keep  him  i 
hungry  until  you  know  his  capacity,  and 
then  feed  so  as    to    be    sure     that    all  is  , 
cleaned  up  an/i  that  he  will  have  a  gootl  ! 
appetite  for  the  next   meal.     When  you  ' 
receive  the  pig,    if    he    looks    thin  and 
gaunt  and   droopy,   don't  sit   down  and 
write  the  man   who   sold    him    to   you  a 
saucy  letter  full  of  saucy  cu.ss  words,  and 
call  him  a  swiii    ler,  because  he    has  not 
sent  you  a  good  pig.     Wait  a   few   days 
until  the   pig    has    filled    up    the  waste 
places  III   his   carcaso   again      There  are 
two  beings  that  do   not  appear  to  advan- 
tage when    hungry,   a  man   and    a    hoif. 
Piiys'cally  they  are  duplicates   in    stoni 
acb,  and  iu  disposition  similar;  both  are  ' 
fine  when  well  fed,  but    miserable   look- 
ing creatures  when  ill-led. 

The  pig  that  <loes  not  please  you 
when  he  ieaclie.s  you  hungry  and  thirstv 
may  and  probably  will  prove  to  be  ati 
all-around  beauty  when  he  has  Ind  a 
few  !^quare  meals.

The  Tamworth  and  His  Traducert. 
I  am  sorry  to  see  our  editor  printing 
those  venemous  squibs  copied  from  ex- 
changes, retiectiug  on  tlie  Tamworth 
hog.  While  something  may  be  gaiued 
at  first  iu  the  struggle  to  suppress  truth 
eveutually  "truth  will  out,"  ami  the 
truth  about  the  excellent  qualities  of 
the  Tamworth  hog  will  assert  itself 
Notwithstanding  the  unfriendliness  of 
every  swine  paper  in  the  I'nited  i^tates, 
including  Blooded  Stock,  agaiust  the 
Tamworth,  this  tiue  herd  of  hogs  is 
coming  to  the  front,  if  slowly,  exceed- 
ingly sure,  and  it  is  but  a  question  of  a 
very  few  years  when  the  Chester  White 
et  al  pork  hogs  will  occupy  second  place 
in  the  swine  arena.  In  the  Western 
corn  belt  the  Chester  White  has  not  yet 
found  much  favor  nor  are  the  chances 
for  popularity  improving.  His  field  of 
usefulne.s8  is  as  yet  restricted  nor  does 
his  sphere  of  usefulness  appear  to 
spread  very  much  outside  the  limits  of 
his  habital. 

The  trouble  is  the  Chester  has  en- 
deavored to  occupy  a  middle  ground  — 
a  sort  of  dual  purpose,  meddling  be- 
tween the  pork  hog  and  the  bacon  hog, 
aud,  like  the  dual  purpose  corn,  is  a 
myth.  In  this  age  of  specialties  we 
have  no  room  for  <lual  purpose  animals. 
If  pork  is  wanted  nothing  is  gained  by 
changing  from  the  Poland  China  to  the 
Chester,  aud  if  expert  bacon  is  wanted 
the  peculiarities  of  the  Chester  White 
are  not  sutticiently  pronounced  to  be 
much  of  an  improvement  over  the  Po- 
land China. 

At  the  recent  Canadian  Fat  Stock 
iShow  held  at  Gulph,  Out-,  the  lecturers 
on  the  bacon  hog  and  the  representa- 
tives of  the  leading  packing  houses  pro- 
nounced themselves  entirely  against 
the  Chester  White  as  a  bacon  hog. 

The  breeding  aud  feeding  of  the  bacon 
hog  is  briugiug  more  money  to  Cana- 
tlian  farmers  now  than  is  her  cheese, 
aud  that  means  a  good  deal.  Pork  hogs 
for  farmers  east  ot  Ohio  is  a  losing  busi- 
ness. The  breeders  of  the  middle  and 
eastern  states  must  launch  out  iu  a 
new  sphere  if  they  expect  to  make 
money  with  hogs.  C'ompeting  with  the 
Western  cheap  corn  hog  with  the  same 
kind  of  goods  is  not  only  un-business 
like  but  simply  ridiculous. 

To  say  that  the  Tamworth  is  a  hard 
feeder  is  pure  rot  aud  lies.  Tlie  oppo- 
site really  is  true.  The  Tamworth  is  a 
much  easier  feetier  than  the  Chester. 
The  Tamworth  is  a  handsomer  hog  than 
the  Chester,  is  more  docile,  a  better 
mother,  has  greater  fecundity,  furnish 
more  milk  for  her  otl'spring,  and  is  the 
best  all-around  hog  iu  the  world.  If 
you  don't  believe  me  prove  it  for  your- 
self. Abuse  will  not  prove  it  for  you 
>Ir.  Chester.

food,  warm,  dry  shelter. pure  water,etc., 
and  all  these  regularly,  and  not  in  the 
nay  the  old  feeder  trie«l  to  make  streaks 
of  fat  and  streaks  of  lean  by  (eetling  on 
alternate  days  si  nil  weeks.  There  is  too 
much  inclination  to  lay  our  faults  at  the 
loors  of  ethers,  and  in  th-s  instance  to 
diarge  bad  f>reeding  on  some  one  ehe 
who  breed  and  grow  the  broo<l  sow.  in 
nine  times  out  of  ten  the  troubles 
nlxiut  the  young  stock  lie  at  our  own 
doors,  resulting  in  inattention,  thought- 
lessness, or  worse  still,  laziness  or 
imiorance.  Attend  to  the  broo<l  sow 
regularly  from  this  on  to  the  day  of  the 
new  lifter,  if  you  expect  or  deserve 
success  in  the  next  hog  crop.

I  am  a  widow  and  I  am  raising  hogs. 
I  thought  after  reading  some  of  the  arti- 
cles in  your  valuable  paper  I  would  send 
and  tell  you  a  little  of  my  experience. 
I  h^ve  one  sow  that  has  had  three  litters; 
the  first  one  last  June  a  year  ago,  and 
she  has  had  up  lo  last  December  thiity- 
Meven  little  pigs,  and  every  one  has  beeu 
raised  so  far.  The  first  litter  was  ten, 
second  fifteen  and  third  twelve,  making 
in  all  thirty-seven.  The  last  lot  are  as 
fat  as  butler.  I  have  never  had  any 
sickness  with  any  of  my  pigs.  1  raised 
from  seven  sows  last  .May  ami  June  sixty- 
one  pigs.  Some  of  my  sows  were  pure 
Chester  White  and  tlie  balance  Berk- 
shires.  I  give  them  bran,  middlings, 
oats  and  roots,  clean  water,  vo^d  dry 
beds — about  two  feet  of  whe.it  straw, and 
a  shed  for  them  to  eat  in  away  from  the 
sleeping  place.  The  beds  are  cleaned 
out  three  times  a  week,  and  ho^s  fed 
three  times  daily.  1  do  not  give  them 
cooked  feed  but  warm  mash  in  the  morn- 
ings, and  I  am  now  beginning  to  think  I 
can  kep  epigs  as  well  as  anyone.  I  have 
a  contract  with  a  farmer  who  grows 
grain  largely  to  sell  him  all  of  my 
young  stock  when  they  are  about  ten 
weeks  old,  that  is  about  as  soon  as  ihey 
are  weaned,  and  I  think  1  can  make 
money  at  that.  I  have  four  Chester 
White  pedigreed  and  registered  sows  and 
four  Berkshires  bred  now.  We  can 
handle  our  stock  as  we  never  give  them 
a  crojs  word  or  a  bbw.  I  have  Jersey 
cattle  th  It  I  hive  rainei  ati  1  they  are 
treate.1  ihe  saui.*,  aiil  they  pay  me  by 
giving  me  plent.  of  goo:l  rich  milk.

It  is  only  natural  for  hogs  to  relish 
roots.  It  was  the  intention  of  nature 
that  they  should  use  for  part  of  their 
diet  roots,  and  they  are,  therefore,  pro- 
vided wi»h  the  means  of  digging  in  the 
ground  Jo  secure  roots  that  grow  in  the 
forest  and  elsewhere.  A  great  many 
breeders  raise  artichokes,  potatoes, 
mangel-wuizel  and  turnips  as  a  part  ra- 
tion and  change  <  f  diet  for  their  hogs  in 
winter  season.  They  are  not  the  best 
of  flesh  and  gain-forming  constituents, 
but  as  a  regulator  of  the  system,  assisting 
in  health  and  assiiiMlatiou  of  food,  Ihey 
serve  a  good  part. 


It  is  a  good  plan  for  several  farmers 
to  club  together  and  buy  a  good  boar  to 
breed  to.  In  this  way  a  much  belter  ani- 
mal can  be  secured.  One  boar  may  be 
all  that  ten  or  a  dozen  farmers  will  need 
for  breeding  purposes'. 


Feeding  corn  exclusively  to  hogs  has 
a  tendency  to  make  weak  bones  and  ex 
cessive  fat.  When  hogs  are  young  and 
growing  this  is  not  the  wisest  plan,  but 
when  fattening  for  the  market  noihing 
will  take  the  place  of  corn.  IJraii  and 
skiinuiilk  with  some  corn  is  good  for 
growing  hok'^,  then  furnish  with  corn 
A  corn  finish  will  not  hurt  either  hog 
or  steer.

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MARKET  REPORT. 


WoodJBrM.'   Review  of  the^Market  for  the    Month    of   January 
miA  Tlicir  Views  of  the  Prospects  Nnt  Near  futore. 


Chicago  Union  Stock  Yards,.  Feb.i,  1900. 
CATTLE. 

In  reviewing  the  market  for   the   past   month 
we  find  some  little  reduction  in   the    prices  from 
those  current  last  month  ;   also   from   those  cur- 
rent a  year  ago.     We  believe  that  it  is  accounted 
for  in  two 'ways;  in  the  first  place  we  had    27,000 
more  cattle  during  the   month    of    January   this 
year  than  we  had  the  same   time   last   year,  and 
the  firm  condition  of  the  corn  market  has  induced 
men'to  run  their  cattle  half  fat  which  accounts  for 
the  Jower  prices,  and  also  forjthe  increased   sup- 
ply.    From  the  best  information   that    we   have 
been  able  to  gather'in  relation  to  the   number  of 
cattlejon  feed,  we  have  concluded  that  there  are 
considerably  less  cattle  in   the   feed  lots   for   the 
spring  markets  than  there  were  last  year,  conse- 
quently as  the  demand  seems  to  be  fully   to   last 
year,  with  a  less  number  on  com  throughout  the 
country,  and  the   increased  supply    during  the 
last  j^[month,|J  it  ^is   reasonable  to   think   that  in 
a  short  time  the  supply  will  become  lighter,  and 
consequently  we  look  for  an   advance   in   prices, 
and  think  the  advance  will  be   sufficient  to   fur- 
nish a  good  fat  profit  to  those    who    will    have 
nerve  enough  to  conclude  to  mature   their  cattle 
and  make  them  really  fit  for  the  beef  trade.       It 
seems  to  us,  at  least,  rather  poor  financiering  to 
take  cattle  that  are  doing  well   out  of    the   feed 
lots  half  matured   and  market  them   at   a    loss, 
when  from  all  statistics,  and  all    precedence  un- 
der similar  circumstances  a  profit  stands  await- 
ing them  in  the  near  future.     There  may  be  mis- 
fortune  somewhere    lurking    in  the  unrevealed 
future,  but  we  do  not  believe  that  there   will   be 
any  disastrous  changes  in  any  of  the   commercial 
lines  that  threaten  to   defeat    higher    prices   on 
lighter  receipts  of  beef  cattle. 

The  canner  trade  is  the  only  branch  of  the 
business  that  has  suffered  materially  in  prices  for 
the  past  two  mouths,  that,  however,  is  almost 
always  true  at  this  time  of  the  year,  as  a  great 
many  old  cows  not  able  to  stand  the  winter  are 
forwarded  to  market  for  sale,  this  condition  we 
think  will  be  changed  within  the  next  two  or 
three  weeks  and  that  grade  will  sell  higher. 
Stock  and  feeding  steers  have  taken  a  move  up- 
wards, prices  are  about  25c  per  cwt.  higher  than 
the  low  time  two  months  ago,  and  we  think  that 
any  one  wanting  stock  or  feeding  cattle  to  run  on 
the  grass  next  summer  might  as  well  purchase 
them  at  present  prices  as  we  believe  they  will 
sell  a  good  deal  higher.  Anything  like  fat 
butcher  cows  remain  firm,  half  fat  native  steers 
range  all  the  way  from  $4.25  to  4.75,  weighing 
from  1000  to  1300  lbs.,  which  furnish  no  profit 
to  the  feeder.  Steers  fairly  well  matured  sell 
from  I5.00  to  5.50,  while  choice  well  finished  and 
right  good  style  sell  from  I5.U0  to  |t>,  showing  a 
very  good  reason  why  the  half  tat  steers  should 
be  made  fatter  with  a  very  good  show  of  a 
profit.  Entering  into  a  new  year  and  a  new  cen- 
tury we  cannot  see  any  reason  for  despair,  and 
we  believe  that  the  legitimate  branches  of  the 


trade  should  be  maintained  and  entered  into  with 
a  confidence  that  is  certainly  grounded  upon 
every  reason  of  hope. 


SHEEP 


While  the  receipts  of  sheep  for  the  past  month 
are  called  heavy,  such,  however,  is  not  the  case 
when  we,"!  compare  the  receipts  of  this  month 
with  the 'receipts  of  the  corresponding  month 
last  year.  In  January,  1901,  we  had  310,000, 
and  in  January,  1900,  336,000,  making  about 
25,000  less  in  1901  than  in  1900.  Lambs  are  sell- 
ing $1.75  per  cwt.  less  on  our  market  now  than 
they  were  the  same  date  last  year;  Yearlings 
about  1 1. 00  per  cwt.  less,  and  Sheep  about  6oc 
less.  The  demand  so  far  appears  to  be  light.  We 
regard  the  prospects  for  the  future  as  only  fair. 
It  is  our  opinion  that  there  will  be  a  full  supply 
of  lambs  through  the  entire  season  ;  sheep  also, 
unless  we  have  an  increased  export  demand.  The 
exporters  believe  they  will  need  more  after  a 
couple  of  weeks  than  they  are  doing  now. 

Prices  range  as  follows  : 

Strictly  prime  wethers,  $4.25  to  4.50;  good,  I4 
to  4.10;  strictly  prime  yearling  wethers,  I4.75  to 
4-90;goo<l>l4-4o  to  4.5o;strictly  prime  ewes,  $3.75 
to  4.;  good,  I3. 50  to  3.65;  common,  |2. 50  to  3; 
strictly  prime  lambs,  ^5.25  to  5.33  ;  good,  $5.00 
to  I5.10;  fair,  4.75  to  4.85;  common,  3.75  to  4.25; 
heavy  lambs  are  selling  lower  for  the  past  two 
weeks  in  proportion  to  what  they  have  done. 


HOGS. 


We  received  at  this  market  during  the  month 
of  January  just  closed  781,000  hogs,  against  816- 
000  for  the  same  month  last  year,  showing  a  dif- 
ference of  about  34,000  in  the  two  months.  We 
have  had  a  good  market  during  the  month,  of 
course  prices  have  been  up  aud  down  somewhat, 
but  on  the  whole  have  averaged  good,  and  during 
the  month  prices  touched  the  highest  point  for 
some  time  back.  Prices  at  the  close  of  the  month 
ruled  25  to  30c  higher  than  they  were  when  we 
last  wrote  you.  We  do  not  look  for  any  over 
supply  of  hogs  during  the  coming  month,  and  be- 
lieve hogs  will  continue  to  sell  at  about  present 
prices,  which  rule  as  follows: 

Prime  light  hogs,  I5.25  to  5.30;  Butchers,  I5.30 
to  5.35;  Prime  heavy, I5. 30  to  5. 35;  good  smooth, 
heavy  packing  hogs,  I5.25  to  5.30  ;  common  to 
fair,  $5.10  to  5.25;  little  pigs,  I4.90  to  5  10.  Stags 
I4.50  to  5.00.
